over  and  above  said  assessment,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding, 
for  the  sewer  in  "  D"  street,  three  hundred  (300)  dollars  ;  for 
the  sewer  in  Ninth  street,  twelve  hundred  (1,200)  dollars  ;  for 
the  sewer  in  Thirty-second  street,  twelve  hundred  (1,200)  dol- 
lars ;  nor  for  the  sewer  in  Thirty-third  street,  twelve  hundred 
(1,200)  dollars ;  to  be  charged  to  Item  (for  branch  sewers)  of 
annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of  Surveys,  for 
the  year  1885.

AN  ORDINANCE 

'Relative  to  police  vans  for  the  conveyance  of  prisoners. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  PJdladelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  city  be,  and 
is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  arrangements  for  a 
better  system  of  conveying  prisoners,  by  the  construction  of 
new  vans,  the  improvement  of  those  now  in  use,  and  the  gen- 
eral reorganization  of  the  system  now  existing. 

Sect.  2.  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
the  police  van  service  shall  be  under  and  a  part  of  the  Police 
Department,  and  be  cared  for  as  such. 

Sect.  3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  proprietor, 
driver,  or  any  other  person  to  carry  prisoners  in  the  police 
vans  and  other  vehicles  used  for  the  carrying  of  prisoners  to 
and  from  the  several  prisons  in  any  manner  Avhereby  males 
and    females    shall    be    secured    together    in    any    apartment 
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thereof,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  (10)  dollars  for  every  such 
offence.  And  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  drivers  of  prison 
vans  or  any  other  persons  to  furnish  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors  to  any  prisoner  or  prisoners  while  under  charge 
in  such  vehicles,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars 
for  every  such  offence ;  said  penalties  to  be  recovered  as  debts 
of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable.  And  that  all 
other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  relative  to  the  subject 
of  prison  vans  be,  and  are,  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  city  is  hereby  authorized  to 
use  Items  16  and  17  of  the  appropriation  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Police,  for  the  year  1885,  and  the  balance  to  credit  of 
Item  15,  in  the  appropriation  of  1884,  for  the  purpose  of  car- 
rying out  and  perfecting  the  service,  as  provided  for  in  this 
ordinance.

on  Third  street,  from  Walnut  to  Chestnut  streets ;  on  Tenth 
street,  between  South  street  and  Cumberland  street;  on  Cum- 
berland street,  from  Tenth  to  Seventeenth  streets ;  on  Seven- 
teenth street,  to  Pulaski  avenue;  on  Pulaski  avenue,  to  Man- 
heim  street;  on  Manheim  street,  from  Wayne  to  Pulaski

Granting  permission  to  the  Cosmopolitan  Underground  Tele- 
graph, Telphone  and  Electric  Light  Company  to  lay  its 
patent  conduit  under  certain  streets.

to  be  passed,  regulating  the  introduction  and  use  of  under- 
ground conduits,  wires,  and  cables  for  electrical  conductors  in 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  provide  for 
charges  for  underground,  overground,  and  overhead  wires  and 
electrical  conduits :  Provided,  That  the  permission  hereby 
granted  shall  be  revocable  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
to  that  effect :  And  provided,  That  nothing  in  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  construed  to  grant  unto  the  said  company  any 
exclusive  right,  or  to  prevent  the  grant  of  similar  privileges  to 
other  individuals  or  companies  on  the  streets  herein  named ; 
the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  shall  first  approve  of  the 
route,  and  grant  permission  for  same :  And  provided,  also, 
That  said  company  shall  lay  its  patent  conduit  in  the  streets 
hereinbefore  named  Avithin  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  and,  in  case  of  failure  to  complete  the  said  conduit 
within  the  time  specified,  shall  forfeit  their  right  under  this 
ordinance  to  use  or  occupy  said  streets  thereafter :  Provided, 
That  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  be  first  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  for  printing  this  ordinance.

Authorizing  the  Department  of  Surveys  to  advertise  and  con- 
tract for  sewers,  where  the  Department  of  Highways  has 
heretofore  been  authorized,  and  to  pay  for  advertising  branch 
sewers. 

Whereas,  The  Ordinance  of  April  5,  1884,  provided  that 
the  building  of  all  new  sewers,  drains,  and  inlets  shall  be  under 
the  control,  supervision,  and  management  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  of  the  city  ;

And  whereas,  Many  ordinances  passed  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  January,  1885,  authorized  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  to  advertise  for  construction  of  certain  sewers  which 
have  not  yet  been  built ; 

And  whereas.  No  provision  has  been  made  for  payment  for 
advertising  for  the  construction  of  branch  sewers  in  the  year 
1885; 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  sewers  heretofore  authorized 
by  ordinance  to  be  built  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  appropriations  to 
the  Department  of  HighAvays,  shall  be,  and  are,  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  built  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  to  be  paid 
for  out  of  the  appropriations  made  for  that  purpose  to  the  De- 
partment of  Surveys. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  be,  and  he  is, 
hereby  authorized  to  pay  for  advertising  for  the  construction  of 
branch  sewers,  by  warrants  against  Item  33,  of  the  appropri- 
ation to  the  Department  of  Surveys,  for  the  year  1885,  for 
construction  of  branch  sewers,  inlets,  and  man-holes.

relates  to  Chestnut  street,  between  the  Delaware  river  and 
Thirty-second  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  permission  heretofore 
given  to  Henry  C.  Gibson,  Thomas  S.  Harrison,  George 
Philler,  and   Winfield   S.  Russell,  under  the   Ordinance  ap- 
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proved  April  3,  1883,  to  lay  a  conduit  for  electrical  conductors 
in  certain  streets  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  extended  for  a 
period  of  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance :  Pro- 
viding, That  they  shall  at  no  time  hereafter  be  privileged  to 
break  the  streets  around  the  New  Public  Buildings :  And 
provided  further.  That  in  addition  to  the  streets  named  in 
said  Ordinance  of  April  3,  1883,  they  shall  have  the  right 
to  lay  said  conduit  on  Thirteenth  street,  from  Market  street 
to  Cuthbert  street,  west  on  Cuthbert  street  to  Fifteenth  street, 
and  south  on  Fifteenth  street  to  Market  street ;  Market  street, 
from  Sixteenth  street  to  Cobb's  creek,  or  county  line;  and  on 
Lancaster  avenue,  from  its  intei'section  with  Market  street  to 
Fifty-second  street  and  Lancaster  avenue ;  and  so  much  of  the 
ordinance  approved  the  third  day  of  April,  1883,  as  relates  to 
Chestnut  street,  between  the  Delaware  river  and  Thirty-second 
street  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  repealed. 

Sect,  2.  The  said  conduit  to  be  of  the  same  dimensions 
and  to  be  laid  under  and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as 
prescribed  in  said  Ordinance  of  April  3,  1883,  as  well  as  the 
.provisions  of  the  general  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  any  ordi- 
nance hereafter  to  be  passed,  relating  to  underground  conduits, 
cables,  or  conductors.  The  privileges  granted  under  this  ordi- 
nance shall  not  prevent  Councils  from  granting  like  privileges 
on  the  same  streets  to  any  parties  or  corporations  for 
similar  purposes.  The  rights  under  this  ordinance  to  be  re- 
voked at  any  time,  by  the  passage  of  a  resolution  or  ordinance 
to  that  effect,  and  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  first  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  draw, 
and  the  City  Controller  to  countersign,  a  warrant  for  the 
macadamizing  of  Germantown  avenue. 

Whereas,  By  an  ordinance  of  Select  and  Common  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  October  21,  1882,  en- 
titled ''An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  macadamizing  of  Ger- 
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mantown  avenue,  from  Gorgas  lane  to  the  intersection  of  said 
avenue  with  the  Chestnut  Hill  and  Spring-house  turnpike,  in 
the  Twenty  second  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  the 
sum  of  forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars  was  appropriated  and 
set  apart  out  of  the  amount  embraced  in  Item  3  of  an  ordi- 
nance "  To  make  an  appropriation  (out  of  surplus  cash  in 
treasury  1880  and  1881)  to  the  Departments  of  Water,  High- 
ways, and  Police,  and  the  Board  of  Education,  approved  June 
21,  1882  ;  and  it  was  therein  further  provided  that  the  cost  of 
said  paving  over  and  above  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  (40,000) 
dollars  should  be  chargeable  against  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  on  said  avenue  between  the  points  named,  proportion- 
ately to  the  frontage  of  their  respective  properties ; 

And  Whereas,  In  pursuance  of  said  ordinance  and  appro- 
priation, the  City  of  Philadelphia  duly  entered  into  a  contract 
for  said  work  with  Hugh  J.  Steen  and  William  Johnson,  trading 
as  Steen  &  Johnson,  they  being  the  lowest  bidders  therefor,  by 
which  contract  the  City  of  Philadelphia  agreed  to  pay  the  sum 
of  forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars  for  said  work,  payment 
therefor  to  be  made  in  the  manner  following, — that  is  to  say, 
the  said  city  was  to  pay  in  full  for  the  cost  of  macadamizing 
all  intersections  with  other  streets,  and  the  balance  remaining 
over  and  above  the  amount  required  for  said  intersections  was 
to  be  expended  in  paying  for  the  rest  of  said  work,  the  said 
city  paying  therefor  whatever  sum  per  square  yard  would 
result  from  dividing  said  balance  by  the  total  number  of  square 
yards,  exclusive  of  intersections,  in  said  street ; 

And  Whereas,  In  determining  this  last-named  sum,  the 
amount  per  square  yard  to  be  paid  by  the  city  was  put  at  too 
low  a  figure,  so  that  at  the  completion  of  said  work  there 
remained  unexpended  by  said  city,  out  of  the  said  sum  of 
forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-three  (2,833)  dollars  and  forty-one  (41) 
cents,  which  sum,  under  the  terms  of  said  ordinance  and  con- 
tract, is  due  and  should  be  paid  to  said  contractors ;  now, 
therefore : 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Coimcils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be,  and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
draw  a  warrant  for  said  sum  of  tAvo  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-three  (2,833)  dollars  and  forty-one  (41)  cents  in 
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favor  of  said  Steen  &  Johnson,  which  warrant  the  City  Con- 
troller is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  approve  and  coun- 
tersign.

Granting  the  Northern  Electric  Light  Company,  "  Limited," 
permission  to  place  electric  light  poles  and  wires  on  Front 
street,  from  York  to  Berks  street,  on  Berks  street  and  Sus- 
quehanna avenue,  from  Front  street  to  Germantown  avenue, 
Nineteenth  Ward,  and  repealing  so  much  of  the  Ordinance 
of  June  13,  1882,  as  may  conflict  with  the  privileges  gran- 
ted under  this  ordinance. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  the  Northern  Electric  Light  Company,  "Limited," 
to  place  electric  light  poles  and  wires  on  Front  street,  from 
York  to  Berks  streets,  on  Berks  street  and  Susquehanna  ave- 
nue, from  Front  street  to  Germantown  avenue ;  with  the  privi- 
lege of  carrying  branch  house-top  lines  along  said  streets,  after 
the  consent  of  the  property  holders  is  first  obtained,  to  its  sta- 
tions and  to  the  place  of  business  or  residences  of  any  person 
leasing  a  light  or  lights  from  said  Northern  Electric  Light 
Company,  "Limited:"  Provided,  That  the  work  herein  au- 
thorized shall  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Department,  and  that  the  lights  shall  be  kept  burn- 
ing every  night  until  twelve  o'clock. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  said  Northern  Electric  Light  Company, 
"Limited,"  shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars, 
conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance  of  the  requirements 
of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as  for  the  removal  of  the  poles  and 
wires  hereinbefore  authorized,  in  case  of  disuse  or  merger.  In 
case  of  merger,  the  poles,  wires  and  fixtures  erected  by  them 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the 
bond  shall  prescribe  these  conditions.  Furthermore,  that  said 
line  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  ordinances  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  in  all  matters  relating  to  telegraph,  telephone 
or  electric  light,  heat  or  power  lines,  in  said  city,  now  in  force 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  regulating  the  construction, 
maintenance,  taxation  and  license  charges  of  same.

lay  at  least  five  (5)  miles  of  its  conduit  within  one  year  from 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance ;  And  j^rovided  further.  That 
the  said  People's  Underground  Electric  Company  of  Pennsvl- 
vania  shall  be  subject  to  all  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  for 
the  consU'uction  of  the  following  sewers  :  on  Snyder  avenue 
and  Sixteenth  street,  from  Thirteenth  to  Wharton  streets ;  on 
Dauphin  street,  from  the  end  of  present  contract,  westward,  to 
Sedgley  avenue ;  on  Sansom  and  Meadow  streets,  from  end  of 
present  sewer  on  Sansom  street,  to  Chestnut  street ;  on  Forty- 
sixth  street,  southward,  from  Sansom  street ;  on  Twenty-fourth 
street,  from  Dauphin  to  Huntingdon  street ;  on  Clearfield  and 
Lippincott  streets,  eastward,  from  Fifth  street ;  on  Darby  road, 
from  end  of  present  sewer,  near  Fifty-first  street,  southwest- 
ward,  four  hundred  (400)  feet ;  on  Fifty-second  street,  near 
Darby  road ;  on  Jasper  street,  from  Somerset  to  Cambria 
street ;  on  Lombard  street,  from  end  of  present  sewer,  east  of 
Seventh  street,  westward ;  and  across  Fifth  street,  near  Anns- 
bury  street.

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  completion  of  the  said  sewer  shall 
progress,  there  shall  be  assessed,  and  charged  upon  the  prop- 
erties in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed,  the  sum 
of  one  (1)  dollar  and  fifty  (50)  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of  the 
front  of  the  said  properties. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contracts,  that 
the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  legally  assessed  and  charged 
under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance,  in  part  payment 
of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  sliall  collect  the  same  at  his 
own  cost ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so  to  do,  he  may  use 
the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  employ  .all  legal 
remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or  otherwise,  to  which 
the  city  may  be  competent.

AN  ORDINANCE

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Pluladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  thirty-eight 
thousand  (38,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  appro- 
priated to  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  out  of  Item  41  of 
the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
ordinance  approved  December  31,  1884,  to  pay  for  the  erection 
of  a  school  house  located  on  Sergeant  street,  between  Jasper 
and  Emerald  streets,  in  the  Thirty-first  section  ;  and  warrants 
for  the  same  to  be  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education  in 
conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  Item 
41  in  the  annual  appropriation  of  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion, ordinance  approved  December  31,  1884,  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania  for  the 
year  1885,  shall  not  merge  at  the  end  of  the  year  1885.

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AN  ORDINANCE 


Relative  to  obtaining  authority  to  enter  upon  private  ground 
in  the  construction  of  the  Manayunk  Intercepting  Sewer. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  (Joundh  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Surveys 
be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to  locate  a  branch  of  the 
Manayunk  Intercepting  Sewer  and  a  main  storm  water  sewer 
on  the  line  of  a  proposed  street  to  be  laid  along  the  Reading 
Railroad,  from  the  Schuylkill  river  to  Ridge  avenue,  and  far 
enough  beyond  that  point  to  connect  with  and  intercept  the 
drainage  from  Dobson's  run.  Also,  on  the  north  side  of  Ridge 
avenue,  on  both  sides  of  the  Wissahickon  creek,  for  a  distance 
of  twelve  feet  by  fifty  feet  in  two  places,  so  that  the  Manayunk 
Intercepting  Sewer  can  be  carried  through  the  existing  dam 
breast.  Also,  "for  the  construction  of  said  sewer  and  branches 
from  Shurs  lane  and  Ridge  avenue  under  tbe  Schuylkill  Navi- 
gation Company's  canal,  and  along  the  tow  path  on  the  south 
side  of  said  canal  as  far  as  Leverington  avenue. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enter  security  for  the  payment  of  such  damaoes 
as  may  be  awarded,  according  to  law,  for  entering  upon  private 
property,  and  constructing  the  Manayunk  Intercepting  Sewer 
and  its  branches,  and  also  for  the  occupation  of  so  much 
ground  as  may  be  required  for  materials  and  convenience  in 
performing  the  work.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Regulating  the  grading  and  paving  of  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councih  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  whenever  a  street  is  graded 
or  paved,  it  shall  be  so  finished  and  shaped  that  the  gutters 
will  be  five  inches  below  the  regulation  curb  elevation,  except 
at  city  inlets,  and  in  streets  where  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  shall  certify  that  a  different  depth  of  gutter  is  advis- 
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able.  Tlie  crown  of  the  street  or  cross  slope  from  the  middle 
portion  of  the  street  to  the  gutters  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  four 
(4)  feet  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  for  an  unpaved  street, 
three  (3)  feet  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  for  a  Macadam  or 
Telford  pavement,  two  and  one-half  (2i)  feet  per  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  for  a  stone,  or  composition  block  pavement,  and  two 
(2)  feet  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  for  a  sheet  asphalt  or  a 
continuous  concrete  pavement :  Provided,  That  Avhen  said 
street  contains  one  or  more  railroad  tracks,  and  the  curb 
elevations  are  the  same  for  both  sides  of  the  street,  the  above 
regulations  shall  apply  to  the  spaces  between  the  outer  rails 
and  the  gutters :  And  provided  further,  That  when  the  curb 
elevations  are  different  for  the  opposite  sides  of  the  street, 
the  regulations  as  to  slopes  between  the  outer  rails  and  the 
gutters  shall  be  as  above,  but  the  depth  of  gutters  may  be 
varied  between  the  limits  of  two  (2)  inches  and  ten  (10) 
inches,  as  the  necessity  in  the  case  may  demand. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  the  ordinance  directing  the  paving  of 
any  street  does  not  specifically  state  the  kind  of  pavement  to 
be  laid,  or  name  Belgian  blocks  without  specifying  details,  the 
material  and  work  shall  be  as  follows  :  The  street  shall  be 
graded  to  a  sub-grade,  uniformly  fifteen  (15)  inches  below  the 
top  of  the  finished  pavement,  covered  with  clean  and  sharp 
gravel  in  quantity  sufficient  for  paving ;  paved  to  grade  with 
first  quality  granite  blocks  of  rectangular  shape,  six  (6)  to 
seven  (7)  inches  in  depth,  three  and  one-half  (3|)  to  four  and 
one-half  (4-|)  inches  in  thickness,  eight  (8)  to  twelve  (12) 
inches  in  length,  set  in  close  contact  vertically,  on  edge,  in 
straight  rows  square  across  the  street,  and  rammed  accurately 
to  grade  and  until  no  further  settling  can  be  made,  with 
rammers  weighing  fifty-five  (55)  pounds.  The  joints  between 
the  paving  stones  shall  be  well  filled  with  clean  dry  pebbles, 
flooded  fully  to  the  top  of  the  pavement  with  hot  asphalt  or 
hot  coal-tar  paving  cement,  and  the  whole  pavement  covered 
with  a  thin  coating  of  sharp  washed  sand. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  paving 
of  any  street  directs  the  use  of  stone  blocks  other  than 
granite,  or  of  asphalt  or  composition  paving  blocks,  said 
street  shall  be  graded  to  a  sub-grade,  covered  with  gravel, 
paved,  rammed,  and  finished,  as  provided  in  Section  2,  of  this 
ordinance,  except  that  the  joints  may  be  filled  with  sharp  sand 
without  the  use  of  hot  paving  cement. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  an  ordinance  directs  the  paving  of  any 
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street  -with  sheet  asphalt,  or  a  continuous  concrete  pavement, 
said  street  shall  be  graded  to  a  sub-grade  twelve  (12)  inches 
below  the  top  of  the  finished  pavement,  covered  with  sharp 
sand  or  gravel,  and  well  rolled  till  the  top  throughout  is  evenly 
eio-ht  and  one-half  (8i)  inches  below  the  top  of  the  finished 
pavement.  This  shall  be  covered  first  to  a  depth  of  six  (6) 
inches  with  good  hydraulic  concrete ;  second,  with  one-half 
(i)  inch  of  asphalt  binding  material,  well  rolled  in  place  by  a 
steam  roller ;  and  third,  with  a  finishing  coat  of  asphalt 
mastic,  put  on  in  sufficient  quantity  and  rolled  with  a  steam 
roller  till  the  top  throughout  is  exactly  at  finished  grade,  and 
the  total  depth  of  asphalt  is  at  no  point  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  (2|)  inches. 

Sect.  5.  Whenever  an  ordinance  directs  the  paving  of  any 
street  Avith  Macadam,  said  street  shall  be  graded  to  a  sub- 
grade  ten  (10)  inches  below  finished  grade,  and  well  rolled. 
Wherever  the  material  at  sub-grade  is  clay  loam  or  top  soil, 
the  same  shall  be  removed  for  a  depth  of  six  (6)  inches  below 
sub-grade,  and  sand,  gravel,  broken  stone,  or  slag  substituted 
and  compacted  in  place.  The  lower  six  (6)  inches  of  Macadam 
shall  be  placed  on  the  sub-grade,  and  consist  of  hard  and 
durable  Macadam  stone,  broken  to  pass  through  a  four  (4)  inch 
ring,  and  shall  be  covered  and  rolled  to  finished  grade  with 
selected,  hard,  and  durable  Macadam  stone,  broken  to  pass 
through  a  two  and  one-half  (2i)  inch  ring.  A  finishing  coat 
of-  stone  screenings  shall  then  be  applied,  kept  moist,  and 
rolled  till  the  top  is  one  unbroken  mass.  Whenever  the 
Macadam  pavement  is  to  extend  from  gutter  to  gutter,  and  the 
street  curbs  are  set,  the  gutters  for  a  width  of  not  less  than 
three  (3)  feet  each,  shall  be  paved  with  rectangular  stone 
blocks ;  the  joints  between  the  blocks  shall  be  well  filled  with 
clean  dry  pebbles,  flooded  fully  to  the  top  of  the  pavement  with 
hot  asphalt  or  hot  coal-tar  paving  cement,  and  the  whole 
pavement  covered  with  a  thin  coating  of  sharp  washed  sand. 

Sect.  6.  All  paving  must  be  done  under  specifications  ap- 
proved by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  no  street 
shall  be  paved  till  the  paving  is  authorized  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  7.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent, 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  constritction  of  sewers  on  Twelfth,  Potts, 
Myrtle,  Parrish,  Twenty-sixth,  Twenty-fifth,  Brandywine, 
Wood,  Berks,  Eleventh,  Ontario,  Fifteenth,  Broad,  Thirty- 
first,  Seneca,  Holly,  Aspen,  Mount  Vernon,  and  Fortieth 
streets,  and  Fairmount  avenue. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Surveys  be, 
and  is,  hereby  authorized  to  construct  the  following  sewers,  viz  : 
On  Twelfth  street,  from  Melon  to  Potts  street,  thence  on  Potts 
street,  from  Twelfth  to  Thirteenth  street ;  on  Potts  street,  from 
Thirteenth  to  Broad  street ;  on  Myrtle  street,  from  Eleventh  to 
Twelfth  street;  on  Twelfth  street,  from  Parrish  to  Myrtle 
street,  thence  on  Myrtle  street,  from  Twelfth  to  Thirteenth 
street;  on  Parrish  street,  from  Twenty- third  to  Bucknell  street; 
on  Twenty-sixth  street,  from  Brown  to  Parrish  street;  on 
Twenty-fifth  street,  from  Perot  to  Meredith  street,  thence  on 
Meredith,  from  Twenty-fourth  to  Twenty-fifth  street;  on 
Brandywine  street,  from  Sixteenth  to  Seventeenth  street;  on 
Wood  street,  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  street;  on  Berks  street, 
from  sewer  in  Germantown  avenue  to  sewer  in  Sixth  street ;  on 
Berks  street,  from  east  curb  line  of  Fourth  street  to  sewer  in 
Fifth  street;  on  Eleventh  street,  from  sewer  in  Susquehanna 
avenue  to  Summit,  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  feet  south- 
ward ;  on  Ontario  street,  from  sewer  in  Eighteenth  street  to  the 
west  line  of  Nineteenth  street ;  on  Fifteenth  street,  from  sewer 
in  York  street  to  Summit  south ;  on  Broad  street,  from  sewer 
in  Diamond  street  to  the  north  curb  line  of  Norris  street,  to 
be  built  on  the  east  side ;  on  Thirty -first  street,  from  one  hun- 
dred feet  south  of  Master  street  to  Thompson  street,  thence 
to  Thirty-second  street  and  Pennsylvania  avenue;  on  Seneca 
street,  from  sewer  in  Forty-eighth  street  to  the  west  curb  line 
of  Markoe  street ;  on  Holly  street,  from  sewer  in  Baring  street 
to  south  line  of  Spring  Garden  street;  on  Aspen  street,  from 
sewer  in  Thirty-seventh  street  to  the  west  curb  line  of  Thirty- 
sixth  street;  on  Mount  Vernon  street,  from  sewer  in  Union 
street  to  seventy-four  feet  east  of  Fortieth  street ;  on  Fortieth 
street,  from  sewer  in  Filbert  street  northward  to  Summit;  on 
Fairmount  avenue,  from  sewer  in  Orion  street  to  Thirty-third 
street;  on  Fairmount  avenue,  from  sewer  in  Forty-seventh 
street  eastward  to   Forty-fourth   street,  and  on    Forty-fourth 
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street  to  Seneca  street;  said  sewei\s  to  be  built  in  accordance 
■with  specifications  prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  advertise 
according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be  received  for  the 
sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot  them  to  the  lowest 
bidders,  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  the  contracts  that  the 
contractor  shall  keep  the  said  sewers  and  that  portion  of  the 
street  along  which  the  said  sewers  shall  be  laid,  in  good  order 
and  repair  for  three  years  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  com- 
pletion of  the  said  sewers,  and  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed 
u})on  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the  lines  of  said 
sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment  upon  property  for 
the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  May 
12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto  approved  February  16, 1869 ; 
any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to  that 
provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  authorizing 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw  warrants  for  street 
intersections,  manholes,  and  legal  deductions  in  the  construc- 
tion of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged 
to  Item  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual  appropriation  made  to 
the  Department  of  Surveys :  Provided,  That  said  excess  does 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  seven  hundred  (|10,700) 
dollars.

To   amend  ordinance  approved  March    16,  1872,   relative  to 
the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  of  the  city. 

Section  1.  That  hereafter  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics' 
National  Bank,  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  in  making  their  semi-annual  report  to  Councils 
of  the  aggregates  of  the  loans  of  the  city  agreeably  to  Section 
3,  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  March  16,  1872, 
shall  not  include  in  the  aggregates  of  the  interest-bearing 
loans  of  the  city,  any  amounts  of  loan  the  owners  of  which 
have  not  registered  the  certificates  therefor  with  the  said  Loan 
and  Transfer  Agent,  agreeably  to  Sections  1  and  2  of  the  above 
described  ordinance.  But  hereafter  the  said  Loan  and  Trans- 
fer Agent  shall  include  and  describe  in  a  separate  item  the 
total  amount  of  such  unregistered  loan  as  forming  part  of  the 
aggregates  of  the  loans  of  said  city. 

Sect.  2.  That  hereafter  no  semi-annual  appropriation  shall 
be  made  for  the  interest  on  said  unregistered  loan,  but  the  pay- 
ment of  said  interest  shall  be  regulated  by  Section  3  of  this 
ordinance. 
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Sect.  3.  That  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  National  Bank, 
the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  of  the  city,  shall  pay  over  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  city  the  amount  of  un- 
paid interest  heretofore  appropriated  for  said  unregistered  loan, 
and  remaining  in  their  hands  under  the  provisions  of  ordinance 
of  Councils,  approved  December  13,  1879,  to  ^vit:  The  interest 
due  January  1,  1884,  July  1,  1884,  and  January  1, 1885,  and 
also  that  which  will  be  due  on  July  1,  1885 ;  and  hereafter 
whenever  any  of  the  said  unregistered  loan  of  the  city  shall 
be  duly  registered  with  said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent,  the 
said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  to 
the  owner  of  said  loan  all  unpaid  interest  which  may  have 
accrued  on  said  loan,  and  to  include  the  amount  so  paid  in 
their  semi-annual  statement  of  interest  due  by  the  city  on  its- 
registered  loans. 

Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  conflicting 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

posals for  paving  said  street  and  award  the  contract  to  the 
loTfest  bidder,  and  that  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said 
street  shall  not  be  charged  more  than  the  contract  price.

Relative  to  the  construction  of  the  railroad  of  the  Schuylkill 
River  East  Side  Railroad  Company,  and  of  a  branch  thereof, 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  authorizing  it  to  entenupon 
and  occupy  certain  streets  in  said  city  under  certain  con- 
ditions, and  providing  for  the  carrying  into  effect  of  such 
authority  and  conditions. 

Whereas,  The  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Com- 
pany proposes,  upon  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  to  locate  its 
bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill  at  a  point  at  least  fifteen  hun- 
dred feet  south  of  the  Gray's  Ferry  bridge,  and  to  make  such 
changes  in  the  location  of  its  main  line  of  railroad  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  as  will  enable  it  to  avoid  the  grade  crossing 
of  the  Gray's  Ferry  road  and  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington 
and  Baltimore  Railroad,  in  the  Thirtieth  Ward  of  this  city ; 

And  whereas,  All  the  causes  of  dispute  which  have  arisen 
between  the  said  railroad  company  and  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia will  thus  be  removed; 

And  whereas,  The  location  of  the  said  railroad,  Avith  said 
proposed  changes,  is  shown  upon  the  map  or  plan  herewith 
presented,  and  in  the  construction  of  said  railroad  it  is  necessary 
for  it  to  cross  certain  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
to  occupy  certain  streets ; 
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And  whereas,  The  said  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad 
Company  has  located  a  branch  line  of  railroad  in  the  First  and 
Twenty-sixth  Wards  of  this  city,  extending  from  the  main  line 
of  its  railroad  at  a  point  near  Thirty-sixth  and  Dickinson 
streets  to  the  DelaAvare  river,  threrefore : — 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  said  Schuylkill  River 
East  Side  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized 
to  enter  upon  and  occupy,  by  way  of  crossing  only,  any  and  all 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  over,  upon,  or  under  which  it  may  be 
necessary  for  its  main  line  of  railroad  to  pass  between  the  points- 
shoAvn  on  said  plan :  Provided,  hcnvever.  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  authorize  the  longitudinal  occupation  of  any 
street  by  said  main  line  other  than  certain  portions  of  Tw"enty- 
fifth  street  and  Pennsylvania  avenue  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided :  Provided,  That  at  the  points  Avhere  the  said  Schuyl- 
kill River  East  Side  Railroad  crosses  the  lines  of  the  streets 
on  the  east  side  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  the  said  company  shall 
not  occupy  any  space  for  its  tracks  further  east  than  fifty  feet 
east  of  the  centre  line  crossing  said  streets. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  authority  shall  only  be  exercised  subject 
to  the  following  conditions: 

1.  That  the  route  of  said  railroad  shall  be  substantially  that 
which  is  shoAvn  upon  the  said  map  or  plan,  and  which  shall, 
before  this  ordinance  shall  have  any  effect  to  confer  the  author- 
ity aforesaid  upon  said  railroad  company,  be  filed  by  it  in  the 
office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia: Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent 
the  said  railroad  company  from  making  such  variations  in  the 
line  of  its  said  railroad,  from  Thirty-first  street  and  Schuylkill 
avenue  to  South  street,  between  Sutherland  avenue  and  the 
Port  Wardens'  line  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  and  from  South 
street  to  Spruce  street,  between  the  said  Port  Wardens'  line 
and  the  west  line  of  Twenty-sixth  street,  and  from  Spruce 
street  to  Market  street,  between  the  said  Port  Wardens'  line 
and  the  west  line  of  TAventy-fourtli  street,  and  from  Market 
street  to  Race  street,  between  the  said  Port  Wardens'  line  and 
the  west  line  of  TAventy-third  street,  and  from  Race  to  Vine 
street,  between  said  Port  Wnrdens'  line  and  the  west  side  of 
St.  David  street,  and  from  Vine  street  to  Callowhill  street, 
between  Twenty-fourth  street  and  said  Port  W^ardens'  line,  as 
may  be  found  to  be  advantageous  in  passing  tlirough  private 
property. 
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2.  That  the  bridge  over  the  river  k^chuylkill  shall  be  con- 
structed at  the  place  shown  upon  the  said  plan,  with  two  draw 
openings,  one  upon  each  side  of  the  centre  pier,  of  seventy-five 
feet  clear  waterway  between  the  draAv  pier  and  each  of  the  two 
adjoining  piers. 

3.  That  the  following  named  streets  shall  be  crossed  in  the 
manner  particularly  specified,  that  is  to  say :  Wharton  street, 
between  Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-fifth  streets,  undergrade; 
Thirty-fourth  street,  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Balti- 
more llailroad,  and  Gray"s  Ferry  road,  by  an  undergrade 
crossing;  the  South  street  bridge,  the  Chestnut  street  bridge, 
and  Market  street  bridge,  by  undergrade  crossings.  And  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  all  streets  between  Schuylkill 
avenue  and  Gray's  Ferry  road,  crossed  by  said  railroad,  so  as 
to  pass  said  streets  over  or  under  said  railroad. 

4.  The  crossings  under  all  the  bridges  named  in  the  next 
preceding  paragraph  shall  be  made  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

5.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Solicitor. of  Philadelphia,  an  agreement  to  the  effect  that  all 
passenger  trains  passing  through  Philadelphia  shall  stop  to 
take  on  and  let  off  passengers. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  be, 
and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  notify  the  owners 
of  property  over  and  through  which  Twenty-fifth  street,  be- 
tween Callowhill  street  and  Hamilton  street,  and  between 
Spring  Garden  street  and  Pennsylvania  avenue,  of  the  full 
width  as  the  same  is  now  laid  down  upon  the  confirmed  plan  of 
the  said  city  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  said  notice  the  said  street  will  be  required  for 
public  use  of  the  full  width  aforesaid,  and  the  said  railroad 
company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to  occupy  longitudi- 
nally Twenty-fifth  street,  between  Callowhill  street  and  Penn- 
sylvania avenue,  or  any  portion  thereof:  Provided,  That  the 
said  railroad  sliall  pass  under  cover  the  entire  distance  between 
said  points.  And  the  Mayor  of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized 
and  requested  to  enter  security  forthwith  in  such  sum  as  shall 
be  directed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  this  county 
for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be  assessed  against 
said  city  by  reason  of  such  opening. 
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Sect.  4.  That  in  order  to  permit  the  construction  of  the 
said  raih'oad  along  and  under  Twenty-fifth  street,  as  aforesaid, 
the  Board  of  Surveyors  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to 
change  the  grade  of  Callowhill  street,  at  Twenty-fifth  street, 
by  raising  the  same  eleven  feet ;  of  Hamilton  street,  at  Twenty- 
fifth  street,  by  raising  the  same  seven  and  sixty-five  one  hun- 
dredths feet ;  of  Biddle  street,  at  Twenty-fifth  street,  by  raising 
the  same  one  and  forty-five-one-hundredths  feet;  and  of  said 
Twenty-fifth  street,  from  Callowhill  street  to  Biddle  street,  so 
as  to  conform  to  the  changes  of  grade  in  the  aforesaid  streets 
crossing  the  same:  Provided,  That  the  rate  of  grade  upon 
said  Callowhill  and  Hamilton  streets  shall  be  five  feet  per  one 
hundred  feet ;  and  the  said  railroad  company  shall  indemnify 
the  city  from  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  in  consequence  of  the 
claims  of  property-owners  upon  Callowhill  street,  Hamilton 
street.  Twenty-fifth  street,  and  Biddle  street,  between  the  re- 
spective points  where  the  grade  of  each  of  said  streets  is  thus 
changed,  from  any  damages  which  they  may  suffer  in  conse- 
quence of  such  change  of  grade. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Department  of  Surveys  be,  and  it  is, 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  place  upon  the  plans  of  the 
city  Pennsylvania  avenue,  with  an  increased  width  upon  its 
northeast  line  of  forty-three  feet  between  Twenty-fifth  and 
Twenty-eighth  streets,  and  of  an  increased  width  upon  the 
said  northeast  line  of  thirty-three  feet  from  Twenty-eighth 
street  to  Poplar  street,  and  that  the  said  Schuylkill  River  East 
Side  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to 
occupy  longitudinally,  for  railroad  purposes,  any  portion  of 
said  street,  except  fifteen  feet  upon  the  said  northeast  side  : 
Provided,  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  indemnify  the 
city  by  giving  bond,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solic- 
itor, with  security  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  conditioned  to 
pay  any  and  all  damages  which  may  be  assessed  against  the 
said  city  for  and  on  account  of  the  said  widening. 

Sect  6.  In  case  the  said  railroad  shall  be  located  upon  the 
southwest  side  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad, 
between  Twenty-fifth  street  and  Poplar  street,  said  railroad 
company  is  hereby  authorized  to  occupy  longitudinally  so  much 
of  the  southwest  portion  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  railroad,  and  also  such 
portions  of  the  ground  within  the  limits  of  Fairmount  Park, 
that  is,  the  triangle  at  the  corner  of  Twenty-fifth  street  and

Pennsylvania  avenue,  and  the  strip  of  ground  along  the  south- 
west side  of  Pennsylvania  avenue,  between  Twenty-fifth  and 
Twenty-eighth  streets,  of  twenty-eight  feet  in  width,  and  be- 
tween Twenty-eighth  street  and  a  point  between  Poplar  street 
and  Girard  avenue,  of  eighteen  feet  in  width,  as  is  shown  upon 
the  said  plan ;  and  in  order  to  provide  therefor  the  Department  of 
Surveys  be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  place 
upon  the  plans  of  the  city  Pennsylvania  avenue,  Avith  an  in- 
creased width  upon  its  southwestern  line,  of  the  said  strip  of 
ground,  and  by  adding  thereto  the  said  triangle. 

Sect.  7.  That  said  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  its  said  branch  rail- 
road, be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to  occupy,  longitudinally, 
the  following  projected  streets,  as  laid  down  on  the  plan  of  the 
city,  in  the  First  and  Twenty-sixth  Wards :  Schuylkill  avenue 
from  Dickinson  street  to  Wolf  street,  Wolf  street  irom  Schuyl- 
kill avenue  to  Twenty-third  street.  Twenty-third  street  from 
Wolf  street  to  Oregon  avenue,  Oregon  avenue  from  Twenty- 
third  street  to  the  Delaware  river,  and  Meadow  street  from 
Oregon  avenue  to  and  across  Reed  street ;  and  also  to  enter 
upon  and  occupy,  by  way  of  crossing  only,  any  and  all  streets, 
lanes,  and  alleys  over,  upon,  or  under  which  it  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  said  branch  line  of  railroad  to  pass,  by  the  way 
of  its  route  as  aforesaid,  between  its  beginning  at  or  near 
Thirty-sixth  and  Dickinson  streets  and  its  terminus  on  the 
Delaware  river :  Provided^  That  in  case  there  shall  be  here- 
after, by  authority  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
of  said  city,  such  change  made  in  the  grade  of  Broad  street  at 
the  point  where  the  said  branch  railroad  crosses  the  same  as 
will  enable  said  Broad  street  to  be  carried  over  and  above  or 
under  tlie  said  branch  railroad,  that  it,  the  said  Schuylkill 
River  East  Side  Railroad  Company,  shall  be  at  the  entire  cost 
of  constructing  the  bridge  upon  the  line  of  said  Broad  street 
over  said  railroad,  and  the  approaches  thereto  (in  case  the 
grade  of  said  street  shall  be  so  changed  as  to  pass  over  said 
railroad),  or  of  constructing  a  bridge  to  carry  said  railroad 
over  said  Broad  street  (in  case  the  grade  of  said  street  shall 
be  so  changed  as  to  pass  under  said  railroad),  and  that  it  shall 
indemnify  the  city  from  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  in  conse- 
quence of  the  claims  of  property  owners  upon  said  Broad 
street,  between  the  points  where  the  grade  thereof  is  thus 
changed,  for  any  damages  which    they  may  suffer    in  conse- 
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quence  of  such  change  of  grade.  And  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors be,  and  it  is,  hereb^^  authorized  to  revise  the  grades  in 
conformity  herewith,  and  all  expenses  of  such  revision  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  railroad  company:  Provided,  That  when  the 
growth  of  improvements  shall  require  bringing  the  streets 
along  which  the  said  branch  railroad  may  be  laid  to  the 
present  confirmed  grades  of  the  city,  the  said  railroad  company 
shall  at  its  expense  raise  or  depress  its  tracks  to  conform  to 
the  said  grades  wherever  and  whenever  it  shall  be  notified  to 
do  so  by  ordinance  of  City  Councils. 

Sect.  8.  The  consent  of  the  said  city  is  hereby  given  to  the 
occupation  of  such  portion  of  the  properties  of  the  Philadelphia 
Gas  Works,  between  Chestnut  and  Filbert  streets,  in  the  Ninth 
Ward,  and  between  Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  streets  on 
Callowhill  street,  as  is  covered  by  the  location  of  said  railroad 
through  the  same,  and  which  is  shown  upon  the  plan  aforesaid. 

Sect.  9.  That  the  said  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad 
Company  shall  agree  to  keep  its  railroad,  and  all  its  structures 
crossing  or  occupying  in  any  manner  any  of  the  streets  afore- 
said, in  good  order  and  condition  at  all  times,  and  to  save  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  harmless,  so  far  as  the  said  city  may  be 
liable  therefor,  from  any  liability  or  responsibility  whatever 
which  may  grow  out  of  the  establishment  and  use  of  the  said 
railroad  over,  upon,  and  under  the  streets  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  10.  That  if  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall,  at  any 
time  in  the  future,  determine  to  bridge  the  River  Schuylkill, 
the  said  railroad  company  will,  if  required  by  the  City,  make 
such  reasonable  adjustment  of  its  tracks  as  will  permit  the 
construction  of  a  bridge  in  a  proper  way. 

Sect.  11.  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  file  a  bond, 
in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  that  it  will 
indemnify  the  city  against  any  and  all  injury  to  any  city 
bridge,  now  built,  or  hereafter  built,  caused  by  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance,  or  operation  of  said  railroad. 

Sect.  12.  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  file  a  bond, 
with  good  and  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  Councils, 
in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  to  pay  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  all  damage  caused  to  the  said  city  by  the 
location,  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  the  said 
railroad,  near  or  through  the  property  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas 
Works. 
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Sect.  13.  That  the  consent  granted  in  this  ordinance  to  the 
said  railroad  company  to  enter  the  City  of  PhiLadelphia  shall 
not  be  considered  as  a  waiver  or  estoppel  on  her  part  of  her 
right  to  recover  from  the  said  railroad  company  any  and  all 
damages,  direct  or  consequential,  resulting  to  the  property  of 
the  city  from  the  location,  construction,  maintenance,  and 
operation  of  the  said  railroad. 

Sect.  14.  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  enter  into  a 
bond,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  with  se- 
curity to  be  approved  by  Councils,  to  compensate  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  all  loss  or  damage  which  she  may  sustain  by 
reason  of  the  change  of  grade  of  any  and  all  streets  now 
opened,  and  for  all  loss  or  damage  to  said  city  by  reason  of 
the  widening,  alteration,  or  re-location  of  any  and  all  streets 
now  opened  along  the  line  of  said  roads,  other  than  Twenty- 
fifth  street,  and  for  all  loss  or  damage  to  the  city  from  the 
alteration,  removal,  and  re-location  of  gas-mains,  sewers, 
water-pipes,  and  other  like  municipal  work,  which  alterations, 
changes,  widenings,  and  re-locations  may  become  necessary  by 
the  construction  of  the  road,  as  located  in  said  ordinance. 

Sect.  15.  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  all  bridges  constructed 
by  it  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  16.  That  before  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the 
said  railroad  company  shall  file  at  the  Law  Department  its 
acceptance  of  the  provisions  named  in  said  ordinance,  and  a 
covenant  to  perform  all  of  the  conditions  and  provisions 
therein,  in  such  form  as  the  City  Solicitor  shall  approve: 
Provided,  That  before  said  ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the 
said  railroad  company  shall  file  its  [)lan  before  referred  to, 
and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  to  pay  for  printing  this  onlinance. 

Sect.  17.  That  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  dis- 
continue of  record,  upon  payment  of  costs  by  the  said  railroad 
company,  the  case  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  vs.  The  Schuyl- 
kill River  East  Side  Railroad  Company,  in  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  No.  2,  of  Phiia.lclphia,  March  Term,  1884,  No.  357.

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AN    ORDINANCE 

Relative  to  the  construction  of  the  railroad  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Philadelphia  Railroad  Company  within  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, authorizing  it  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  certain 
streets  in  said  city  under  certain  conditions,  and  providing 
for  the  carrying  into  effect  of  such  authority  and  conditions. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Baltimore  and  Phila^ 
delphia  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to 
enter  upon  and  occupy  by  way  of  crossing  only,  any  and  all 
streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  other  highways,  over,  upon,  or  under 
which  it  may  be  necessary  for  its  railroad  to  pass  between  the 
western  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  the  point  where 
said  railroad  crosses  Cobb's  creek,  near  Church  lane,  and  the 
Chester  branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad : 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the 
longitudinal  occupation  of  any  street  between  said  points,  ex- 
cept Kingsessing  avenue,  until  the  lines  thereof  shall  be 
changed  as  hereinafter  provided  :  And  pj'ovided  aUo,  That 
whenever  a  greater  width  than  sixty  feet,  the  amount  allowed 
by  law,  shall  be  required,  the  railroad  company  shall  pay  any 
additional  cost  for  the  building  of  bridges  over  the  excess  of 
sixty  feet. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  authority  shall  only  be  exercised  subject 
to  the  following  conditions  : 

1.  That  the  route  of  said  railroad  shall  be  substantially 
that  which  is  shown  upon  the  map  or  plan  now  presented,  and 
which  shall,  before  this  ordinance  shall  have  any  effect  to 
confer  the  authority  aforesaid  upon  said  railroad  company,  be 
filed  by  it  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

2.  That  Church  lane,  or  Seventieth  street,  shall  be  crossed 
by  means  of  an  overhead  crossing,  with  a  clearance  above  the 
present  surftice  thereof  of  not  less  than  twelve  feet ;  Gray's 
avenue,  by  means  of  an  overhead  crossing ;  and  Woodland 
avenue  and  Sixtieth  street  by  means  of  undergrade  crossings, 
as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sect.  3.  That  in  order  to  permit  the  said  railroad  to  be 
taken  under  Woodland  avenue  and  Sixtieth  street,  and  over 
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Gray's  avenue,  the  Board  of  Surveyors  be,  and  it  is,  hereby 
authorized  to  change  the  grade  of  said  streets  at  the  point 
where  the  line  of  said  raih'oad  crosses  said  streets  :  Provided, 
That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  be  at  the  expense  of 
making  such  change  of  grade  and  of  reconstructing  the  said 
streets  upon  such  changed  grade  :  And  provided,  That  the 
said  railroad  company  shall  indemnify  the  city  from  any  and 
all  loss  or  liability  in  consequence  of  the  claims  of  property 
owners  upon  said  Woodland  avenue,  Sixtieth  street,  and  Gray's 
avenue  between  the  points  where  the  grade  thereof  is  thus 
changed,  for  any  damages  which  they  may  suffer  in  conse- 
quence of  such  change  of  grade:  And  provided  further,  That 
the  grade  on  said  Woodland  avenue  shall  be  made  at  the  rate 
of  three  feet  per  one  hundred  feet. 

Sect.  4.  All  the  crossings  by  said  railroad  over  the  high- 
ways aforesaid,  whether  at  grade,  overhead,  or  by  undergrade, 
shall  be  constructed  by  said  compan)^  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  agree  to  keep 
its  railroad  and  all  its  structures  crossing  any  of  the  streets 
aforesaid  in  good  order  and  condition  at  all  times,  and  to  save 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  harmless  from  any  liability  or  respon- 
sibility whatever  Avhich  may  grow  out  of  the  establishment  and 
use  of  the  said  railroad  over  and  across  the  streets  aforesaid. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  Board  of  Surveyors  be,  and  it  is,  hereby 
authorized  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  the  streets  upon 
the  plans'  of  the  city,  the  lines  of  which  are  crossed  by  the 
location  of  the  railroad  of  the  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia 
Railroad  Company,  between  Cobb's  Creek  and  the  Chester 
branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad,  in  the 
Twenty-seventh  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  so  as  to 
enable  the  said  streets,  as  far  as  is  possible,  to  be  carried  over  or 
to  pass  under  the  said  railroad,  and  so  as  to  avoid  the  occupa- 
tion of  Kingsessing  avenue  between  Sixty-sixth  and  Sixty- 
ninth  streets.  The  cost  of  such  revision  to  be  paid  by  the 
railroad  company. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  enter  into  a  bond 
in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  with  security  to 
be  approved  by  Councils,  to  compensate  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia for  all  loss  or  damage  which  she  may  sustain  by  reason 
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of  the  change  of  grade  of  any  and  all  streets  now  opened,  and 
for  all  loss  or  damage  to  said  city  by  reason  of  the  widening, 
alteration,  or  relocation  of  aijy  and  all  streets  now  opened  along 
the  line  of  said  road,  and  for  all  loss  or  damage  to  the  city  from 
the  alteration,  removal,  and  relocation  of  gas  mains,  sewers, 
water  pipes,  and  other  like  municipal  work,  which  alterations, 
changes,  widenings,  and  relocations  may  become  necessary  by 
the  construction  of  the  road  as  located  in  said  ordinance. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall,  at  all  times 
hereafter,  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  all  bridges  constructed 
by  it  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  9.  That  before  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the 
said  railroad  company  shall  file  at  the  Law  Department,  its 
acceptance  of  the  provisions  named  in  the  said  ordinance,  and 
a  covenant  to  perform  all  of  the  conditions  and  provisions 
therein,  in  such  form  as  the  City  Solicitor  shall  approve :  Pro- 
vided, That  before  said  ordinance  shall  take  effect  the  said 
railroad  company  shall  file  its  plan  before  referred  to,  and 
shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars, 
to  pay  for  printing  this  ordinance.

Master  street :  on  Oxford  street,  from  Frankford  avenue  to  a

for  underground,  overground,  or  overhead  wires,"  approved 
March  30,  A.  D.  1883,  as  follows:  "that  on  all  conductors 
or  wires  suspended  above  ground,  excepting  such  as  are  used 
or  owned  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  an  annual  payment  of 
five  (5)  dollars  per  mile  or  any  part  thereof  in  length,  for 
conductors  for  electrical  lighting  purposes  for  each  and  every 
wire  01-  conductor,  and  of  two  (2)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents 
per  mile  or  part  thereof  in  length  of  wires  or  conductors  for 
each  and  every  wire  or  conductor  (used  or  to  be  used)  for 
telegraphic,  telephonic,  or  other  purposes,  and  on  all  wires  or 
conductors  placed  underground,  excepting  such  as  are  used  or

All  penal- 
ties provided  for  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  recovered  as  like 
penalties  are  now  by  law  recoverable,"  be,  and  the  same  is, 
hereby  repealed,  and  in  place  thereof  the  following  is  sub- 
stituted as  Section  7,  of  said  ordinance  "'  That  on  all  con- 
ductors or  wires  suspended  above  ground,  excepting  such  as 
are  used  or  owned  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  an  annual 
payment  for  the  entire  year,  oi"  any  pai-t  of  a  year,  of  five  (5) 
dollars  per  mile  or  any  part  thereof  in  length  for  conductors 
for  electrical  lighting  purposes  for  each  and  every  wire  or 
conductor,  and  of  two  (2)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  mile 
or  part  thereof  in  length  of  wires  or  conductors,  for  each  and 
every  wire  or  conductor  used  or  to  be  used  for  telegraphic, 
telephonic,  or  other  purposes ;  and  on  all  wires  or  conductors 
placed  underground,  excepting  such  as  are  used  or  owned  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  an  annual  payment  for  the  entire 
year  or  any  part  of  a  year  of  two  (2)  dollars  and  fifty 
(50)  cents  per  mile,  or  any  part  thereof  in  length  for  conduc- 
tors or  wires  for  electrical  lighting  purposes  in  actual  use 
for  each  and  every  wire  or  conductor;  and  one  (1)  dollar 
per  year,  or  any  part  of  a  year  per  mile,  or  part  thereof,  in 
length  of  conductors  or  wires  for  each  and  every  wire  or  con- 
ductor in  actual  use  for  telegraphic,  telephonic,  or  other 
purposes  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  May,  1885,  and  annually  thereafter  in  ad- 
vance on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  January.  Failure  to 
make  payment  as  recjuired  within  the  time  herein  specified 
shall  subject  the  offenders  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars 
per  day  for  each  and  every  day  thereafter  until  payment  is 
made.  All  penalties  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
recovered  as  like  penalties  are  now  by  law  recoverable.

Granting  permission  to  the  Frankford  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company  the  privilege  to  erect  poles  and  wires  on 
certain  streets,  and  repealing  "so  much  of  the  Ordinance  of 
June  13,  1882,  as  prohibits  the  erection  of  poles. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is, 
hereby  granted  to  the  Frankford  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company  to  erect  electric  light  iron  poles,  similar  to  those 
now  in  use  on  Chestnut  street,  and  wires  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  light  and  power  to  their  customers  in  Frank- 
ford and  vicinity,  on  the  following  streets,  viz. :  Leiper, 
Penn,  Franklin  streets,  Frankford  avenue,  Paul,  Lesher, 
Hedge,  Orchard,  Mulberry,  Tackawanna,  Jefferson,  Worth 
streets,  Trenton  avenue,  Tacony,  Melrose,  Richmond,  Bridge, 
Foulkrod,  Arrott,  Meadow,  Allen,  Sellers,  Orthodox,  Harrison, 
Oxford,  Unity,  Gillingham,  Church,  Pine,  Ruan,  Green, 
Adams,  Mill,  Elizabeth  streets,  Asylum  turnpike,  Oxford 
turnpike,  Willow  and  Cherry  streets,  with  the  privilege  of 
carrying  house-top  lines  along  said  streets,  after  the  consent  of 
the  property  owners  is  first  obtained,  to  its  stations,  and  to  the 
place  of  business  or  residences  of  any  person  leasing  a  light  or 
lights  from  said  Frankford  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company : 
Provided,  That  the  work  herein  authorized  shall  be  done 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Department, 
and  that  the  lights  shall  be  kept  burning  every  night  until 
twelve  o'clock  :  And  provided.  That  the  said  company  shall 
furnish  lights  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  along  its  lines,  at  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  the  lowest  price  charged  for  similar  service 
by  other  companies  rendered  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  said  Frankford  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company  shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as 
for  the  removal  of  the  poles  and  wires  hereinbefore  authorized 
in  case  of  disuse  or  merger.  In  case  of  merger  the  poles, 
wires,  and  fixtures  erected  by  them  shall  become  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  bond  shall  prescribe  these 
conditions :  Furthermore,  That  said  line  shall  at  all  times  be 
subject  to  the  ordinances  of  the   City  of  Philadelphia  in  all 
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matters  relating  to  telegraph,  telephone,  or  electric  light,  heat, 
or  power  lines  in  said  city  now  in  force,  or  which  may  liere- 
after  be  passed,  regulating  the  construction  and  maintenance, 
taxation,  and  license  charges  of  same.  The  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  the  said  Frank- 
ford  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  for  printing  this 
ordinance.  This  ordinance  and  the  privileges  granted  thereby 
shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
to  that  eftect:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  granting  like  privileges 
on  said  streets  to  other  individuals  or  companies:  And  provided 
further,  That  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  June  13, 
1882,  prohibiting  the  erection  of  poles  and  wires  for  telegraph, 
telephone,  and  electric  light  purposes,  in  so  far  as  they  may 
apply  to  the  portions  over  which  the  poles  and  wires  herein 
authorized  are  to  be  erected  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby 
repealed.

Section  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes 
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are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on  the 
taxable  property  returned  by  the  Assessors  as  the  assessment 
made  in  the  year  1885,  (except  such  as  are  marked  agricultural 
and  farm  lands,  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of  one  (1)  dollar 
and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed 
value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1886  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.: 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  Public  Schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  Funded  Debt, 
and  for  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  Public  Highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  Supply  of  Water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  Police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  Markets  and  City  Property,  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7) 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  Prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  Health  Department,  the  sum  of  two  (2) 
cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  Municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to 
be  printed  on  the  tax  bills,  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
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tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  Wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the 
Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June,  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per 
annum  shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of 
June,  and  on,  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made 
payable  to  the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  August, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  there  shall  be  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first 
day  of  September,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October, 
there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  and  one-half  per 
cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  October,  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  November,  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first 
day  of  December,  and  on,  or  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  per  cent ;  and  upon  all  taxes 
remaining  unpaid  after  the  first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made 
payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes  to  display  from  day  to  day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  the  Tax  Office,  the  amount  of  discount  or 
penalty  fixed  by  ordinance. 

And  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

crossing  stones  or  other  obstructions,  and  for  properly  pro- 
viding for  surface  drainage,  Avitli  the  estimated  cost  thereof; 
third,  whether  any  other  street  or  streets  should  be  graded  at 
the  same  time,  or  in  conjunction  with  the  street  named.

Sect.  2.  That  whenever  any  graded  street  has  not  received 
the  proper  provisions  for  surface  drainage,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  at  once  report  all 
facts  relative  thereto  to  the  Committee  on  Highways,  with  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  necessary  improvements,  and  should

Plans  and  specifications  of  and  for  said  conduit  and 
pneumatic  tubes  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Department  for  his  inspection  and  approval,  and 
upon  his  approval,  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  shall 
be  empowered  to  issue  a  permit  for  the  opening  of  said  streets, 
any  ordinance  to  the  contrary  hereof  notwithstanding :  Provi- 
ded, That  a  satisfactory  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars  shall  have  first  been  filed  (by  the  parties  in 
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interest)  with  the  City  Solicitor,  and  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dol- 
lars shall  have  been  paid  for  printing  this  ordinance.  The 
conduit  and  tubes  shall  be  laid  under  the  direction  and  super- 
intendence of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Department :  Pro- 
vided further,  That  the  privilege  herein  granted  may  be 
revoked  at  any  time  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion to  that  effect;  and  should  the  said  Wm.  M.  Singerly, 
George  W.  Childs,  and  the  other  proprietors  of  the  newspapers 
herein  named,  composing  the  Associated  Press  of  Philadelphia, 
be  required  at  any  time  to  remove  said  conduit  and  tubes,  they 
shall  do  so  at  their  own  expense,  and  without  any  cost  to  the 
city,  and  shall  replace  the  paving  in  the  same  condition  as 
before  the  conduit  and  tubes  were  laid,  and  they  shall  there- 
after for  a  period  of  two  years  keep  in  good  condition  and  re- 
pair the  paving  over  the  openings  made  for  said  conduit  and 
pipes,   and  the  bond  shall  so  prescribe.

So  much  of  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
to  make  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  funded 
debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  falling  due  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  1880,"  approved  December  31,  1879,  as  conflicts 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  other  ordinances 
or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

in  twelve  days — seventy -three  hundred  (7,300)  dollars.

Provided,  That  the  Commissioners  shall  draw  no  warrants 
for  the  pay  of  assessors  or  election  officers  in  any  division  unless 
said  assessor  or  election  officer  shall  have  returned  the  election 
laws,  bible,  and  press  in  good  order  to  the  office  of  said  Com- 
missioners, and  the  Controller  shall  countersign  no  Avarrants 
for  rent  of  room  until  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  for  the  actual 
occupant  of  the  premises  at  the  time  of  the  election,  and  the 
election  is  not  held  at  a  public  house :  Provided,  also.  That 
the  said  Commissioners  shall  prepare,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  suitable  specifications  for  all 
stationery,  paper,  printing,  binding,  fuel,  advertising,  supplies, 
work,  and  the  materials  required,  and  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  advertise  in  the  month  of  January  for  proposals  for  fur- 
nishing said  supplies,  and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  in 
accordance  with  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regu- 
late the  reception  of  bids  and  awarding  of  contracts,"  approved 
December  26,  1882. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  County  Commissioners 
in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Provided,  That  all  contracts  for  grading  streets  shall  con- 
tain a  clause  requiring  the  same  to  be  completed  within  a 
period  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  all  contracts  not  so  com- 
pleted shall  be  void :  And  further  provided,  That  all  bills 
for  paving  intersections  of  streets  or  any  other  work  ordered 
by  Councils  and  chargeable  to  either  of  the  foregoing  items, 
shall  state  the  locality  and  under  what  ordinance  or  resolution 
said  work  was  done,  and  no  bill  shall  be  signed  by  the  City 
Controller  unless  accompanied  by  such  statement :  A)id  pro- 
vided also,  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall,  and 
hereby  has,  authority  to  require  such  security  in  excess  of  the 
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amount  already  required  by  ordinance  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  protection  of  the  city  :  Provided,  That  the 
balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  contracts  charged  against 
the  annual  appropriation  of  1885  shall  not  merge :  Provided 
aha,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  HighAvays  shall  cause 
any  specified  work  chargeable  to  Item  21,  emergencies,  to  be 
done  by  days'  labor  when,  in  his  judgment,  he  shall  deem 
the  same  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  the  bills  or  pay 
rolls  for  such  work  to  be  approved  by  the  Committee  on 
Highways :  Provided  further,  That  the  City  Controller  shall 
approve  such  bills  for  work,  labor,  or  material  done,  made,  or 
furnished  prior  to  1886,  as  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Highways,  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  not 
to  exceed  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  the  same  to  be  taken 
from  the  several  items  to  which  they  properly  belong. 

And  warrants  for  the  same  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  in  conformity  with  existing  ordi- 
nances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
for  the  year  1886.

Item  39.  For  salaries  of  the  superintendent,  assistants,  and 
incidental  expenses  connected  with  the  same,  t^Yenty  thousand 
(20,000)  dollars. 

Item  40.  For  the  expense  of  preparing  diplomas  for  the 
graduating  class,  Girls'  Normal  School,  four  hundred  and  fifty 
(450)  dollars. 

Item  41.  For  alteration  and  extension  of  building,  ma- 
chinery, tools  and  other  necessary  appliances  for  the  Manual 
Training  School,  and  to  defray  the  expense  of  instruction  in 
the  same,  twelve  thousand  (12,000)  dollars:  Provided^  That 
any  balances  to  the  credit  of  any  items  in  the  annual  appro- 
priation to  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  for  the  year  1885, 
to  the  amount  of  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  shall  not 
merge,  but  shall  be  transferred  to  this  item. 

Item  42.  For  the  purchase  of  ground  and  the  erection  of 
school  houses,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars. 

Item  43.  For  the  purchase  of  lot  now  used  for  school  pur- 
poses. Melon  street,  below  Twelfth,  Fourteenth  Section,  nine 
hundred  (900)  dollars. 

Item  44.  For  the  maintenance  of  Sub-primary  Schools, 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  (7,500)  dollars. 

Provided^  That  the  Superintendent  and  assistants  mentioned 
in  Item  39  shall  not  be  pecuniarily  interested,  directly  or  in- 
directly, in  any  book  or  publication  of  any  kind  that  may  be 
used  in  any  Pul)lic  School  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  during 
the  term  of  his  or  their  employment. 

Provided,  That  whenever  it  can  be  reasonably  expected 
that  the  total  cost  of  the  article  or  work  required  will  not  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  then,  and  in  that  case,  pro- 
posals in  writing  may  be  asked  for  the  articles  or  work  to  be 
furnished,  from  not  less  than  three  reliable  parties  actually 
engaged  in  their  manufacture  or  sale ;  and  that  the  proposals 
received  shall  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  proper  Com- 
mittee ;  and  that  a  schedule  of  the  bids  received,  with  a  copy 
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of  the  request  for  the  same,  shall  be  certified  to  the  City  Con- 
troller. 

Provided  also,  That  nothing  shall  he  construed  to  prohibit 
the  Board  of  Public  Education  from  assigning  to  the  several 
Sections  respectively  such  proportions  of  the  whole  appropri- 
ation as  is  represented  by  the  amounts  asked  for  as  general 
items,  to  be  expended  by  them,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
bills  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education. 

And  provided  further,  That  no  Section  shall  be  allowed  to 
contract  any  bill  exceeding  one  hundred  (1 00)  dollars ;  and  so 
much  of  any  ordinance  as  requires  proposals  to  be  opened  in 
the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Schools  of  Councils  shall 
not  be  held  to  apply  to  those  received  by  the  Sectional  Boards. 

Provided  further.  That  a  copy  of  the  specifications  for  gen- 
eral repairs  to  school-houses,  and  contracts  made  for  the  same, 
be  furnished  each  of  the  Sectional  Boards  where  the  work  is 
to  be  done,  and  that  the  President  of  the  Sectional  Boards 
where  the  repairs  are  done,  or  a  member  of  the  same,  desig- 
nated by  him,  as  well  as  the  architect  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education,  shall  certify  that  the  work  has  been  done  in  accord- 
ance with  said  specifications  and  contracts,  before  the  bills  are 
paid. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

For  the  construction  of  main  intercepting  sewer 
to  drain  Manayunk  and  connections  therewith,  two  hundred 
thousand  (200,000)  dollars  :  Provided,  That  any  balance  re- 
maining to  the  credit  of  Item  29  for  constructing  intercepting 
sewer  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Sur- 
veys for  the  year  1885,  shall  not  merge  December  31,  1885 : 
Provided,  That  the  work  is  finished  as  it  progresses. 
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Item  33,  For  the  construction  of  main  sewers  as  may  be 
authorized  by  Councils,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars. 

Item  34.  For  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,  inlets,  and 
manholes :  Provided,  That  there  shall  be  no  extra  compensa- 
tion paid  for  the  construction  of  inlets  on  streets  of  a  width  of 
€0  feet  and  under,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars :  Provided, 
That  no  salaried  employe  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  shall  be  paid  for  any  work  done  chargeable  to 
any  item  from  Item  11  to  Item  26,  inclusive. 

Provided,  also,  »That  no  part  of  said  appropriation  for  sur- 
veys shall  be  expended,  except  for  work  prosecuted  in  accord- 
ance with  an  ordinance  or  resolution  of  Councils,  and  that  all 
new  surveys  and  the  revision  of  sectional  plans,  shall  be  paid 
for  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  three  (3)  dollars  per  acre  for  lines 
and  grades,  and  one  (1)  dollar  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  acre  for 
topography,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  ordinance  autho- 
rizing the  work,  and  that  all  bills  rendered  for  surveys  that 
cannot  be  estimated  by  the  acre,  shall  state  the  number  of 
days  employed  on  such  survey,  and  the  charge  per  day  for  the 
corps  engaged. 

Warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  yours  of  the  twenty-sixth  ultimo, 
asking  my  opinion  upon  certain  questions  relating  to  Tavern  ap- 
praisements, I  beg  leave  to  say  ;  that  a  reference  to  the  Act  of 
1864,  P.  L.,  page  318,  discloses  the  fact  that  the  County  Com- 
missioners have  the  right  to  classify  applicants  for  Tavern 
licenses,  and  in  the  perfonnance  of  this  duty  may  administer 
oaths  to  applicants.  The  Act  of  1813,  P.  L.,  page  5(!3,  gives 
the  a)  praisers  of  Mercantile  Taxes  also  the  right  to  make  such 
classifications,  and  provides  for  appeals  where  the  classifications 
of  the  Appraisers  and  Commissioners  differ.  The  Act  of  1878, 
P.  L.  26,  makes  similar  provisions  for  appeal  with  slight 
changes  in  the  Board.  There  seems  therefore  to  be  no  doubt 
that  (1)  "the  Mercantile  Appraisers  have  not  sole  power"  to 
make  Tavern  Appraisements;  and  (2)  that  ''the  County  Com- 
missioners have  the  right  to  demand  an  oath  from  the  applicant 
for  license  after  the  appraisers  have  fixed  his  rating,  etc."

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  carefully  considered  your  communica- 
tion of  even  date  herewith,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the  power 
of  Councils  to  make  a  change  in  the  Port  W^ardens'  line,  and 
also  the  accompanying  letter  of  Mr.  Tucker. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Councils  have  not  the  power  to 
make  the  change  desired,  but  must  have  additional  legislative 
authority  to  do  so.  The  powers  of  Councils  to  fix  the  lines 
beyond  Avhich  no  Avharf  or  pier  should  be  constructed,  com- 
monly called  the  Port  Wardens'  line,  was  conferred  upon 
Councils  by  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854.  the  Consolidation 
Act;  the  language  of  the  act  is  as  follows  :  "  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  Councils,  after  the  said  surveys  and  soundings 
shall  have  been  made,  to  fix  the  lines  beyond  which  no  wharf 
or  pier  shall  be  constructed,  and  to  keep  the  navigable  waters 
within  said  city  forever  open  and  free  from  obstruction." 

Councils  have,  from  time  to  time,  acting  under  the  powers 
thus  conferred,  fixed  the  Port  Wardens'  line. 


Thus,  by  Ordinance  of  December  4,  1856,  the  lines  were 
fixed  on  the  Delawiire  river  between  Frankford  Creek,  on  the 
north,  and  the  Point  House  Avharf,  on  the  south.  The  power 
once  having  been  exercised  by  Councils  and  a  line  fixed,  the 
Legislative  grant  of  poAver  was  exhausted,  and  when,  in  1867, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  revise  the  wharf  lines  on  the  river 
Delaw^are  and  Schuylkill,  the  Act  of  ninth  April,  1867,  was 
passed,  authorizing  the  revision  of  a  portion  of  the  wharf  line 
on  those  rivers. 

Subject  to  the  paramount  control  of  the  United  States  Con- 
gress, the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  has  control  over 
the  navigable  rivers  within  her  borders,  and  that  control  the 
Legislature  has  delegated  to  the  municipality  for  certain 
purposes. 

The  rights  given  are  limited,  however,  in  their  character,  and 
the  language  of  the  Act  of  1854,  before  quoted,  and  the  fact 
that  it  was  thought  necessary  to  get  Legislative  authority  on  a 
former  occasion,  have  convinced  me  that  it  is  not  within  the 
power  of  each  succeeding  Councils  to  alter  the  Port  Wardens' 
line,  upon  the  stability  of  which  so  many  rights  of  property 
depeml,  without  Legislative  authority  or  s  nction.

In  answer  to  the  question,  whether  a  further  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils is  necessary  before  entering  into  a  contract  with  the  Reading 
Railroad  Company,  to  build  a  bridge  over  Somerset  street,  I 
would  state  that  I  am  of  opinion  that  such  an  ordinance  is 
requisite.  In  order  to  avoid  advertising  for  proposals  and  an 
award  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  the  contract  with  the 
Philadelphia  k  Reading  Railroad  Company,  should  be  made 
by  the  ordinance  itself.  I  do  not  think  a  joint  resolution  will 
be  sufficient.  It  is  not  within  the  power  of  Councils  to 
authorize  you,  as  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  to  make  a 
contract  except  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  and  due  adver- 
tisement is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  making  of  any  contract 
by  the  head  of  any  department.  I  would  be  glad  to  see  you 
in  regard  to  this  matter  before  any  definite  action  is  taken,  in 
order  that  I  may  know  the  exact  nature  of  the  contract  which 
is  contemplated.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  received  your  letter  of  the  twenty- 
third  inst.  In  reply  to  it,  I  refer  you  to  the  Act  of  March  2, 
1865,  (West's  Dig.  P.  471),  as  the  statute  applicable  to  the 
case  which  you  state. 
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•  Section  3  of  that,  provides  the  proper  remedy  for  a  violation 
of  its  terms.  On  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  "  any  inhabitant  " 
of  the  city,  affording  probable  cause  for  belief  that  such,  an 
offense  as  you  describe  is  being  committed,  you  should  issue  a 
•warrant  to  one  or  more  police  officers  or  other  fit  persons,  com- 
manding them  to  seize  the  petroleum  wherever  found,  and 
remove  it  to  a  place  of  safety.  All  persons  offending  against 
this  Act  in  the  manner  which  you  have  stated,  render  themselves 
liable  to  the  penalty  of  confiscation  of  the  petroleum  thus  un- 
lawfully had  within  the  prescribed  limits.  If  they  refuse  to 
desist  when  ordered  by  you  so  to  do,  I  am  of  opinion  that  you 
should  arrest  them.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  inquiry,  "  whether,  in  view 
of  the  provisions  of  Section  3,  of  the  Act  approved  June  11, 
1879f  P.  L.,  131,  a  power  exists  in  the  Councils  of  the  City 
to  make  an  appropriation  for  an  existing  indebtedness  created 
under  a  contract  for  which  no  appropriation,  or  no  sufficient  ap- 
propriation had  been  previously  made,"  I  reply  as  follows: 

By  the  Act  of  April  21,  1858,  Section  5,  P.  L.,  386,  it  was 
provided  that  no  debt  or  contract  should  be  binding  upon  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  unless  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  pay 
the  same  was  previously  made  by  Councils.  The  same  Act 
further  provided  that  the  head  of  any  department  or  any  official, 
ordering  work  to  be  done,  or  materials  to  be  furnished,  without 
a  previous  appropriation,  could  be  held  personally  responsible 
by  the  contractor. 

It  was  never  contended,  however,  that  the  Councils  of  the 
City  did  not  have  the  power  to  pay  for  the  goods  so  furnished, 
or  the  work  so  done.  The  only  point,  being,  that  without  a 
prior  appropriation,  no  contract  could  be  entered  into  that 
would  hold  or  bind  the  City. 


In  1879  the  City  of  Philadelphia  found  herself  confronted 
with  a  large  floatino-  debt,  and  in  order  to  fund  that  debt  and 
to  prevent  the  increase  thereof  in  the  future,  two  Acts  of  As- 
sembly were  passed  on  the  same  day,  viz. :  the  eleventh  of 
June,  1879.  One  of  them  was  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize 
cities  of  the  first  class  to  fund  their  present  floating  indebted- 
ness, and  to  refund  existing  loans  by  creating  loans  therefor, 
and  to  provide  for  the  redemption  of  the  same." 

And  the  other  Act,  to  which  you  refer  in  your  communica- 
tion, was  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  cities  of  the  first  class 
to  levy  and  fix  a  tax  rate,  to  fix  the  time  of  opening  and  closing 
the  tax  duplicates,  to  regulate  the  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures of  said  cities,  and  prescribing  penalties  for  the  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

The  main  purpose  and  intent  of  the  latter  Act  was  to  compel 
Councils  to  fix  a  tax  rate  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October 
of  each  year,  and  to  make  the  appropriations  to  the  various  de- 
partments bend  and  be  accommodated  to  that  tax  rate.  It  did 
not  limit  or  restrict  the  power  of  Councils  to  appropriate  money 
for  past  indebtedness  or  for  future  wants,  but  prescribed  the 
mode  in  which  that  appropriation  should  be  made. 

The  power  of  Councils  to  ratify  a  contract,  or  to  pay  for 
work  ordered,  which  could  not  have  been  enforced  because 
there  was  no  previous  appropriation,  was  not  in  any  way  inter- 
fered with. 

The  third  Section  provided  that  "  no  city  of  the  first  class, 
no  head  of  any  department  thereof,  and  no  Commission,  Board, 
or  Trust,  or  any  other  officer  or  employee,  or  either  or  any 
thereof,  exercising  any  powers  of  government  therein,  either 
in  the  making  of  contracts,  the  .approval  thereof,  or  in  the 
authorization  of  the  expenditure  of  money  of  said  cities  of  the 
first  class  in  any  manner  whatever,  shall  hereafter  make  any 
contract  without  a  previous  appropriation  has  first  been  made 
by  said  Councils." 

Any  contract  made  in  violation  of  this  Act  shall  be  abso- 
lutely void  against  said  cities,  but  Councils  are  not  forbidden  to 
appropriate  money  for  work,  labor,  or  materials  ordered  where 
no  contract  could  have  been  enforced.     Exigencies  might  arise 

.... 

and  indeed  often  do  arise,  for  which  it  is  impossible  for  human 
foresight  to  provide,  and  it  may  be  essential  to  the  health,  lives, 
property,  and  prosperity  of  the  citizens  that  work  should  be 
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done  or  materials  furnished  at  a  time  when  there  is  no  appro- 
priation or  no  sufficient  appropriation  to  pay  for  the  same. 

To  hold  that  Councils  cannot,  if  they  see  fit  to  do  so,  approve 
orders  given  and  appropriate  the  money  necessary  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  goods  furnished  and  the  work  done  under  such 
orders,  would  be  to  deprive  Councils  of  one  of  their  essential 
powers. 

The  same  section  provides  that  "•  no  head  of  department, 
board,  commission,  or  trust,  agent,  officer,  or  employee  shall 
draw,  issue,  or  approve  any  warrant  for  any  expenditure  of 
such  department,  commission,  or  trust,  or  any  other  agent, 
officer,  or  employee,  unless  an  appropriation  has  been  pre- 
viously made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

There  must  be  an  appropriation  before  a  warrant  can  be 
drawn,  but  in  the  case  you  submit,  an  appropriation  has  been 
made,  which  is  previous  to  the  drawing  of  the  warrant,  and 
hence  the  drawing  of  the  warrant  is  not  contrary  to  law. 

By  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  which  is  in  reference  to  the 
legislative  power  of  cities,  it  is  provided  that  no  ordinance  shall 
be  passed  except  by  two-thirds  vote  of  both  Councils  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor,  giving  extra  compensation  to  any  public 
officer,  servant,  employee,  agent,  or  contractor,  after  services 
shall  have  been  rendered  or  contract  made,  not  providing  for 
any  claims  against  the  city  without  previous  authority  of  laAv. 

This  Act  recognises  the  power  of  Councils  to  appropriate 
money  to  pay  claims  which  are  not  enforceable,  but  provides 
that  an  ordinance  must  be  passed  by  the  two-thirds  vote.  You 
do  not  state  whether  the  appropriation  ordinance  in  this  case 
was  80  passed,  but  I  presume  that  it  was. 

In  brief,  I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  the  power  to  raise 
money  by  taxation,  to  provide  for  necessary  municipal  expen- 
ditures, and  that  without  that  power,  the  city  in  case  of 
emergency,  would  be  utterly  powerless  to  protect  herself  or 
provide  for  necessities  :  that  under  the  Act  of  April  21,  1858, 
it  was  never  contended  that  Councils  did  not  have  the  power 
to  pay  for  goods  furnished  or  work  done,  even  though  there 
had  been  no  appi'opriation  to  pay  for  the  same  at  the  time  the 
work  was  done  or  the  goods  furnished,  and  that  under  the  Act 
of  1874,  Councils  can,  by  ordinance  passed  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  both  Chambers  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  make  an 
appropriation  for  the  payment  of  claims  against  the  city  with- 
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out  previous  authority  of  law,  and  that  the  Act  of  1879,  which 
was  passed  to  prevent  a  floating  indebtedness,  in  no  way  con- 
flicts with  the  power  vested  in  Councils  to  ratify  orders  given 
by  departmental  officers,  although  without  such  ratification, 
such  orders  are  in  no  way  binding  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  that  an  appropriation  can  be  made  to  pay  for  an  existing 
indebtedness  for  which  no  appropriation  had  been  previously 
made,  and  that  a  warrant  drawn  subsequently  to  the  appro- 
priation does  not  tend  to  increase  that  floating  indebtedness 
which  the  Act  provides  against.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  seventeenth  ult., 
relating  to  the  discharge  into  the  Schuylkill  river  by  the  Messrs. 
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Dobson,  and  the  latter's  refusal  to  admit  agents  of  the  Water 
Department  upon  their  premises,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  proper 
course  to  pursue  in  this  case  is  that  pointed  out  by  the  Act  of 
January  29,  1818,  P.  L.,  58;  West's  Digest,  p.  33,  Section 
65,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"  The  Board  of  Health,  or  a  Committee  of  them,  shall  have 
power,  having  first  obtained  a  warrant  from  a  justice  of  the 
peace  in  due  form  of  law,  founded  on  a  complaint  of  two 
householders,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  *  "^^  *  to  enter  and 
searcli  all  houses,  stores,  cellars,  and  other  enclosures,  between 
sunrise  and  sunset,  where  they  may  have  just  cause  to  suspect 
any  nuisance  to  exist  *   *   *."

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  fourth  instant,  you  refer  an 
ordinance  tome  for  my  opinion  "whether  the  city  is  liable 
either  on  account  of  the  property  being  rural  or  the  institution 
charitable,"  to  pay  for  a  sewer  in  front  of  the  Grandom  Insti- 
tution. 

The  question  whether  the  property  is  rural  or  not  is  one  of 
fact,  which  I  cannot  answer,  nor  can  I  tell  whether  the  insti- 
tution is  a  charity  or  not,  without  an  examination  of  its  charter. 
The  liability  of  the  city  depends  on  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract ;  but  if  the  contract  is  drawn  in  the  usual  terms,  i.  e., 
"that  the  city  shall  be  liable  only  for  intersections,"  then  it 
cannot  be  made  liable  on  a  failure  of  the  contractor  to  recover 
against  a  particular  frontage,  by  reason  of  the  property  in 
question  being  rural. 

Dickinson  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  14  W.  N.  C,  367, 
nor  because  it  belongs  to  an  institution  exempt  from  taxation.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  twelfth  instant, 
inquirmg  whether  or  not  "  the  various  skating  rinks  are  amen- 
able to  the  license  tax  imposed  upon  places  of  amusement,"  I 
reply  : 

Under  the  Act  of  May  27,  1879,  West's  Digest,  page  263, 
Section  13,  "  It  shall  not  be  hiwful  to  exhibit  to  the  public  in 
any  building,  garden,  grounds,  concert  room,  saloon,  or  other 
place  or  room  within  any  city  of  the  first  class,  any  interlude, 
tragedy,  comedy,  opera,  ballet,  play,  farce,  negro  minstrelsy, 
negro  or  other  dancing,  or  any  other  entertainment  of  the 
stage,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  representation  in  which  a 
drop-curtain  and  scenery  or  theatrical  costumes  are  used,  or 
any  equestrian  circus,  or  dramatic  performance,  or  any  perform- 
ance of  jugglers,  rope  dancing  or  acrobats,  or  any  menagerie, 
until  a  license  for  such  exhibition,  performance  or  entertain- 
ment, shall  have  been  first  had  and  obtained  from  the  Mayor 
of  such  city  of  the  first  class,  by  the  proprietor  thereof;  which 
license  shall  be  granted  by  him  for  each  and  every  place  or 
building  in  which  such  exhibitions,  performances  or  entertain- 
ments are  held,  upon  the  payment  by  said  proprietor  of  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  each 
calendar  year. 

I  do  not  think  that  skating  rinks,  Avhere  people  gather  to 
amuse  themselves,  and  where  no  public  exhibitions  or  shows 
are  given,  come  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  March  10,  in  which 
you  say  that  "the  Highway  Department  sent  you  a  number  of 
bills  and  pay  rolls  for  supplies  furnished  and  work  done  in 
making  repairs  to  sewers,  inlets,  bridges,  and  highways,  with- 
out advertisement  and  contract  as  provided  by  the  Act  of 
May  23,  1874."  This  work  has  been  done  under  the  authority 
of  Ordinance  approved  December  31,  1884,  making  appropria- 
tion to  the  Highway  Department  which  contains  the  following  : 
"  Provided,  also,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
shall  cause  any  specified  work  to  be  done  by  days'  labor,  when 
in  his  judgment  he  shall  deem  the  same  to  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city;"  and  you  desire  to  know  whether  the 
Highway  Department  can  do  work  in  this  manner  under  the 
authority  of  the  ordinance,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
Section  6,  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874. 

In  answer,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  ordinance  is  in  conflict 
with  a  strict  construction  of  the  Act ;  but  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  was  to  prevent  corruption  and  favoritism  and  not 
to  tie  the  hands  of  the  municipality.  No  new  work  can  be 
done  without  advertisement  and  written  contract;  but  in*  case 
of  an  emergency  or  an  exigency,  such  as  the  breaking  of  a 
sewer  or  the  caving  in  of  a  street,  I  think  that  the  head  of  a 
Departjnent  may  employ  men  by  the  <lay  as  employees  of  the 
City  to  repair  the  damage. 

There  are  some  kinds  of  work  that  cannot  be  advertised  and 
contracted  for,  such  as,  for  instance,  the  repair  of  sewers  Avhere 
it  is  impossible  to  induce  any  man  to  fix  a  price  for  the  work 
to  be  done  upon  that  which  cannot  be  seen ;  and  under  the  re- 
cent decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Vanderslice 
vs.  City,  13,  W.  N.  C.  373,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  city  to  see 
that  the  sewers  are  kept  in  repair ;  and  if  a  strict  construction 
be  placed  upon  the  Act,  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  city  to  do 
that  work  which  at  times  is  absolutel}^  necessary  to  be  done  for 
the  protection  of  property  as  well  as  for  the  protection  of  lives. 
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Therefore,  giving  the  x\.ct  a  liberal  construction,  Councils  can 
provide  for  the  doing  of  that  work  which  is  absolutely  necessary, 
but  it  gives  no  power  to  a  Department  to  order  work  outside 
of  an  exigency  or  for  that  which  can  be  advertised  and  con- 
tracted for,  without  loss  or  danger  to  the  city.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  the  eighteenth  instant, 
enclosing  copy  of  the  contract  between  Michael  Ehret,  Jr.,  and 
the  Trustees  of  the  I'hiladelphia  (las  AVorks,  in  reference  to 
the  purchase  of  tar,  and  also  enclosing  a  letter  from  Mr.  Ehret, 
addressed  to  William  D.  Gardner,  Esq.,  President  of  the 
Trustees,  was  duly  received. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works  request  my  opinion  as  to 
the  right  of  the  Trustees  to  make  such  concessions  as  asked 
for  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  made  with  Michael  Ehret, 
Jr.  ;  and  if  said  opinion  should  be  in  the  affirmative,  and  the 
Trustees  act  in  accordance  therewith,  would  they  be  relieved 
from  any  responsibility  to  the  city  or  bondholders,  under  the 
laws  regulating  and  defining  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
Trustees. 

I  find  by  reference  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  Ehret,  dated  Febru- 
ary 12,  1884,  that  he  requests  the  Trustees  to  make  a  reduction 
of  ten  cents  per  ton  on  carbonized  coal,  to  take  effect  on  July 
1,  1S84,  his  reasons  for  said  reijuest  being  fully  set  forth  in  his 
letter. 

The  substance  of  said  request  being,  that  unless  this  reduc- 
tion be  conceded  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works,  that  he 
(Mr.  Ehret),  will  suffer  a  pecuniary  loss  in  fulfilling  his  contract. 

The  Trustees,  and  Mr.  Ehret,  Jr.,  having  entered  into  a 
contract,  they,  as  contracting  parties,  can  change  or  modify

the  contract,  and  after  consideration  of  the  matter,  the  Trustees 
can  take  such  action  as  to  them  seems  proper.     It  is  a  question 
of  policy  for  the  Trustees,  and  not  a  question  of  law.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  March 
30,  1885,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"  Remonstrances  and  objections  have  been  ofiered  at  thia 
office  to  the  '  sparring  match '  advertised  to  be  held  at  Indus- 
trial Hall,  on  Thursday  evening,  April  2,  and  I  have  been 
solicited  to  seek  your  opinion,  as  the  law  officer  of  the  city, 
whether  this  exhibition  is  so  clearly  and  plainly  unlawful  or 
demoralizing  in  its  tendencies  as  to  require  my  interference  and 
prevention  of  the  contest.  This  department  has  already  de- 
manded that  in  the  conduct  of  the  exhibition  specified  it  shall 
be  upon  purely  what  are  known  as  'scientific  principles,'  the 
sparring  to  be  for  points  and  not  Avith  any  brutal  or  vicious 
tendencies.  The  parties  concerned  in  the  match  have  given 
their  assurance  of  their  willingness  to  comply  Avith  this  request, 
and  guarantee  their  conduct  will  in  no  particular  either  prove 
detrimental  to  the  peace  or  good  order  of  the  community,  or 
furnish  cause  for  apprehension  of  any  breach  of  the  peace. 

"  I  am  also  requested  to  ask  your  opinion  upon  the  follow- 
ing queries : 

"■First.  Does  the  license  granted  Industrial  Hall  permit  the 
owner  to  let  the  place  for  a  sparring  match;  and  secondly, 
whether  the  Mayor  is  not  required  to  determine  that  the  exhi- 
bition is  unlawful  and  hurtful  to  the  morals  of  the  community, 
if  such  statements  are  made  to  him  upon  the  affidavit  of  repu- 
table citizens,  as  provided  in  Section  3,  of  the  Act  of  May  22, 
1879. 
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•'  Inasmuch  as  these  petitions  and  remonstrances  have  only 
been  presented  this  date,  I  would  esteem  your  answer  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment." 

You  also  sent  to  me  the  co])y  of  an  affidavit  made  by  J. 
Gray  Bolton,  and  others,  which  states  that  "a  license  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  May  22,  1879,  has  been  granted 
to  hold  exhibitions,  performances,  or  entertainments  at  Indus- 
trial Hall,  in  this  city;  that  it  is  publicly  announced  that  on 
Thursday  evening,  April  2,  1885,  there  is  to  be  held  in  said 
Industrial  Hall  a  pugilistic  contest  between  a  noted  prize- 
fighter, one  Sullivan,  and  one  jNIcCaffVey :  that  it  is  reported 
that  a  large  amount  of  money  and  valuable  things  are  bet  or 
wagered  on  the  result  of  this  pugilistic  contest,  therefore  said 
exhibition  will  be  unlawful,  and  we  believe  Avill  be  immoral. 
We,  therefore,  on  our  own  behalf  and  on  behalf  of  many  re- 
spectable and  law  abiding  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  do  request 
Hon.  Wm.  B.  Smith,  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  to  vacate  and 
render  void,  and  of  no  effect  the  license  as  aforesaid  obtained 
of  him  for  holding  exhibitions  or  performances,  or  entertain- 
ments, at  said  Industrial  Hall,  and  to  prevent  any  such  exhi- 
bition or  performance  in  said  Industrial  Hall,  as  is  announced 
to  be  held  there  on  the  evening  of  Thursday,  April  2,  1885, 
and  to  that  end  do  direct  the  police  to  close  the  building,  room 
or  other  place  in  which  the  said  exhibition  or  performance  is 
intended  to  be  held,  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  auditors  or 
spectators,  all  of  which  power  is  given  by  the  said  Act  of  May 
22,  1879.- 

This  affidavit  is  of  date  March  81.  1885. 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  as  to  ''whether  this  exhibition 
is  so  clearly  and  plainly  unlawful  and  demoralizing  in  its  ten- 
dencies as  to  require  my  interference  and  prevention  of  the 
contest,"  I  reply  that  all  facts  are  within  your  knowledge,  or 
can  readily  be  obtained  by  your  department,  and  it  is  a  ques- 
tion for  your  judgment  and  determination  as  the  chief  execu- 
tive of  the  City. 

^'Second.  Does  the  license  granted  Industrial  Hall  permit 
the  owner  to  let  the  place  for  a  sparring  match?  "  I  assume 
that  the  license  was  granted  under  the  Act  of  May  22,  1879, 
as  stated  in  the  affidavit.  The  first  section  of  that  Act  is  as 
follows : 

"  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  exhibit  to  the  public,  in  any 
building,  garden,  grounds,  concert  room,  saloon  or  other  place 
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or  room,  within  any  city  of  the  first  class,  any  interlude, 
tragedy,  comedy,  opera,  ballet,  play,  fiirce,  negro  minstrelsy, 
negro  or  other  dancing,  or  any  other  entertainment  of  the 
stage,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  representation  in  which  a 
drop  curtain  and  scenery  or  theatrical  costumes  are  used,  or 
any  equestrian,  circus,  or  dramatic  performance,  or  any  per- 
formance of  jugglers,  rope  dancing,  or  acrobats,  or  any  me- 
nagerie, until  a  license  for  such  exhibition,  performance,  or 
entertainment  shall  have  been  first  had  and  obtained  from  the 
Mayor  of  such  city  of  the  first  class,  by  the  proprietor  thereof." 
As  you  will  see  from  this  Section,  a  sparring  exhibition  is 
not  embraced  within  its  terms.  It  neither  authorizes  nor  pro- 
hibits such  an  exhibition. 

'■^  Third.  Whether  the  Mayor  is  not  required  to  determine 
that  the  exhibition  is  unlawful  and  hurtful  to  the  morals  of  the 
community,  if  such  statements  are  made  to  him  upon  the 
aflUdavit  of  reputable  citizens,  as  provided  in  Section  3,  of  the 
Act  of  May  22,  1879." 

As  no  license  can  be  granted  under  the  said  Act  of  1879, 
for  the  purpose  of  a  sparring  exhibition,  no  proceedings  can  be 
taken  under  the  third  section  of  said  Act,  to  prevent  sucli  a 
match. 

The  Act  of  March  22,  1867,  however,  provides : 
'•That  whosoever  shall  engage  or  participate  in  any  prize 
fight  w^ithin  this  Commonwealth,  or  any  fight  or  pugilistic  con- 
test, on  the  result  of  which  any  money  or  valuable  thing  is  bet 
or  wagered,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  imprisoned  in  the  Penitentiary,  or  the  jail  of 
the  proper  county,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years,  and 
every  person  being  present  at  such  fight,  or  laying  any  bet  or 
wager  on  the  result  thereof,  whether  present  or  not,  shall  be 
considered  a  participant  therein,  and  as  giving  encouragement 
thereto,  and  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  be  punished 
in  like  manner." 

Under  this  x\ct,  pugilistic  contests  and  prize  fights  are  pro- 
hibited, and,  if  ^^ou  have  the  facts  in  your  possession,  which  con- 
vince you  that  such  a  contest  is  to  be  waged,  or  that  money  has 
been  staked  or  wagered  upon  such  contest,  it  is  within  your 
power,  and  it  is  your  duty,  to  prevent  such  a  contest  or  ex- 
hibition.    And  further,  if  the  exhibition  is  unlawful,  and  tends 
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to  demoralize  the  community,  or  to  incite  to  a  breach  of  the 
peace,  by  the  gathering  of  unruly  and  dangerous  classes,  you 
have  the  power,  as  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  City,  to  prevent 
such  a  contest  or  exhibition.

Dear  Sir: — ^Your  communication  of  the  eighteenth  ult., 
enclosing  copy  of  the  contract  between  Michael  Ehret,  Jr.,  and 
the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  in  reference  to 
the  purchase  of  tar,  and  also  enclosing  a  letter  from  Mr.  Ehret, 
addressed  to  William  D.  Gardiner,  Esq.,  President  of  the 
Trustees,  was  duly  received. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works  request  my  opinion,  "  as  to 
the  right  of  the  Trustees  to  make  such  concessions  as  asked 
for  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  made  with  Michael  Ehret, 
Jr.,  and  if  said  opinion  should  be  in  the  affirmative,  and  the 
Trustees  act  in  accordance  therewith,  would  they  be  relieved 
from  any  responsibility  to  the  City  or  bondholders,  under  the 
laws  regulating  and  defining  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
Trustees." 

I  find  by  reference  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  Ehret,  dated  Feb- 
ruaiy  12,  1880,  that  he  requests  the  Trustees  to  make  a  re- 
duction of  ten  cents  per  ton  on  carbonized  coal,  to  take  effect 
on  July  1,  1884,  his  reasons  for  said  request  being  fully  set 
forth  in  his  letter. 

There  are  two  questions  to  be  ansAvered : 

First.  "  Can  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works  make  such  con- 
cessions as  asked  for  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  made  with 
M.  Ehret.  Jr.?" 
3 
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The  Trustees,  and  M,  Ehret,  Jr.,  having  entered  into  a  con- 
tract, they,  as  contracting  parties,  can  mutually  change  or 
modify  the  contract. 

Second.  "  If  the  Trustees  do  make  the  concession  asked  for, 
will  they  be  relieved  from  any  responsibility  under  the  laws 
regulating  and  defining  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
Trustees?" 

As  Trustees,  you  are  appointed  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  City  that  are  committed  to  your  care.  The  diligence  re- 
quired of  a  Trustee  in  the  care  of  the  trust  estate,  is  precisely 
the  diligence  which  a  man  of  ordinary  prudence  would  practice 
in  the  care  of  his  own."     Jones"  appeal,  8,  W.  k,  S.,  143. 

After  all,  it  is  a  matter  for  your  sound  discretion  as  business 
men.  You  should  take  all  the  facts  into  consideration,  having 
an  eye  to  the  trust  reposed  in  you,  and  be  governed  by  the 
same  motives  that  would  prompt  you  to  act  in  the  transaction 
of  your  OAvn  affairs.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  sixth  inst.,  inquiring  as  to  the 
liability  of  the  Trustees  for  damages  for  two  explosions,  one 
at  Twenty-second  and  Summer  streets,  and  the  other  at  North 
Thirteenth  street,  above  Poplar. 

The  question  whether  the  parties  claiming  damages  are  en- 
titled to  recover  is  entirely  one  of  fact;  upon  that  you  must 
decide.  To  guide  you  in  deciding  the  (juestion,  I  beg  to  refer 
you  to  two  cases  recently  decided,  both  bearing  upon  gas  ex- 
plosions. 

The  first  is  that  of  Strawbridge  vs.  the  City,  7  W.  N.  C, 
538,  in  which  the  Court  said,  "It  may  be  said  without  fear  of 
contradiction  that  no  man  can  be  held  responsible  for  doing 
that  which  he  is  expressly  authorized  by  law  to  do,  unless  he 
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is  guilty  of  some  negligence  or  misconduct  in  connection  with 
it.  In  such  cases,  what  is  authorized  to  be  done  must  be  done 
in  a  careful  manner.  That  is  the  whole  obligation,  and  unless 
there  be  negligence  no  action  for  damages  can  be  maintained 
for  acts  which  are  within  the  scope  of  an  express  authority 
conferred  by  law.  That  the  introduction  of  gas,  and  the 
carrying  of  it  by  mains  through  the  streets  for  the  purpose  of 
lighting  the  city  is  a  statutory  power  conferred  ui)on  the  Citv 
of  Philadelphia,  admits  of  no  doubt." 

The  evidence  in  that  case  showed  that  the  gas  main  "■  was 
broken  by  causes  unknown,"  and  no  evidence  of  any  lack  of 
care  on  the  city's  part  was  shown. 

In  Kibele  vs.  the  City,  14  W.  N.  C,  893,  the  plaintiff  sued 
to  recover  damages  for  an  explosion  of  gas  in  his  house  which 
leaked  from  a  "dead  end,"  (from  which  the  plug,  which  had 
rotted,  had  been  forced  by  the  pressure  of  the  gas)  into  a 
sewer,  and  from  thence  into  the  plaintiff's  drain  and  into  his 
house.  It  was  shown  that  the  escaping  gas  had  been  plainly 
noticeable  for  ten  days  before  the  explosion,  and  a  policeman 
testified  that  he  had  smelled  the  escaping  gas,  but  had  given  no 
notice  to  the  Gas  Office.  In  that  case,  the  Supreme  Court 
said,  ''  negligence  is  the  absence  of  proper  care,  caution  and 
diligence ;  of  such  care  caution  and  diligence  as  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, reasonable  and  ordinary  produce  would  require  to 
be  exercised.  It  may  consist  as  well  in  not  doing  the  thing 
which  ought  to  be  done,  as  in  doing  that  which  ought  not  to  be 
done,  when  in  either  case  it  has  caused  damage  the  loss  and  to 
another.  Hence  in  this  case,  one  question  to  be  determined  is, 
whether  the  municipality,  acting  through  its  officials,  failed  to  ex- 
ercise such  care  and  diligence  in  not  ascertaining  the  nuisance, 
and  in  not  removing  it  prior  to  the  injury  sustained  by  the  plain- 
tiff. The  ({uestion  is,  could  the  city  officials  by  the  exercise  of 
a  proper  diligence  have  discovered  'the  defect  in  the  gas  main 
in  time  to  have  had  it  properly  repaired  before  the  explosion? 
Several  witnesses,  and  among  them,  one  of  the  city's  patrol- 
men, speak  of  smelling  the  escaping  gas  a  week  or  ten  days 
before  the  accident.  Here  then  was  the  certain  indication  of  a 
broken  pipe,  and  the  need  of  immediate  repaiis.  It  might 
well  be  supjwsed  that  within  the  space  of  a  week  or  ten  days 
the  proper  officials  ought  to  have  discovered  a  gas  leak,  which 
was  alike  offensive  and  dangerous  to  a  whole  neighborhood'" 

In  order  to  decide  whether  the  parties  claiming  damaD^es  are 
entitled  to  be  paid,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  secure  all 
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the  facts,  and  then  to  decide  whether  there  has  been  a  neglect 
to  do  that  which  ordinary  caution,  care  and  prudence,  would 
dictate  should  have  been  done,  or  a  doing  of  that  which  ordi- 
nary care,  caution  and  prudence  would  indicate  should  not 
have  been  done. 

I  return  you,  herewith,  the  papers  yuu  sent  me.  With 
reference  to  the  explosion  on  North  Thirteenth  street,  there  is 
nothing  explanatory  of  it  but  the  letter  of  Mr.  Shoch,  and 
there  is  nothing  bearing  upon  the  Twenty-second  street  case 
but  Mr.  Boon's  letter. 

The  facts  contained  in  those  two  are  but  slim  data  on  which 
to  decide  whether  there  has  been  negligence  on  the  part  of  your 
officials,  and  I  would  suggest  a  more  thorough  examination  into 
the  facts  before  any  decision  is  arrived  at.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  this  morning, 
enclosing  a  letter  from  the  Health  Officer  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  asking  whether  the  interpretation  given  by  the  Courts 
to  the  word  "•  rural,"  for  purposes  of  taxation,  should  be  applied 
to  the  word  as  used  in  the  Act  of  March  16,  1855. 

The  Act  reads  as  follows  :  "  Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  farmers,  and  others  living  in  rural  sections  from  clean- 
sing their  privies,  without  any  license,  etc." 

The  evil  the  Act  was  intended  to  remedy,  the  necessity  that 
such  work  as  this  should  be  performed  in  built  up  parts  of  the 
city,  under  direction  of  the  municipal  authorities,  and  the  use 
of  the  word  "  farmers  "  in  the  Act,  lead  me  to  the  belief  that 
the  word  "rural"  should  here  be  limited  to  what  is  strictly 
farm  land,  and  that  the  Act  should  be  enforced  in  all  more  or 
less  densely  populated  sections  of  the  city,  notwithstanding 
land  in  such  sections  may  be  taxed  as  rural.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  sixteenth  instant,  enclosing 
a  copy  of  the  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  hawking  and  vending 
of  produce,  wares,  and  merchandise  upon  the  highways  and 
footways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  was  duly  received. 

You  request  my  opinion,  •'  whether  milkmen  and  ice  dealers 
who  serve  and  sell  through  the  streets,  are  required  to  pay  a 
vendor's  license  under  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance." 

Milkmen  and  ice  dealers  who  hawk  and  vend  their  milk  and 
ice  through  the  streets  of  the  City,  are  clearly  included  within 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  said  ordinance,  and  are  re(iuire(l  to 
pay  for  such  a  license,  but  when  the  wagons  of  milkmen  and 
ice  dealers  are  stocked  at  their  depots  or  stations  for  the  })ui- 
pose  of  delivering  milk  and  ice  upon  orders,  to  regular  cus- 
tomers, upon  regular  routes,  they  do  not  come  within  the  spirit 
and  operation  of  the  ordinance,  and  therefore  are  not  required 
to  pay  for  a  license  any  more  than  is  a  baker  who  sends  his 
wagon  out  to  deliver  bread,  to  fill  the  orders  of  liis  customers, 
or  a  storekeeper  who.  in  a  wagon,  sends  his  goods  to  the  houses 
of  purchasers.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  April  20,  in 
which  you  state  the  following  facts,  viz :  "  Fairmount  avenue 
from  Thirty-third  to  Thirty-fourth  street  is  upon  the  confirmed 
plan  of  the  city,  of  the  width  of  sixty  feet,  and  all  the  lots 
fronting  upon  said  avenue  are  hounded  by  said  avenue  as  of 
the  width  of  fifty  feet  (the  street  is  to  be  widened  five  feet  on 
each  side)  &;c."  You  ask  "Is  this  a  sufficient  dedication  to 
enable  the  City  to  grade,  pave,  lay  water-pipe,  and  sewers  ? 
and  will  I  be  justified  in  certifying  it  to  be  a  public  highway  ?  " 
I  think  there  is  a  sufficient  dedication  of  the  avenue  of  the 
width  of  fifty  feet,  but  that  there  is  no  dedication  in  law,  of 
the  other  ten  feet,  (five  feet  on  each  side).  I  am  of  opinion 
that  you  will  be  justified  in  certifying  it  to  be  a  public  highway 
<of  the  width  of  fifty  feet.

Dear  Sir. — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  April  21st,  inquir- 
ing relative  to  the  responsibility  of  railroad  companies  to  main- 
tain bridges  at  crossings  with  public  highways,  I  would  say, — 
That  where  a  railroad  crosses  an  existing  street  or  highway 
with  a  bridge,  the  railroad  company  is  bound  to  keep  the  bridge 
in  good  repair.  Where,  on  the  other  hand,  the  railroad  is  in 
existence,  and  a  bridge  is  constructed  to  carry  a  street  or  public 
highway  across  the  railroad,  the  duty  is  upon  the  public  to 
keep  such  bridge  in  repair. 

The  leading  case  on  this  subject  is  Phoenixville  vs.  Phoenix 
Iron  Company,  reported  in  45  Penna.,  page  135. 
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If  the  bridge,  therefore,  was  built  to  carry  a  street  across  an 
already  existing  railroad,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  city  is  bound 
to  keep  it  in  repair,  and  is  liable  for  any  damages  arising  from 
her  neglect  so  to  do. 

I  have  already  advised  you  verbally  in  reference  to  the  par- 
ticular case  referred  to  in  your  letter  of  March  14th. 

Should  the  railroad  company  refuse  to  make  repairs  in  any 
case  where  they  are  liable,  the  facts  should  be  submitted  tome, 
that  I  may  take  legal  measures  to  compel  them  to  do  so.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  the  fourteenth  instant,  you  ask 
me  to  advise  you  whether  "  the  Ordinance  of  March  18,  1884, 
creating  a  board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  requires  the  Gan 
Department  to  make  application  to  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors,  before  laying  gas  mains  in  the  streets." 

You  further  state  that  the  Gas  Department  has  just  com- 
menced opening  Broad  street,  from  Chestnut  street  south, 
apparently  to  be  continued  more  than  a  mile. 

In  reply,  I  advise  you  that  the  Gas  Department,  in  cases  of 
emergency,  where  prompt  action  is  required  to  .avert  the  danger 
resulting  from  a  sudden  break  or  leak,  is  not  obliged  to  obtain 
a  permit  to  open  the  street.  Where  the  said  Department 
desires  to  open  a  street  for  the  purpose  of  laying  a  new  pipe, 
or  prosecuting  some  neAv  work,  in  such  cases,  the  application 
must  first  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors. 
This  is,  I  believe,  in  accordance  with  the  view  expressed  by 
Judge  Mitchell  in  the  case  of  the  Philadelphia  Steam  Supply 
Company  against  the  City.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  thirteenth  instant, 
enclosing  a  letter  of  the  twenty-fifth  ult.,  from  the  Port  Physi- 
cian, I  would  say  in  answer  to  the  first  question,  that  the  hours 
during  Avhich  the  Port  Physician  is  expected  to  hold  himself  in 
readiness  for  immediate  visits  to  arriving  vessels,  should  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Health,  under  the  following  Act  of 
Assembly:  "  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
appoint  one  physician,  who  shall  reside  at  the  Lazaretto,  and  be 
denominated  the  Lazaretto  Physician,  and  one  physician  who 
shall  reside  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  shall  be  denominated 
the  Port  Physician,  one  Health  Officer,  and  one  Quarantine 
Master,  all  of  whom  shall  ])e  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Board  of  Health."  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  January 
29,  1818,  §  2. 

In  answer  to  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  questions,  I 
would  say  that  stopping  at  Chester  or  Thurlow  may  be  con- 
sidered within  the  meaning  of  the  law  governing  the  Port  or 
Lazaretto  Physician,  as  having  arrived  at  Philadelphia ;  and 
that  no  person  other  than  the  pilot,  should  be  allowed  to  go  on 
board  a  vessel  after  she  has  entered  Delaware  Bay,  prior  to  the 
visit  of  either  the  Port  or  Lazaretto  Physician. 

I  reply  to  the  fifth  question,  that  the  authority  of  the  Port 
Physician  in  regard  to  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  boat  main- 
tained by  the  City  for  the  Physicians'  service,  is  such  as  is 
delegated  to  him  by  the  Board  of  Health,  under  whose  direction 
and  control  he  is.

''  The  noise  of  musical  instruments  kept  up  for  such  periods  of 
time  and  at  such  hours  of  the  day  or  night,  as  to  be  really 
annoying  to  persons  of  ordinary  sensibilities,  or  that  produce 
other  actual  ill-results  is  a  nuisance,  and  any  noise  of  musical 
instruments,  etc.,  that  draws  together  in  the  vicinity  of  a  per- 
son's residence  or  place  of  business  large  crowds  of  noisy  and 
disorderly  persons  is  a  nuisance.  " 

If  you  think  that  the  facts  of  this  particular  case  bring  it 
within  the  law  as  above  stated,  you  will  be  justified  in  arrest- 
ing the  offenders  or  dispersing  them.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  26. 
1885,  enclosing  me  a  Resolution  of  the  Committee  on  Surveys, 
asking  for  my  opinion  as  to  who  are  entitled  under  the  law  to 
bid  for  contracts  for  sewers,  and  whether  or  not  the  fact  of  a 
bidder  having  built  one  sewer  satisfactorily,  is  sufficient  in  the 
intent  of  the  law  to  constitute  him  a  sewer  builder. 

In  reply  thereto,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  Ordinance  of 
March  20,  1868,  (vide  West's  Digest,  page  81,  pf.  9),  which 
ordinance  provides  as  follows : 
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'*  Whenever  any  contract  for  work,  labor,  or  materials  and  re- 
pairs for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  hereafter  be  authorized 
by  Councils,  it  shall  be  made  a  condition  of  the  same  that  the 
parties  shall  be  skilled  and  regularly  engaged  as  to  their 
proper  occupation,  trade,  and  business  in  work,  labor  and  ma- 
terials and  repairs  required,  and  to  be  furnished,  and  by  the 
contractor  performed.  " 

This  defines  the  class  of  workmen  to  whom  contracts  can 
be  awarded. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  matter  of  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  sewers,  the  bids  of  those  only  are  entitled  to 
consideration,  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  and  the  Conmiittee  on  Surveys,  fulfill  the  require- 
ments of  the  said  ordinance. 

The  fact  that  a  bidder  has  built  one  sewer  satisfactorily 
forms  an  element,  so  far  as  it  goes,  from  Avhich  the  competency 
of  the  bidder  can  be  drawn.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  communication  requesting 
my  opinion  upon  the  two  following  questions : 

First.  '■"  Whether  money  can  be  taken  from  the  City 
Treasury  without  an  appropriation  and  warrant  upon  the  City 
Treasury,  "  and 

Second.  '"  Whether  after  the  limit  is  fixed,  moneys  coming 
into  the  City  Treasury  can  be  appropriated  in  the  year  they 
come  into  the  Treasury,"  I  reply  as  follows: 

In  answer  to  the  first  query,  moneys  cannot  be  drawn  from 
the  City  Treasury  without  an  appropriation  and  warrant,  ex- 
cept where  there  is  a  judgment  against  the  city,  and  a  man- 
damus execution  thereupon,  because  it  is  provided  by  the  Act 
of  February  12,  1854,  Section  10,  P.  L.  28,  "That  no  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  of  the  City,  except  the  same 
shall  have  been  previously  appropriated  by  Councils  to  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  drawn." 

And  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874, 
Section  7,  P.  L.  233,  "  That  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  City  Treasury,  except  upon  the  appropriations  made  by  law, 
and  on  warrant  drawn  by  the  proper  officer  in  pursuance 
thereof. 

In  answer  to  the  second  (juery,  I  would  say,  that  by  the 
Act  of  June  2,  1871,  P.  L.  291,  "  It  is  provided  that  all 
fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  any  Alderman  or  Magistrate 
under  the  Act  of  March  29,  1869,  (Act  to  prevent  cruelty  to 
animals),  shall  be  payable  to  the  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the 
Preventi(m  of  Cruelty  to  Animals.  "  And  I  can  see  no  ob- 
jection to  the  appropriation  by  ordinance,  during  the  year 
they  are  received,  of  these  fines  and  penalties  Avhich  have  been 
paid  by  the  Magistrates  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  which 
cannot  enter  into  the  estimate  of  moneys  received  by  the  City 
from  taxation  or  otherwise,  and  applicable  to  municipal  expen- 
penditures.  The  money  is  held  by  the  City  Treasurer,  as 
custodian  merely,  and  can  be  appropriated  to  the  special  pur- 
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poses  (Icsignateil  by  law  whenever  it  seems  proper  to  Councils 
to  do  so. 

I  do  not  think,  however,  that  the  ordinance  submitted  with 
your  communication  is  a  valid  one,  because  it  is  not  an  ordi- 
nance of  appropriation  of  any  particular  sum  or  sums  of 
money,  but  is  an  ordinance  to  authorize  the  City  Treasurer  to 
pay  to  the  Societies  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals 
all  fines  and  penalties  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  by  the 
Magistrates  of  said  City,  collected  from  defendants  convicted 
before  them  of  cruelty  to  animals.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter,  enclosing  a  petition  from  citizens 
doing  business  in  the  neighborhood  of  Second  and  Market 
streets,  was  duly  received. 

It  would  appear  from  your  communication,  that  a  reasonable 
time  has  elapsed  for  the  removal  of  the  debris  which  accumu- 
lated in  the  public  street  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  and  that  nothing 
has  been  done  to  clear  the  public  highway.  Travel  and  business 
in  that  locality  should  not  be  longer  obstructed,  and  some  relief 
should  be  had  at  once. 

I  have  already  notified  Mr.  Vehmeyer,  the  tenant,  and  the 
Mayor,  I  understand,  has  notified  the  owner  to  remove  the 
obstruction. 

I  would  farther  suggest  that  the  Mayor  at  once  give  notice 
to  the  Highway  Department  to  notify  both  owners  and  lessees 
to  forthAvith  commence  the  removal  of  said  obstructions  to 
]nd)lic  travel,  otherwise  the  Highway  Department  will  take  the 
matter  in  charge,  remove  the  debris  and  charge  the  expense  of 
said  removal  to  the  said  parties.

Dear  Sir  : — Numerous  Acts  regulate  the  commitment  of 
vagrants.     I  give  you  a  summary  of  them  : 

The  Act  of  April  5,  1790,  and  the  Act  of  April  4,  1799, 
give  Aldermen  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  power  to  commit 
vagrants  to  the  "gaol  of  said  City."  Commonwealth  vs. 
Hallowell,  5  Bin.,  517. 

The  Act  of  February  21,  1767,  Section  1  and  2,  allows 
Aldermen  to  commit  to  "  the  work-house  or  common  jail  of  the 
county  ;  "  but  Section  1,  was  repealed  by  Act  of  the  17th  of 
May,"'l883,  P.  L.  35,  and  Tilgham,  J.  said  that  the  Act  does 
not  apply  to  Philadelphia  County.  Commonwealth  vs.  Hallo- 
well,  Supra. 

By  Act  of  April  14,  1835,  Section  14,  P.  L.  232,  West's 
Digest,  201,  3,  Aldermen  may  commit  vagrants  to  the  County 
Prison,  whence  the  inspectors  may  send  them  to  the  ''  house  of 
employment  of  the  Almshouse." 

By  the  Act  of  March  22,  1836,  Section  6,  Purdon's  Digest, 
1454,  5,  vagrants  may  be  sent  to  the  "  vagrant  apartment  of  a 
city,  which  is  directed  to  be  erected  separate  from  the  County 
Prison. 

By  the  Act  of  June  2,  1871,  Section  3,  P.  L.  1301  ;  West's 
Digest,  195,  4,  Aldermen  were  allowed  to  commit  to  the  House 
of  Correction. 

Aldermen  may  commit  for  trial,  all  vagrants,  and  the  latter 
may  be  sentenced  to  the  County  Jail,  or  work-house.  Vagrancy 
is  made  a  misdemeanor.  This  Act  is  directed  against  tramps. 
Act,  April  30,  1879,  P.  L.,  33. 

Persons  may  be  committed  to  the  House  of  Correction  who 
obtain  food  and  shelter  in  way-farers  lodges,  and  refuse  to  work. 
Act,  June  13,  1883,  P.  L.,  100. 

The  Act  of  May  8,  1876,  Section  2,  P.  L.,  154  ;  Purdon's 
Digest,  2081,  Section  2,  Provides  that  Justices  of  the  peace, 
or  other  committing  Magistrates  of  the  county,  shall  commit 
vagrants  to  labor  upon  any  county  farm,  or  upon  the  roads  or 


highways  of  any  city,  etc.,  or  in  any  house  of  correction,  poor- 
house,  work-house,  or  common  jail,  for  a  term  not  less  than 
thirty  days,  and  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  shall  forthwith 
commit  him  to  the  custody  of  the  steward,  keeper,  or  superin- 
tendent of  such  county  farm,  house  of  correction,  poor-house, 
work-house,  or  common  jail,  or  to  the  supervisors  or  street 
commissioners  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  respective  county, 
city,  etc. 

From  the  above  Acts,  it  is  plain  that  Magistrates  may  com- 
mit vagrants  either  to  the  House  of  Correction,  or  to  the 
County  Prison,  as  they  see  fit.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
fifteenth  instant,  concerning  the  award  of  a  contract  on  July 
19,  1881,  to  the  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company, 
for  the  furnishing  of  certain  electrical  apparatus,  and  placing 
the  same  in  working  order  in  the  new  quarters  of  the  Electrical 
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Department  at  the  Public  Buildings,  and  asking  certain  ques- 
tions in  relation  to  the  same. 

In  reply  thereto,  I  have  to  say,  that  the  award  of  the  con- 
tract to  the  Gamewell  Company  in  1881,  established  contract- 
ual relations  between  it  and  the  City,  that  are  equally  binding 
upon  both  parties,  now  as  then.  No  supplies  should  have  been 
ordered  from  the  Gamewell  Company  in  1881.  until  the  con- 
tract had  been  signed  by  it,  and  by  the  City  (through  the 
Mayor)  and  security  entered  thereon ;  and  no  order  for  such 
supplies  should  now  be  given  until  such  contract  has  been  exe- 
cuted, and  bond  given. 

I  take  it,  that  a  sufficient  previous  appropriation  to  pay  for 
such  supplies  exists,  inasmuch  as  I  find  upon  examination  of 
the  Ordinance  of  December  16,  1880,  that  the  sum  of  $40,000 
was  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph  for  the  year  1881,  (vide  Item  10)  to  pay  "for  the 
improvement  and  extension  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph." 

A  proviso  to  this  Ordinance,  authorized  the  expenditure  of 
$10,000  of  the  above  amount  for  the  fitting  up  of  rooms  at 
the  Public  Buildings,  and  further  provided  that  no  part  of  the 
said  Item  10,  should  merge  at  the  close  of  the  year  1881. 

I  presume  that  this  amount,  or  a  portion  of  it,  is  unexpended, 
and  can  therefore  be  drawn  upon  to  meet  payments  for  supplies 
furnished  under  the  contract.

In  the  matter  of  the  opening  of  Fifteenth  street,  from  Carpen- 
ter street  to  Washington  avenue  ;  claim  of  P.  W.  ^  B.  R. 
B.  Co.,

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  the  sixteenth  instant,  you  ask 
whether  Councils  have  the  authority  to  make  the  appropriation 
requested  in  the  communication  from  Charles  F.  Pugh,  General 
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Manager   of  the   Philadelphia,    Wilmington,    and   Baltimore 
Railroad  Company. 

The  Railroad  Company  asks  Councils  for  an  appropriation 
of  ^5,570.60  to  reimburse  them  for  an  outlay  of  that  sum  of 
money,  as  per  itemized  bill,  for  crossing  stone,  curb  stone, 
Belgian  blocks,  gravel,  freight  on  stone,  gutter  castings,  labor 
of  trackmen,  paviors,  carpenters  and  assistants,  material  for 
bumpers,  crossing  plank  and  spikes,  two  new  watch-boxes,  two 
new  stoves  and  fixtures  for  watch-boxes,  and  new  crossin*^  or 
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safety  gates. 

All  of  this  expenditure  was  for  materials  and  work  done  upon 
what  is  now  the  road  bed  of  Fifteenth  street,  from  the  south 
side  of  Carpenter  street  to  the  north  line  of  Washington  avenue, 
before  the  removal  of  the  fences,  and  while  the  company  was 
in  the  exercise  of  the  absolute  rights  of  an  owner  of  the  land. 

The  work  was  done  in  a  manner  best  suited  to  the  convenience 
of  the  railroad  company,  in  view  of  the  inevitable  opening  of  the 
street.  The  Belgian  block  paving  Avas  carried  completely  across 
the  street  from  house  line  to  house  line,  and  in  place  of  brick 
sidewalks  and  curbing,  rows  of  crossing  stones  were  laid  to  con- 
nect the  sidewalks  of  Fifteenth  street,  north  and  south  of  this 
point,  so  that  the  whole  space  from  the  north  line  of  Carpenter 
street  to  the  south  line  of  Washington  avenue,  as  constructed 
by  the  company,  is  in  the  condition  of  an  ordinary  street  inter- 
section. 

The  safety  gates,  watch-boxes,  and  all  the  items  for  cost  of 
apparatus  incident  to  a  grade  crossing,  represent  a  sum  ex- 
pended primarily  to  insure  the  company  against  loss  from  claims 
for  damages  to  persons  or  property,  which  might  result  from 
the  negligence  of  its  employees  in  operating  moving  trains  in 
this  populous  district,  although  as  a  preventitive  of  accidents,  it 
is  incidentally  an  advantage  to  the  general  public  using  the 
street  for  travel.  Such  expense  in  similar  cases  is  borne  by  the 
railroad  company. 

The  communication  of  the  General  Manager  asking  for  the 
appropriation  says  :  '^  Though  this  company  was  advised,  that 
ground  acquired  for  the  necessary  purposes  of  the  railroad, 
would  not  be  liable  to  charges  for  paving  (7  Norris,  424),  yet 
on  this  particular  question,  the  case  is  submitted,  showing  this 
work  to  have  been  done  at  the  request  of  your  bodies,  presents 
the  strongest  possible  equity,  justifying  the  company  in  askinor 
that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  work." 
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I  find,  however,  that  the  Ordinance  of  request,  dated  Novem- 
ber 15,  1883,  cited  in  his  communication,  is  simply  to  the 
effect  that  the  Railroad  Company  shall  "  at  once  take  down  the 
fences,  and  throw  open  Fifteenth  street,  from  Carpenter  street 
to  Washington  avenue,  pending  the  decision  of  the  Jury  and 
the  Court." 

There  is  no  request  for  the  expenditure  of  money  on  behalf 
of  the  City.  The  recjuest  referred  to,  must  therefore  be  implied 
from  the  fact  that  the  letter  of  Charles  G.  Pugh,  Esq.,  General 
Manager,  to  John  D.  Estabrook,  Esq.,  dated  November  22, 
1883,  after  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  resolution  of 
Councils,  requesting  the  removal  of  the  fences,  contains  the 
following : 

"  This  Company,  though  much  injured,  has  no  desire  to  delay 
the  opening  of  the  street ;  but,  before  the  same  can  be  safely 
traveled,  it  is  necessary  that  certain  planking  etc.,  should  be 
done.  This  Company  tvill  do  this  work,  and  submit  the  cost 
thereof  to  the  jury,  as  a  part  of  the  compensation  to  he  made 
for  the  opening  of  the  street,  at  which  time,  the  street  will  then 
be  opened. 

This  letter  was  referred  by  Mr.  Estabrook  to  Councils,  and 
Mr.  Pugh  was  so  advised  by  letter,  dated  November  23,  1883. 
Councils  took  no  action  upon  it.  The  letter  refers  to  "  certain 
planking,  etc.,  as  necessary  before  the  street  can  be  safely 
traveled." 

I  find  by  reference  to  the  itemized  bill  submitted  by  the 
company : 

8,040  feet  of  3  inch  white  oak  crossing  plank,  at  $30 $241.20 

589  lineal  feet  of  crossing  plank,  at  06 35.34 

225  lbs.  wrought  iron  spikes,  for  planks,  at  .04 8.96 

This  amounts  to  a  total  on  account  of  "certain  planking," $285.50 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  balance  of  the  bill  of 
$5,570.60,  was  represented  by  an  "etc." 

At  the  time  of  this  correspondence,  the  jury  appointed  by  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  upon  the  petition  of  the  P.  W.  &  B. 
R.  R.  Co.,  were  sitting  to  hear  the  testimony  presented  by  the 
railroad  company  in  support  of  its  claims  for  damages.  As 
intimated  in  Mr.  Pugh's  letter,  the  company  presented  before, 
the  jury  a  claim  for  "planking  etc.,"  being  identical  with  the 
account  now  presented  to  Councils,  and  amounting  to  $5,570.60. 
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In  addition  to  this  claim,  the  company  asked  for  an  alloAvance 
of  the  sum  of  $8,000  for  expense  of  maintaining  safety-gates, 
and  the  sum  of  $12,500,  as  the  actual  value  of  the  ground 
taken  for  the  street. 

On  the  City  side  of  the  case,  it  was  contended  before  the 
jury  that  in  no  event  should  the  item  of  $5,570.60  for  work  or 
materials,  or  the  item  $8,000  for  expense  of  maintaining  gates, 
be  allowed  as  part  of  the  compensation  to  be  allowed  the 
company. 

The  jury  allowed  the  company  the  sum  of  $12,500  as  full 
compensation,  not  being  satisfied  that  the  item  of  $5,570  ex- 
pended by  the  company  should  be  allowed  as  an  element  of 
damage  to  the  company,  and  stating  as  to  the  "  claim  before 
this  jury,  for  the  allowance  of  the  sum  of  $8,000  for  the  ex- 
pense of  keeping  safety-gates  on  the  line  of  said  Fifteenth 
street,  from  Carpenter  street  to  Washington  avenue."  '•  The 
jury  find  the  said  gates  are  placed  there  for  the  benefit,  advan- 
tage, and  safety  of  the  said  railroad  company,  and  should  be  at 
their  own  expense,  and  therefore,  the  said  jury  do  report  against 
the  allowance  of  the  said  last  mentioned  sum  as  an  element  of 
damage  to  the  said  railroad  company." 

The  company  having  submitted  its  claim  to  the  jury,  and 
having  been  defeated  there,  might  have  filed  exceptions  to 
report,  and  had  the  legality  of  its  claims  passed  upon  by  the 
Court.  This  it  did  not  do,  but  the  City,  under  a  claim  that  the 
company  had  no  right  to  recover  any  damages  whatever  in  the 
premises,  filed  exceptions  to  the  report  allowing  $12,800. 

The  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  however,  has  confirmed  the 
report,  and  the  City  is  about  to  remove  the  record  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

Therefore,  if  the  bill  presented  for  payment  by  the  appro- 
priation asked  for,  is  treated  as  a  part  of  the  compensation  for 
opening  the  street,  I  advise  you  that  tlie  claim  has  been  decided 
already  adversely  to  the  company  by  the  jury  before  whom  the 
claim  was  presented,  and  that  this  report  has  been  confirmed 
by  the  Court.  And  if  it  is  presented  as  a  bill  for  work  and 
labor  done  in  the  construction  of  a  highway,  I  am  of  opinion, 
that  the  position  cannot  be  legally  maintained,  that  the  Citv 
is  under  any  contract,  express  or  implied,  that  would  oblige 
Councils  to  make  the  appropriation. 

I  am  of  opinion,  however,  that  Councils  have  authority,  if 
in  their  judgment  they  think  it  proper  under  the  above  state 
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of  facts  so  to  do,  to  appropriate  enough  money  to  cover  the 
items  of  paving  and  curbing  of  the  roadway  of  the  street, 
which  work  the  City  may  have  been  obliged  to  do  at  her  own 
expense.  But,  a  two-thirds  vote  of  Councils,  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  is  necessary,  as  provided  for  in  Section  5,  of  the  Act  of 
May  23,  1874,  P.  L.,  231,  but  I  do  not  think  that  Councils 
have  the  power  to  appropriate  money  to  pay  for  watch-boxes, 
stove  and  fixtures  therefor,  crossing  gates,  etc.,  which,  as  has 
been  found  by  the  jury,  "  are  placed  there  for  the  benefit, 
advantage,  and  safety  of  the  railroad  company,"  and  which,  it 
may  be  added,  will  remain  the  property  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany, and  be  for  the  use  of  the  watchmen  and  employees  of 
the  company.

John  D.  Estabrook,  Esq., 

Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways, 

Dear  Sir  : — Whenever  you  find  the  highways  are  danger- 
ous for  pedestrians,  by  reason  of  wash-outs  along  the  sidewalks, 
or  bad  condition  of  sidewalk  pavements,  and  the  property 
owners,  after  having  been  served  with  the  legal  notice,  neglect 
or  refuse  to  make  the  repairs,  it  is  your  duty  to  do  so,  and 
Item  15,  of  the  annual  appropriation  is  available  for  this  pur- 
pose, no  matter  in  what  section  of  the  city  the  work  is  re- 
quired. 

You  should  follow  the  usual  course,  however,  and  cause  liens 
to  be  filed  in  all  cases.  The  question  of  whether  the  property 
is  legally  liable  to  the  local  tax  or  assessment,  can  then  be 
properly  determined  in  each  particular  case. 

As  you  suggest,  it  is  extremely  important  that  this  work 
should  be  done,  as  delay  for  any  reason  may  at  any  time  in  any 
single  case,  mulct  the  city  in  damages  to  an  extent  as  great  as 
the  whole  amount  of  the  item  for  repairs. 
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The  item  itself  contains  no  restriction  or  qualification  as  to 
its  use,  and  is  evidently  intended  for  any  and  all  cases  of  ne- 
cessity. You  are  right,  therefore,  in  presuming  that  it  is 
your  duty  to  have  all  dangerous  sidewalks  repaired  so  far  as 
practicable  under  the  appropriation. 

The  law  will  settle  in  due  course  the  responsibility  of  the 
abutting  property  in  each  particular  case. 

In  answer  to  that  part  of  your  communication  which  refers 
to  the  criticism  of  the  Courts,  I  enclose  a  cutting  from  the  Legal 
Intelligencer  of  Friday,  April  3,  1885,  which  is  an  illustration, 
one  of  many,  of  the  way  in  which  by  lack  of  promptness  in 
guarding  or  repairing  breaks  in  the  highway,  the  city  is  com- 
pelled to  pay  large  sums  as  damages,  and  citizens  are  need- 
lessly subjected  to  painful  and  often  life-long  injuries  and 
.sometimes  death.

It  (a  license)  is  induced 
almost  always  by  confidence  in  the  character  of  the  licensee."

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  May  25,  was  duly  re- 
ceived, stating  that  Joseph  I*arker  is  making  continual  use  of 
a  fire  hydrant  for  the  purposes  of  washing  wagons  and  carts, 
and  that  John  McCoy  is  using  a  fire  hydrant  for  the  purposes 
of  wetting  manure  piles,  and  requesting  from  this  Department 
instructions  as  to  the  most  effective  and  speedy  remedy  in  such 
cases. 

Cases  similar  to  those  suggested  by  you  frequently  arise,  and 
the  practice  in  relation  thereto  is  in  much  confusion.  I  have 
taken  the  liberty  of  answering  your  communication  for  these 
reasons  somewhat  in  detail. 

At  common  laAV,  the  method  of  enforcing  Ordinances  was 
by  actions  of  debt  and  assumpsit. 

Where  the  mode  of  enforcement  of  ordinances  is  pre- 
scribed by  charter,  that  mode  must  be  pursued.    1  Dillon,  343. 

In  this  State,  the  following  statutes  have  been  passed  relative 
to  the  mode  of  enforcing  the  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

The  Act  of  April  15,  1835,  Section  7,  P.  L.,  292,  Purdon, 
849,  provides:  "The  aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace  of 
every  city,  incorporated  township  and  borough  in  this  Com- 
monwealth shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine  all  actions 
of  debt  for  penalty  for  the  breach  of  any  ordinance,  by-law, 
or  regulation  of  such  city,  township  or  borough,  in  the  same 
manner  and  subject  to  the  same  right  of  appeal  as  debts  under 
$100,  and  such  actions  shall  be  instituted  in  the  corporate 
name  of  such  city,  township,  or  borough." 

The  Act  of  April  5,  1849,  Section  7,  P.  L.,  410,  provides: 
"  In  all  cases  of  the  breach  of  any  by-laws  of  any  city, 
borough,  town  or  corporate  body  within  this  Commonwealth 
subjecting  the  offender  to  a  penalty  or  fine  therefor,  that  suits 
for  the  recovery  thereof,  may  be  maintained  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  or  alderman  in  like  manner  as  suits  for  the 
recovery  of  debts  under  the  sum  of  $100  may  now  be  main- 
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tained  before  them,  provided  the  parties  shall  have  the  right 
of  appeal  as  in  other  cases." 

The  Act  of  May  7,  1857,  P.  L.,  426,  provides,  Section  2 ; 
'*  That  for  all  breaches  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, on  and  after  the  1st  of  July  next,  the  original  process 
shall  be  as  now  prescribed  in  cases  of  security  of  the  peace, 
provided  that  the  remedy  by  suit  of  certiorari  shall  be  as 
heretofore."' 

The  Act  of  March  15,  1858,  Section  1,  P.  L.,  114,  pro- 
vides :  "  That  for  all  breaches  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  where  the  ])enalty  demanded  is  $50  and  up- 
wards, actions  of  debt  shall  be  brought  in  the  corporate  name 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
May  7,  A.  D.,  1857,  so  far  as  is  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed." 

The  Act  of  May  3,  1876,  P.  L.,  99,  provides:  "That  any 
Police  Officer  or  Constable,  upon  view  of  the  breach  of  any 
ordinance  of  any  city  of  the  first  class,  is  authorized  to  forth- 
with arrest  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  without  any 
process,  to  take  such  person  or  persons  forthwith  before  any 
police  magistrate  or  alderman  of  said  city,  who  shall  thereupon 
require  bail  for  the  appearance  of  such  person  or  persons  at  a 
time  to  be  fixed  for  the  hearino-  of  said  charnjes,  and  in  default 
of  bail  to  commit  for  a  hearing,  and  at  said  hearing  the  case 
shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  the  parties  were  appearing  before 
said  magistrate  or  alderman,  upon  a  summons  duly  issued  and 
return  served ;  or  if  both  parties  desire  it,  the  case  may  be 
entered  and  determined  by  the  magistrate  in  like  manner, 
Avithout  requiring  bail  or  further  attendance." 

In  addition  to  these  statutes,  there  are  a  few  statutes  direct- 
ing the  manner  in  which  penalties  may  be  collected  in  special 
cases,  but  the  above  statutes  are  believed  to  be  the  only  gen- 
eral statutes  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  relating  to  this 
subject.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Act  of  May  7,  1857,  above 
cited,  declares  that  the  original  process  for  all  breaches  of 
ordinances  must  be  in  the  form  prescribed  in  cases  of  security 
of  the  peace.  The  process  in  cases  of  security  of  the  peace 
existing  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  Act  was  a  warrant 
of  arrest;   City  vs.  Campbell,  11  Pliila.,  163. 

The  Act  of  March  15,  1858,  did  not  alter  or  repeal  the 
Act  of  May  7,  1857,  where  the  penalty  demanded  was  under 
$50.  The  Act  of  May  7,  1857,  does  not  in  express  words 
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repeal  the  prior  Acts  of  1835  and  1849.  The  three  Acts 
however,  cannot  stand  together,  for  the  last  Act  of  1857  de- 
clares that  for  all  breaches  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  the  original  process  must  be  by  warrant. 

If  the  suits  for  breaches  of  ordinances  must  be  commenced 
by  a  warrant  of  arrest,  it  is  clear  they  cannot  be  commenced 
as  suits  for  the  recovery  of  debts  under  $100  were  commenced 
under  the  Act  of  1849. 

In  my  judgment,  the  Act  of  May  7,  1857,  repeals  all 
former  Acts  in  this  State  on  this  subject ;  and  it  is  equally 
clear  that  the  Act  of  March  15,  1858,  repeals  the  Act  of  May 
7,  1857,  where  the  penalty  demanded  is  $50  and  upwards, 
and  left  the  proceedings  in  such  cases  to  be  commenced  by 
actions  of  debt. 

The  Act  of  1876  applies  only  in  cases  where  a  Police 
Officer  or  a  Constable  sees  the  offence  committed.  In  such 
cases  the  officer  has  power  to  make  the  arrest  without  a  war- 
rant or  an  affidavit  from  any  person. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion,  as  the  law  stands  to-day,  that 
for  all  breaches  of  ordinances  where  the  penalty  demanded 
is  under  $50,  the  only  mode  of  enforcing  the  ordinances 
is  by  warrant  of  arrest  under  the  Act  of  1857  ;  or  in  cases 
where  the  offence  is  observed  by  an  officer,  by  a  proceed- 
ing under  the  Act  of  1876;  and  in  all  cases  where  the  penalty 
demanded  is  $50  or  upwards,  the  mode  of  enforcing  the  ordi- 
nances is  either  by  an  action  of  debt  under  the  Act  of  1858, 
or  w^here  the  off"ence  is  observed  by  an  officer,  by  a  proceeding 
under  the  Act  of  1876. 

In  applying  the  law  to  the  questions  as  submitted  by  you,  I 
should  say,  that  not  only  the  most  "  effective  and  speedy 
way,"  but  the  only  way  of  enforcing  the  penalty  where  it  is 
under  $50,  is  by  an  arrest  under  the  Act  of  1857,  or  1876,  as 
set  forth  in  the  statutes  above  quoted.  Where  the  penalty  is 
over  $50  the  Act  of  1876  affords  the  speediest  remedy. 

I  am  aware  that  the  practice  has  been  different,  but  I  believe 
the  law  as  stated  above  to  be  correct.

"  Dear  Sir  : — Believing  that  the  proposed  National  En- 
campment in  the  West  Park  will  entail  great  damage  to  this 
beautiful  pleasure  ground,  and  that  the  scheme  is  in  many  re- 
spects unlawful,  I  very  earnestly  ask  you  to  investigate  the 
matter  and  institute  the  necessary  measures  in  Councils  to 
protect  to  the  citizens  of  our  city  their  right  to  the  freedom  of 
the  Park,  and  to  ward  off  the  threatened  mischief.

The  question  upon  which  you  desire  my  opinion,  I  under- 
stand to  be  this :  '•  Have  Councils  the  power  to  institute  the 
necessary  measures  to  protect  the  beauty,  health,  and  freedom 
of  the  Park?" 

The  title  to  Fairmount  Park  is  by  the  Act  of  April  14,  1868, 
vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  The  money  of  the  citizens 
of  Philadelphia  maintains  it.  The  purposes  of  the  Park  are 
named  in  the  Act  of  March  26, 1867 ;  creating  it,  wherein  it  is 
declared  the  l*ark  "  shall  be  laid  out  and  maintained  forever  as 
an  open  public  place  and  park  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of 
the  people  of  said  City,  and  the  preservation  of  the  purity  of 
the  water  supply  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 
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And  it  is  further  declared  in  the  Act  of  March  16,  1870, 
that,  "  The  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  required  to  main- 
tain and  keep  open  the  said  Fairmount  Park  for  the  free  use 
and  enjoyment  of  all  of  the  citizens  of  this  City,  subject  to  the 
rules  adopted  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  the 
same,  etc." 

The  control  and  management  of  the  Park  are  vested  by  Act 
of  Assembly  in  the  Park  Commissioners. 

A  very  full  and  extended  power  is  granted  to  the  Park 
Commissioners  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment and  improvement  of  the  Park,  but  I  think  all  rules  and 
regulations  made  by  the  Commissioners  must  have  for  their 
object  the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  named  in  the  Act,  and 
be  consistent  therewith. 

Certainly,  no  rule  or  regulation  of  the  Commissioners  is 
valid,  which  is  contrary  to  a  rule  or  regulation  announced  in 
the  statute  creating  the  Commission. 

Among  these  statutory  regulations,  I  find  the  following : 
"  The  Park  shall  be  under  the  followino;  rules  and  regulations  : 
jNo  one  shall  cut,  break,  or  in  anywise  injure  or  deface  trees, 
shrubs,  plants,  turf,  or  any  of  the  buildings,  fences,  structures, 
or  statuary,  or  foul  any  fountains  or  springs  within  the  Park." 

If  the  Park  Commissioners  grant  any  licenses,  or  make  any 
regulations  which  cause  the  destruction  of  the  turf,  shrubbery, 
or  any  of  the  Park  property,  I  think  such  permission  contra- 
venes the  purposes  of  the  Act,  and  transcends  the  power  con- 
ferred on  them  by  the  Act  of  their  creation. 

If  Councils  have  in  their  posession  such  facts  as  induce  them 
to  believe  that  a  licence  has  been  granted,  or  a  regulation  made, 
which  instead  of  preserving  the  turf,  shubbery,  and  other  Park 
property,  will  result  in  the  damage  or  destruction  of  the  same, 
I  am  of  opinion,  that  they.  Councils,  have  the  power  to  direct 
the  institution  of  proceedings  to  prevent  such  damage  or  injury 
being  done. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  add,  that  as  the  Law  Officer 
of  the  City,  I  cannot  institute  any  proceedings  without  specific 
directions  from  both  Chambers  of  Councils.

.  Dear  Sir  : — Referring  to  the  Resolution  of  instructions  to 
the  City  Solicitor,  relative  to  the  power  of  the  Board  of 
Health  to  fill  up  wells  used  for  drinking  purposes,  which  reso- 
lution is  as  follows : 

^''Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Comicih  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.,  That  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  instructed 
to  inform  Councils  as  to  the  power  and  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  to  fill  up  wells  for  drinking  purposes." 

I  would  say,  that  the  power  and  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Health  is  derived  from  the  Act  of  January  29,  1818,  which 
inter  alia  provides  as  follows  : 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  to  cause  all  offen- 
sive or  putrid  substances  or  anything  which  may  have  a  ten- 
dency in  their  opinion  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  citizens 
to  be  removed  from  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  highways,  wharves, 
docks,  or  any  part  or  parts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Dis- 
trict of  Southwark,  and  the  Township  of  the  Northern  Liber- 
ties, Moyamensing,  and  Penn  *  *  *  *  ^^g  the  Board 
shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  for  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  thereof." 

On  April  5,  1849,  there  was  passed  an  Act,  fifth  Section 
of  which  provides  as  follows  : 

"  The  Board  of  Health  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  remove  the  causes  of  all  nuisances  that  exist  now,  or  may 
be  hereafter  created,  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same 
authority  as  the  existing  laws  now  authorize  them  to  remove 
all  nuisances." 

There  have  been  many  Acts  of  Assembly  other  than  these, 
giving  various  powers  to  the  Board  of  Health,  but  the  au- 
thority claimed,  will  I  think,  be  found  in  the  above  cited  Acts 
of  Assembly.  The  Act  of  1818  gives  to  the  Board  of  Health 
full  and  ample  powers,  and  I  am  of  opinion,  that  if  the  Board 
of  Health  has  positive  and  convincing  proof  that  the  pumps 
and  wells  within  the  built  up  District  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia oret  their  supply  from  a  body  of  water  which  is  noxious 
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and  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  citizens,  it  has  the  power  to 
abate  such  nuisances  and  order  such  wells  to  be  filled  up. 

Before  the  Board  can  make  such  a  general  order  however, 
it  must  be  convinced  that  the  Avater  in  all  such  pumps  and 
wells  is  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  citizens.  Without  this 
proof,  they  can  abate  the  nuisances  only  where  they  exist  in 
special  cases.  The  law  has  placed  the  discretion  in  the  Board 
of  Health,  and  it  alone  is  responsible  for  its  action,  and  upon 
it  rests  the  duty,  and  in  it  the  power  to  protect  the  public 
health.

Dear  Sir  : — In  relation  to  the  matter  of  the  construction 
of  the  scAver  on  the  line  of  Dauphin  street,  under  the  tracks 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  about  Avhich  you  have 
been  in  communication  Avith  this  department,  I  advise  you 
that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  have  no  legal  right 
to  demand  from  the  contractors  such  a  bond  of  indemnity  as 
they  have  been  asked  to  sign.  The  contractors  have  an  un- 
doubted right  to  construct  said  sewer  underneath  the  roadbed 
of  the  company,  and  they  should  proceed  with  the  work  at 
once,  using  all  reasonable  care  to  protect  the  property  of  the 
company.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  June  30,  1885,  you  request 
my  opinion  as  to  "  Avhat  disposition  shall  be  made  of  the 
funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  animals  seized  by  the  order  of 
the  Board  of  Health." 

By  the  Act  of  April  5,  1849,  page  34(i,  P.  L.,  the  Board 
of  Health  is  directed  to  deliver  hogs  and  other  animals  seized 
under  that  Act,  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  for  the  use  of 
the  poor. 

By  the  Consolidation  Act,  AV.  D.,  page  319,  Section  2. 
All  moneys  received  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor 
must  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

If  the  animals  delivered  to  your  department  have  been  con- 
verted into  money,  the  money  should  be  paid  by  you  into  the 
City  Treasury.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  June  29,  referring  to  a  decision 
made  in  1845,  and  noted  in  Purdon's  Digest,  relative  to  the 
construction  of  the  Act  of  June  11,  1832,  was  duly  received. 

You  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether  that  decision  still 
holds.     The  decision  as  given  in  the  Digest,  is  as  follows : 

"A  vessel  carrying  coal  for  a  single  trip  is  engaged  in  the 
coal  trade  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act." 

The  Act  of  Assembly  referred  to,  Purdon's  Digest,  page 
1318,  provides  : 

"  That  no  health  fee,  or  half  pilotage  shall  be  charged  on 
any  American  vessel  engaged  in  the  Pennsylvania  coal  trade." 

The  opinion  of  the  Court  in  that  case  is  not  to  be  found  in 
the  Law  Library,  and  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  the  original 
manuscript  among  the  records  of  the  Court.  What  the  facts 
were  in  that  case,  I  am  unable  to  say.  The  point  decided  in 
the  case  probably  was  that  a  vessel  carrying  coal  on  a  single 
trip  is  on  that  trip  exempt  from  the  payment  of  fees.  It  is 
impossible  from  the  brief  abstract  of  the  opinion,  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  facts,  to  say  positively  what  was  decided.    . 

It  would  be  a  very  forced  construction,  however,  of  the  Act, 
to  say  that  a  vessel  which  has  carried  coal  but  a  "  single  trip  " 
during  its  existence,  but  at  all  other  times  has  been  engaged  in 
the  carrying  of  some  other  article,  is  engaged  in  the  Pennsyl- 
vania coal  trade,  and  therefore  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
fees.  In  my  judgment,  every  vessel  which  comes  into,  or  goes 
out  of  this  port  loaded  in  part  or  in  whole  with  a  cargo  of 
Pennsylvania  coal,  is  on  that  trip  exempt  within  the  meaning 
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of  the  Act,  from  the  payment  of  fees,  but  on  all  trips  when 
Pennsylvania  coal  is  not  a  part  of  the  cargo,  the  fees  should  be 
paid  in  accordance  with  the  Acts  of  Assembly.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  June  30.  You  request  my  opinion,  "  as  to  whether 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  commonly  known 
as  the  Bullitt  Bill,  which  relate  to  the  appointment  and  pro- 
motion of  officers,  clerks,  and  employees  under  Civil  Service 
rules,  apply  to  the  present  Mayor  and  heads  of  Departments, 
or  to  the  Mayor  and  heads  of  Departments  authorized  by  said 
Act." 

I  reply  thereto,  that  in  my  opinion,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
present  Mayor  and  heads  of  Departments  to  make  and  promul- 
gate, within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  said  Act,  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  are  referred  to  in  Article  12,  Section  3  of 
said  Act.  These  rules  and  regulations,  when  so  made,  will  not 
take  eifect  until  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  and  will  not 
apply  to  the  appointments  of  the  present  Mayor  and  heads  of 
Departments.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  seen  a  statement  of  your  opinion  on 
the  amendment  to  the  City  Charter  in  the  newspapers. 
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Being  concerned  as  one  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  I 
venture  to  ask  you  how  we  are  to  get  around  the  provision  in 
Article  12,  Section  3,  Avhich  reads :  "  But  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  Act,  no  such  appointment,  etc.,  sliall  be  lawful 
except  when  made  under  and  in  pursuance  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions Avhich  must  be  promulgated  within  sixty  days  from  the 
passage  of  this  Act."  It  seemed  to  me  quite  plain,  and  I  am 
informed  the  clause  was  inserted  to  prevent  heads  of  depart- 
ments being  able  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  dismissal. 

It  is  certainly  most  serious,  and  I  would  like  to  know  how 
you  came  to  the  conclusion,  if  you  have  done  so,  that  the  Act 
does  not  regulate  appointments  till  1887.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  in  reference  to  my  opinion  upon 
the  Bullitt  bill,  and  requesting  my  views  more  in  detail,  was 
received.  In  my  judgment,  the  appointments  mentioned  in  the 
^Act  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  Civil  Service  rules,  are 
appointments  not  by  the  present  departments,  but  by  the  heads 
of  departments  created  by  the  Act.  You  will  observe  that  the 
statute  declares  that  there  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
nine  departments  called  "  Executive  Departments,"  and  that 
on  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  the  executive 
power  of  the  city  shall  be  vested  in  the  Mayor  and  said  nine 
departments. 

The  appointing  power  is  an  executive  power,  and  until 
April,  1887,  there  is  no  power  vested  by  this  statute  in  any 
person  or  department  to  make  any  appointments  whatsoever. 
The  first  eleven  articles  of  the  bill  are  devoted  to  the  enumer- 
ation of  the  powers,  provisions,  and  limitations  of  the  said 
departments,  and  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  the  said  nine  de- 
partments, and  the  boards  attached  thereto. 

You  will  observe  that  up  to  the  twelfth  article  of  said  bilU 
with  two  or  three  unimportant  exceptions,  there  can  be  found 
no  statement  of  the  manner  in  which  the  heads  of  the  three

non-elective  departments  shall  be  appointed,  or  by  which  the 
subordinate  officers  and  clerks  of  the  nine  departments  shall  be 
appointed. 

This  Article  12  is  composed  of  three  sections,  and  entirely 
devoted  to  the  manner  of  appointing  these  officers  of  these 
nine  departments. 

In  this  article  12,  as  in  the  previous  Articles,  you  will  fail 
to  find  a  single  word  to  indicate  that  persons  who  are  given 
appointing  power  are  the  heads  of  the  present  departments. 
Article  12,  in  its  first  section,  provides  that  the  Mayor  (not 
the  present  Mayor),  shall  nominate,  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  Select  Council,  appoint  a  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Public  Safety,  a  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Department 
of  Charities  and  Corrections. 

We  thus  have  provided  in  the  Act,  a  method  of  securing 
the  heads  of  nine  departments,  six  by  election,  and  three  by 
appointment,  as  contained  in  the  above  section.  There  is, 
however,  up  to  this  point,  no  method  provided  for  securing 
subordinate  officers  and  clerks  in  the  various  departments. 
The  appointment  of  the  subordinate  officers  and  clerks  Avho  are 
to  be  employed  in  these  nine  departments  is  provided  for  in  the 
second  section  of  this  Article,  which  declares  that  they  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments. 

Had  the  Act  stopped  here,  we  would  have  no  Civil  Service 
rules.  Section  3,  however,  does  three  things.  It  reiterates 
the  fact  that  the  officers  and  clerks  of  these  nine  departments 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  heads  of  the  said  departments  and 
the  boards  attached  thereto. 

In  the  second  place,  it  announces  the  rules  which  must 
govern  the  examination  and  appointment  of  the  applicants  for 
these  positions  under  these  departments,  excepting  that  of  the 
City  Solicitor ;  and  thirdly,  it  provides  a  period  within  which 
these  rules  must  be  made. 

It  is  too  clear  to  admit  of  a  doubt  that  the  words  '•  the 
several  departments  and  sub-divisions  thereof  and  boards 
attached  thereto,"  found  at  the  beginning  of  this  section  (3), 
relate  to  only  that  which  precedes,  namely,  the  nine  departments 
and  the  boards  attached  thereto. 

And  to  further  confirm  what  I  have  said  in  this  respect,  I 
beg  you  to  turn  back  to  Article  3,  relating  to  the  Department 
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of  Public  Safety,  and  near  the  end  of  that  Article  you  will 
lind  what  is  meant  by  the  words  "  boards  attached  thei'eto,"  as 
used  in  this  section,  8. 

You  will  there  find  that  it  is  provided  that  the  Board  of 
Health  "shall  be  attached"  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  and  further  on  in  the  same  Article  you  will  find  it  is 
provided  the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors  "  shall  be  attached 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,"  and  that  the  appoint- 
ments in  the  said  attached  boards  shall  be  made  by  the  heads 
of  the  said  departments,  just  as  provided  in  this  same  section  3. 

It  therefore  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  appointments  referred 
to  in  the  Act,  are  the  appointments  to  be  made  on  and  after 
the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  by  the  heads  of  the  Execu- 
tive Departments  which  then  go  into  existence.  The  last 
proviso  in  section  3  is  in  the  words:  "That  no  officer,  clerk, 
or  employee  shall  be  appointed  in  any  department,  sub-division 
thereof,  or  any  board  attached  thereto,  until  such  rules  and 
regulations  have  been  promulgated,  except  to  fill  a  vacancy 
caused  by  death  or  resignation." 

These  words,  you  will  observe,  are  identical  with  those  used 
in  the  beginning  of  section  3,  Avhich,  as  I  have  already  shown, 
mean  "  appointments  by  the  nine  new  departments  and  the 
boards  thereto  attached."  The  present  departments  are  not 
prevented  by  anything  in  the  proviso  from  making  the  appoint- 
ments before  the  regulations  are  promulgated,  because  the  ap- 
pointments there  named  are  the  appointments  which  can  only 
be  made  after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887.  After  that 
time,  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  vacancy  caused  by  death  or 
resignation,  but  in  no  other  case,  an  appointment  may  be  made, 
even  though  the  regulations  applicable  to  that  particular  position 
shall  not  have  been  promulgated. 

It  has  been  supposed  by  some,  that  the  words  "•  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  no  such  appointment  or  any 
promotion,"  etc.,  "  shall  be  lawful  except  made  in  pursuance  " 
of  Civil  Service  rules,  are  sufficient  to  prevent  the  existing  de- 
partments from  making  appointments  except  in  accordance 
with  said  rules. 

This,  after  a  careful  consideration,  I  am  convinced  is  a  mis- 
take. You  will  observe  that  the  words  are  "  no  such  appoint^ 
ment,"  and  the  appointments,  which,  as  I  have  shown,  can 
alone  be  made,  are  the  appointments  of  officers  and  clerks  em- 
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ployed  in  the  nine  departments  and  made  by  the  heads  of  said 
nine  departments. 

So  fiir  as  I  can  observe,  the  Act  would  have  been  just  as 
eflFectual  to  secure  appointments  in  accordance  with  said  rules 
had  it  provided  that  no  such  appointments  shall  be  made  after 
the  first  Monday  in  April,  1887. 

So  long  as  the  appointing  power  does  not  exist  prior  to  April, 
1887,  the  Avords  "  but  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act" 
have  no  controlling  effect  whatever  upon  these  appointments. 
These  words  do  not  affect  persons  or  departments  now  in  exist- 
ence to  which  the}^  do  not  relate. 

The  Board  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  of  which  you  are 
a  member,  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  will  be  abolished, 
and  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  Board  Avill  be  trinsferred  to 
the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction.  In  the  meantimeA 
the  Board  remains  unaffected  by  anything  in  the  Bullitt  bill, ' 
and  Avhile  it  may,  like  any  other  department,  voluntarily  adopt 
Civil  Service  rules,  there  is  in  the  Act  nothing  mandatory 
compelling  the  Board  to  make  appointments  in  accordance 
with  such  rules.  The  remaining  (piestion  is  :  Who  shall  make 
these  Civil  Service  rules,  and  when  ? 

I  have  advised  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  present  Mavor  and 
heads  of  departments  to  make  them.  I  maintain  this  for  sev- 
eral reasons.  Firsts  because  it  is  the  only  safe  course  to  adopt 
without  a  possibility  of  defeating  Civil  Service.  For,  if  I  had 
advised  that  the  rules  could  only  be  made  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  nine  departments  entering  into  power  on  the  first  Monday 
in  April,  1887,  and  the  time  named  in  the  Act  expired  before 
the  rules  were  promulgated,  and  the  Court  subsequently  decided 
that  the  rules  must,  as  the  Act  declares,  be  made  within  sixty 
days,  then  in  that  event  no  rules  could  ever  be  adopted  in  con- 
formity with  the  Act,  and  one  of  the  most  important  objects  of 
the  bill  fails. 

On  the  contrary,  if  I  am  wrong  in  asserting  that  the  rules 
must  be  made  within  the  time  named  in  the  Act,  then  these 
rules  so  made,  will  be  useless  and  of  no  effect,  and  rules  adopted 
after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  will  go  into  operation 
the  same  as  if  the  rules  made  by  the  present  Mayor  and  heads 
of  departments  liad  never  been  promulgated,  and  thus  Civil 
Service  be  secured. 

Second^  I  believe  that  this  Act  should,  if  possible,  be  sus- 
tained, and  not  destroyed,  if  it  can  be  done  by  a  fair  con- 
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struction.  If  these  words,  "  shall  be  made  by  the  Mayor  and 
heads  of  departments,"  stood  alone  without  qualification,  I 
Avould  be  of  opinion  that  they  referred  to  the  Mayor  to  be 
elected  under  this  Act,  and  the  heads  of  the  nine  departments, 
but  tied  in  as  these  words  are  with  the  qualifications  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  and  heads  of  departments  to 
make  and  promulgate  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  Act  these  rules,  I  think  it  is  only  fair  to  say,  and  thus  give 
life,  and  not  destroy  the  whole  bill,  that  it  was  intended  that 
the  rules  should  be  made  by  the  present  Mayor  and  heads  of 
departments. 

It  must  be  plain  that  the  Mayor  and  heads  of  departments 
who  go  into  office  nearly  two  years  hence,  cannot  within  sixty 
days  from  the  passage  of  this  x'Vct,  make  these  rules.  All  rules 
made  after  the  expiration  of  the  present  Mayor's  term,  will  not 
be  made  in  conformity  with  the  statute,  and  I  fear  will  be  a 
nullity. 

Furtliermore,  you  will  observe  that  it  will  be  almost  impos- 
sible to  formulate  rules  after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887, 
without  stopping  municipal  business  and  causing  dangerous 
and  expensive  delays. 

It  is  provided  that  the  first  election  under  the  Act  shall  be 
held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  February,  about  six  weeks  before 
the  term  of  the  new  Mayor  commences.  After  the  election 
the  votes  must  be  counted,  and  it  will  be  impossible  for  the 
three  directors  of  the  three  important  departments  to  be  even 
selected  by  the  Mayor  until  about  the  time  he  takes  his  seat. 
Before  the  directors  nominated  are  appointed.  Select  Council 
must  agree  to  the  selection  and  appointment.  This  Avill  take 
considerable  time.  Then  the  directors,  either  alone  or  in  con- 
junction with  the  other  departments,  must  make  the  necessary 
rules,  which  will  consume  further  time.  These  rules  then 
must  be  published,  and  an  open,  public,  and  competitive  exam- 
ination must  be  had,  and  the  proper  appointments  made  from 
among  the  applicants  ;  all  this  may  consume  weeks.  During 
this  time  no  officer,  clerk,  or  employee  can  be  appointed,  for 
such  appointment  by  the  new  departments  is  forbidden  by 
Section  3  of  Article  12,  and  the  result  will  surely  be  vacancies 
in  positions  of  vital  importance  to  the  City  with  no  power  to 
fill  them. 

It  may  therefore  be  a  wise  provision  of  the  Act  that  the 
rules  should  be  made  at  the  present  time  in  order  that  this 
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condition  of  aftairs  may  be  prevented  in  1887.  By  making 
the  rules  now,  applicants  will  know  a  long  time  previous  to 
their  examination  just  what  will  be  required  of  them,  and  this 
may  result  in  securing  a  better  class  of  servants. 

You  Avill  observe  further,  as  bearing  upon  this  point,  that 
the  making  of  Civil  Service  rules  is  not  the  only  thing  required 
by  the  Act  to  be  done  before  the  executive  power  or  the  control 
and  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  City  are  turned  over  to 
the  new  departments.  In  Article  15,  it  is  declared  "  That  the 
first  election  under  this  Act  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday 
of  February  immediately  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  the  Mayor  in  office  at  the  time  of  its  approval :  and  also, 
that  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1887,  Councils  shall 
enact  ordinances  providing  for  the  reorganization  of  the  several 
<lepartments  of  the  City,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  this  Act,  and  to  assign  by  ordinance  to  the  appropriate  de- 
partment, the  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  not  in  said  Act 
distributed,  after  which  the  present  departments  are  abolished." 

I  think,  after  mature  consideration,  that  the  construction 
placed  by  me  upon  this  bill,  is  not  only  the  legal  and  correct  one, 
but  the  safest  that  can  be  adopted  prior  to  a  decision  by  the 
Courts. 

And  lastly,  whether  I  am  right  or  wrong  upon  the  question 
of  who  shall  make  the  rules,  and  when  I  am  free  from  all 
doubt  that  upon  the  point  in  which  you  are  interested,  namely, 
the  right  of  the  present  departments  to  appoint  officers,  clerks, 
and  employees  before  the  Civil  Service  rules  are  adopted,  that 
the  Act  is  as  to  these  inoperative,  and  relates  only  to  appoint- 
ments to  be  made  after  the  first  of  April,  1887. 

The  above  are  the  considerations  which  led  me  to  the  con- 
clusion stated  in  my  opinion  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Notwithstanding  some  adverse  criticisms,  I  have  seen  no 
argument  to  change  in  the  slightest  degree  my  judgment  there 
expressed.  It  will  be  perfectly  clear  to  you  as  a  lawyer,  that 
the  question  whether  a  particular  statute  compels  and  commands 
public  officials  to  adopt  Civil  Service  rules  at  a  particular  time, 
and  the  question  of  whether  officials  may  not  independently  of  an 
statute,  voluntarily  adopt  such  rules,  are  very  different  ques- 
tions. 

I  should  be  heartily  glad  to  see  the  principles  of  Civil  Ser- 
vice voluntarily  adopted  and    immediately  enforced  in  everv

department  of  our  City  Government,  and  I  am  willing  to  con- 
tribute all  in  my  power  to  that  end :  but  in  the  enforcement  of 
these  principles  I  fear  we  shall  not  from  the  Bullitt  bill  derive 
any  assistance  until  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  suggestions  at  an  interview,  removed  my 
doubts  to  a  great  extent.  I  have  read  your  letter,  and  am  now 
quite  clear  that  the  only  way  to  construe  the  Act  that  will  not 
lead  into  intolerable  litigation  and  involve  the  grossest  absurdity, 
is,  as  you  suggest,  to  make  the  words  "such  appointments," 
qualify  all  that  follows  in  Section  3,  Article  12,  of  the  Act  of 
June  1,  1885,  relative  to  the  government  of  this  City,  and 
refer  to  appointments  after  April,  1887.  This  makes  the 
whole  an  harmonious  system,  so  far  as  this  clause  is  concerned. 
I  need  not  go  into  details,  but  will  mention  one  case  that  oc- 
curred to  us  at  Blockley. 

A  gatekeeper  was  dismissed  for  gross  misconduct.  If  the 
Act  covers  appointments  after  its  date  no  one  would  be  appointed 
till  the  rules  were  framed  and  the  examiners  appointed  and  an 
examination  had. 

Is  it  possible  that  such  an  absurdity  was  intended  ?  This  is 
one  of  the  numberless  instances  I  have  seen  of  the  wisdom  of 
the  rule,  "  hear  the  other  side."  You  have  convinced  me  that 
I  was  wrong,  and  your  construction  is  the  right  one.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  transmitted  to  you  my  opinion  relative 
to  the  proper  construction  of  the  civil  service  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  June  1,  1885,  known  as  the  ''Bullitt  Bill,"  in  which 
I  have,  after  mature  consideration,  expressed  my  judgment 
that  the  rules  when  formulated  will  not  become  operative  at 
once. 

In  addition  to  what  I  have  there  said,  and  to  prevent  any 
misunderstanding  as  to  my  vicAvs  in  the  matter,  permit  me  to 
say,  that,  while  the  Act  referred  to  is  not  mandatory,  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  heads  of  departments  should  not  inaugurate 
civil  service  in  conformity  therewith  at  once. 

Civil  service  is  demanded  by  the  public,  is  right  in  itself, 
and  needs  not  compulsory  legislation  to  warrant  the  creation 
<»f  rules  or  to  make  them  immediately  operative. 

In  my  judgment  the  heads  of  departments  should  go  on  and 
formulate  rules  and  inaugurate  the  system  voluntarily,  without 
waiting  for  this  Act  to  become  operative,  and  I  so  expressed 
myself  at  the  meeting  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  a  short 
time  since.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  first  instant, 
relative  to  certain  bills  aggregating  |1,397.62,  "incurred  in 
the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the  Mayor  of  New  Orleans 
and  other  representatives  of  the  municipal  government  of  that 
city." 
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You  state  that  these  bills  have  been  approved,  "  by  the 
Joint  Special  Committee  on'  Old  Liberty  Bell,"  and  "that 
they  are  for  the  payment  of  two  bands  of  music,  $150,  and 
the  balance  was  expended  in  entertaining  the  visitors  from  New 
Orleans  and  other  persons,  in  eating,  drinking,  smoking,  etc." 

You  ask  my  opinion  whether  "the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May 
13,  1856,  paragraph  24,  P.  L.  567,  prohibits  such  an  appro- 
priation of  public  funds,  and  if  not,  whether  the  Ordinance 
of  June  5,  1885,  providing  for  the  reception  and  entertain- 
ment of  the  Mayor  of  New  Orleans  and  other  representatives 
of  the  municipal  government  of  that  city,  on  the  return  of  the 
Old  Liberty  Bell,  and  of  instruction  to  the  City  Controller 
is  a  valid  one,  under  which  you  are  authorized  to  countersign 
the  warrants  for  the  bills  named." 

The  first  question  involves  the  construction  of  a  single  Act, 
and  the  second,  the  powers  of  our  municipal  charter. 

The  Act  referred  to  provides  as  follows :  "  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  department  or  committee  of  said  city  or  the 
officers  thereof,  or  for  the  Prison  Inspectors,  to  draw  any 
moneys  out  of  the  City  Treasury,  or  to  use  any  savings  or  the 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  any  work  or  materials  for  or  in  any 
office,  department,  or  prison,  or  any  revenues  whatsoever 
thereof  for  any  entertainment,  eating,  drinking,  or  smoking 
furnished  to  any  members  or  officers  of  said  city,  corporation, 
departments,  or  officers  thereof,  or  of  said  prison,  but  shall 
pay  the  whole  of  said  moneys  into  the  City  Treasury  ;  and 
every  warrant  drawn  for  the  expenses  of  every  department  of 
the  public  service  and  prison,  shall  contain  the  declaration 
that  no  part  thereof  has  been  used  for  said  purposes ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  City  Controller  and  his  duty,  whenever 
required  by  any  citizen,  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation 
to  any  person  presenting  a  bill  against  the  city,  as  to  its 
accuracy,  the  prices  actually  paid  or  contracted  to  be  paid 
therefor,  whether  others  and  who  are  interested  therein,  and 
as  to  whatsoever  matter  he  may  deem  needful  to  protect  the 
interests  of  said  city." 

This  Act  has  been  twice  before  the  Courts  for  interpreta- 
tion. The  first  case  was  that  of  Lewis  against  Lutz.  The 
opinion  is  b}^  Judge  Sharswood,  and  will  be  found  among  his 
original  manuscripts,  volume  10,  page  37. 

An  Ordinance  (see  Ordinances,  1862,  page  58),  had  been 
passed  to  provide  for  the  observance  of  the  tw^enty-second  of 
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February,  and  fur  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the 
Governor  anil  Members  of  the  Legislature,  etc.,  etc.  And 
to  carry  out  this  purpose  there  was  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$2,000.  The  money  was  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  a  Joint  Special  Committee  of  both  Councils.  Two  tax 
payers  filed  a  Bill  in  Equity  complaining  that  tlie  appropria- 
tion was  unlawful  and  asked  for  an  injunction. 

In  this  case.  Judge  Sharswood  was  asked  to  decide  that,  if 
the  officers  of  our  cit}'^  goverinnent  participated  in  the  enter- 
tainment, eating,  drinking,  smoking,  etc.,  at  the  expense  of 
the  city,  that  their  expenses  were  illegal,  although  the  enter- 
tainment provided  for  the  visitors  might  be  declared  legal. 
This  he  refused  to  decide,  because  the  Bill  in  Equity  did  not 
allege  that  our  officers  so  participated.  He  was  then  asked  to 
decide  that  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  representatives  of  another  city  was  designed  to  cover  the 
eating,  drinking,  and  smoking  expenses  of  the  officers  of  our 
city.     This  he  refused,  saying  : 

'•  It  is  enough  to  say  that  the  bill  nowhere  distinctly 
alleges  that  the  members  of  Councils  and  officers  of  the  city 
<lid  so  participate  in  the  entertainment  provided  for  by  the 
ordinance.  It  merely  alleges  that  it  was  designed  to  cover 
such  expenses.  We  cannot  say  that  any  such  design  appears 
on  the  face  of  tiie  ordinance.  It  is,  in  words,  confined  to  the 
])r(»per  entertainment  of  the  Governor  and  Members  of  the 
Legislature,  an  object  which  is  nowhere  prohibited." 

The  Ordinance  submitted  by  you  is  almost  identical  to  the 
one  interpreted  by  Judge  SharsAvood.  He  has  said  that  such 
an  Ordinance  does  not  on  its  face  cover  anything  prohibited  by 
this  stiitute. 

The  same  (piestion  arose  again  in  the  case  of  Tatham  vs.  the 
City  of  Philadelpliia.  2  W.  N.  C,  564.  Councils  had  appro- 
jtriated  ^50,000  to  meet  the  official  contingent  expenses  inci- 
<lental  to  the  Centennial  Exposition. 

Ju<lge  Hare  in  the  course  of  his  opinion,  refers  Avith  approval 
to  the  decision  of  Judge  Sharswood  in  above  case. 

In  view  of  these  decisions,  I  therefore  advise  you  that  the 
Act  of  May  13,  1856,  standing  alone,  does  not  prohibit  an 
apj)r()j)riati()n  of  money  for  '•"the  reception  and  entertainment 
of  tiie  Mayor  of  Ncav  Oi-leans  and  other  representatives  of  the 
Municipal  government  of  that  city." 
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The  second  question  involves  not  only  the  consideration  of 
a  particular  statute,  but  of  all  the  statutes  w.hich  form  the 
charter  of  our  Municipal  Government. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  as  a  corporate  body,  possesses  no 
powers  except  those  granted  in  the  Acts  of  incorporation,  and 
the  general  statute  laws  of  the  State,  and  such  powers  as  are 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  granted  by  statute. 
Its  power  of  appropriation  is  limited,  and  every  Ordinance  is 
void  Avhich  appropriates  public  funds  for  purposes  not  authorized 
by  its  charter.  The  Ordinance  referred  to  by  you  is  of  no 
validity  unless  the  corporation  possesses  the  power  under  the 
statutes  to  make  it.  Thei'e  is  no  direct  authorization  from  the 
Legislature  upon  the  subject.  If  it  possesses  the  power  to  pass 
such  an  Ordinance,  it  will  be  found  under  general  and  not  in 
specific  terms.  The  Act  of  March,  1789,  provides  •'  that  the 
Mayor,  Recorder.  Aldermen,  and  Common  Councils  in  common 
council  assembled,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make, 
ordain,  and  establish  such  and  so  many  laws,  ordinances,  and 
regulations  (providing  the  same  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the 
laws  and  constitution  of  this  Commonwealth),  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  said  city." 

The  Act  of  February  2,  18;")4,  ])rovides,  "  That  the  corpor- 
ation shall  have  all  the  powers,  rights,  and  immunities  incident 
to  a  Municipal  Corporation,  and  necessary  for  the  proper  gov- 
ernment of  the  same,''  and,  '•  those  of  the  present  corporation 
of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  citizens  of  Philadelphia." 

If  the  City  has  had  any  power  granted  it  to  pass  such  an 
Ordinance  as  you  have  presented  for  my  consideration,  it  will 
have  to  be  found  in  the  words  above  quoted. 

The  whole  question  therefore  is  this  :  When  the  Legislature 
granted  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  a  corporation,  the  power 
to  pass  Ordinances  necessary  for  the  comfort,  welfare,  and 
proper  government  of  the  City,  did  the  Legislature  grant  the 
power  expressed  in  the  Ordinance  before  me  ? 

The  same  question  has  frequently  arisen  upon  charters  of 
other  cities  where  almost  the  identical  words  were  used  in  the 
statutes,  and  as  a  rule  has  been  decided  in  the  negative. 

In  the  State  of  New  York,  the  case  of  Hodges  vs.  The 
City  of  Buffalo,  Second  Denio,  page  110,  was  elaborately 
argued  and  considered,  and  the  Court  there  decided  that  the 
City  of  Buffalo  could  not  make  a  valid  Ordinance  authorizing 
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a  supj)er  and  ball  to  entertain  the  citizens  an<l  certain  invited 
guests  on  the  Fourth  of  July.  The  charter  of  that  city  poss- 
essed the  power  ''  to  pass  such  ()rdinances  and  by-laws  for  the 
good  government  and  order  of  the  city,  and  the  trade  and  com- 
merce thereof,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
powers  given  to  the  Council." 

In  the  same  State  it  was  again  decided,  in  the  case  of  Bay- 
land  against  the  Mayor  of  New  York,  1  Sanford,  29,  that  the 
City  of  New  York  could  not  authorize  at  public  expense  a 
meeting  on  State  and  National  affairs. 

In  the  case  of  Halstead  against  the  Mayor  of  New  York,  3. 
Comstock,  433,  the  Court  says,  "  to  judge  from  the  conduct  of 
municipal  corporations  alone,  we  would  conclude  that  there  was 
no  limitation  of  their  poAvers,  and  much  less  their  power  of  ex- 
pending money  and  laying  taxes."'  "  Until  the  case  of  Hodges 
vs.  The  City  of  Buffalo  was  decided,  nothing  was  more  frequent 
than  for  city  authorities  to  vote  largesses  and  give  splendid 
banquets  for  objects  and  purposes  having  no  possible  connec- 
tion with  the  growth  and  the  well  being  of  tlie  body  politic. 
It  is  subjecting  their  constituency  to  unnecessary  and  expen- 
sive taxation.  Since  that  decision,  it  has  generally  been  under- 
stood that  their  powers  are  more  limited.'" 

In  Connecticut,  in  the  case  of  the  City  of  New  London  vs. 
Brainard.  22  Ct.,  522,  the  Court  says,  "corporations  have 
only  such  rights  and  powers  as  are  expressly  granted  to  them, 
or  as  are  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  rights  and  powers 
so  granted.  Therefore  the  City  of  New  London  has  no  power 
in  its  corporate  capacity  to  appropriate  money  to  celebrate  In- 
dependence Day,  and  the  tax  payer  had  a  right  to  pray  for  an 
injunction,  and  it  is  the  proper  remedy  to  restrain  both  the 
City  and  the  Treasurer."" 

In  Massachusetts,  it  was  decided  in  1  Allen,  103,  "that  a 
town  cannot  appropriate  money  to  celebrate  the  Fourth  of  July."' 
In  the  same  State,  10  Cushing,  252,  it  was  decided.  "  that  a 
town  cannot  expend  money  to  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  the 
surrender  of  Cornwallis."" 

The  right  to  exercise  other  powers  which  would  seem  to  be 
(juite  as  conducive  to  the  prosperity  of  municipalities  as  to  the 
giving  of  banquets,  has  frequently  been  denied. 

For  instance,  it  was  decided  in  this  State.  Brightly,  332^ 
'•  that  a  city  cannot  appro])riate  money  towards  the  building 
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of  a  railroad,"  and  in  11  AVright,  189,  "  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia could  not  appropriate  money  to  steamships,  in  support 
of  a  line  of  steamships  to  run  from  Philadelphia." 

In  the  case  of  Bergner  against  the  City  of  Harrisburg,  re- 
ported in  1  Pearson,  page  291,  Judge  Pearson,  in  an  able 
opinion,  decided  "That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  had  no 
power  to  bind  the  municipality  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  visit 
to  Harrisburg  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
other  person  or  persons." 

Section  6  of  the  Act  of  March  19,  1860,  incorporating  the 
City  of  Harrisburg,  provides,  '  that  Councils  shall  have  power 
to  establish  all  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regu- 
lations, as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  preserve  the  peace  and 
promote  the  good  order,  government  and  welfare  of  said  city, 
and  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
and  the  same  to  alter,  amend,  repeal  or  revoke." 

Judge  Pearson  says,  ■•'  to  us  it  is  very  clear  that  the  City  of 
Harrisburg  had  not  in  law,  power  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
purposes  stated  in  the  bill,  for  however  proper  and  commenda- 
ble it  may  be  in  the  citizens  of  this  country  to  pay  all  due  re- 
spect to  the  highest  officers  of  the  Nation,  they  must  do  it  as 
citizens,  and  not  as  corporations.  The  funds  necessary  to  meet 
the  expenses,  must  be  furnished  by  the  voluntary  contributions 
of  the  citizens  thus  in  favor  of  the  demonstration,  not  wrung 
from  the  unwilling  pockets  of  the  people  by  taxation.  If  the 
money  can  be  voted  for  civic  feasts  on  the  advent  of  the  Chief 
Executive,  it  might  be  for  men  in  inferior  stations,  provided 
they  have  sufficient  influence  with  the  city  authorities." 

This  decision  is  placed  upon  a  broad  ground  :  That  munici- 
palities are  not  created  for  the  purpose  or  with  the  poAver  to 
appropriate  funds  of  tax  payers  for  such  purposes. 

The  purpose  of  a  municipal  corporation  is  stated  by  Judge 
Woodward  in  9  Harris,  page  182,  in  these  words :  "  They 
were  designed  to  regulate  the  internal  affixirs  of  the  places  in 
which  they  were  located.  Police,  health,  streets,  lanes  and  the 
like,  are  the  proper  subjects  of  municipal  administration." 

I  am  aware  that  this  question  was  considered  by  Judge  Hare 
in  the  case  of  Tatham  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  reported 
in  2  W.  N.  C,  page  564,  and  that  he  there  says :  "  The  cus- 
tom which  has  existed  for  so  long  in  Philadelphia,  is  sufficient 
to  justify  an  appropriation  to  meet  the  official  contingent  ex- 
penses incidental  to  the  Centennial  Exposition." 
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That  case  was,  however,  decided  upon  another  point,  namely, 
the  form  of  the  ordinance  in  which  the  appropriation  was  made, 
and  an  injunction  was  granted  to  prohibit  the  expenditure.  It 
has  undoubtedly  been  the  custom  in  Philadelphia,  to  pay  such 
bills  as  are  provided  for  in  the  present  ordinance. 

Uniform  practice  is  not  without  its  weight  in  the  interpreta- 
tion of  a  statute  of  incorporation  where  words  are  doubtful,  and 
third  persons  dealing  with  a  corporation  rely  upon  that  uniform 
practice. 

But  in  a  case  like  the  present,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  purely 
a  question  of  inherent  power,  and  not  a  question  of  practice 
resulting  from  a  supposed  power,  which  has  happened  to  remain 
uncontested. 

Dillon  in  his  work  on  corporations,  states  his  conclusion 
upon  this  subject  as  follows  :  "  It  is  a  necessary  result  of  the 
manner  in  which  our  municipal  corporations  are  created,  viz. : 
by  expressed  legislative  acts  wherein  their  powers  and  duties 
are  Avholly  prescribed,  tliat  the  powers  themselves  cannot  he 
added  to,  enlarged  or  diminished  hy  a  proof  of  usage. '^ 

I  do  not  understand  how  the  fact,  that  for  many  years  Coun- 
cils believed  they  possessed  powers  to  make  certain  appropria- 
tions, can  be  construed  as  a  grant  of  power.  The  city  has  no 
power  except  that  which  has  been  granted.  If,  however,  be- 
lieving a  power  has  been  granted  is  equivalent  to  an  express 
tyrant,  then  it  will  be  verv  easv  for  a  municipalitv  to  assume 
almost  any  power. 

Judge  Bigelow,  in  1  Allen,  page  103,  in  speaking  of  a 
similar  appropriation  says  :  "  Usage  cannot  alter  the  case.  An 
unlawful  expenditure  of  money  by  a  town,  cannot  be  rendered 
valid  by  usage  however  long  continued.  -  An  abuse  of  power 
and  violations  of  right,  derive  no  sanction  from  time  or  custom." 

Judge  Sharswood  has  been  quoted  as  saying,  that  the  power 
to  pass  such  an  ordinance  is  "'  nowhere  prohibited."  This  was 
said  by  him  in  construing  a  single  Act  of  18o6,  and  not  in  the 
discussion  of  charter  powci's  in  general.  What  he  undoubtedly 
meant,  was  that  the  Act  of  1856,  considered  alone,  nowhere  for- 
bids the  making  of  such  an  appropriation. 

The  decision  of  Judge  Pearson,  above  referre<l  to,  is  one  of 
the  most  carefully  considered  opinions  to  be  found  in  the 
books.  His  decision  is  sustained  not  only  by  the  general 
principles  of  law  relating  to  this  subject,  but  by  all  the  decis- 
ions of  the  other  States. 
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The  last  decision  upon  this  subject  will  be  found  in  the 
Federal  Reports,  page  843,  under  date  of  June  4,  of  this  year. 
The  case  is  decided  under  the  name  of  Bayle  and  others  against 
the  City  of  New  Orleans ;  and  the  question  there  argued  in  the 
Circuit  Court,  was  as  to  the  validity  of  an  appropriation  of  the 
funds  of  New  Orleans,  to  meet  the  expenses  incident  to  the 
entertainment  of  visitors  accompanying  the  Liberty  Bell,  sent 
to  that  city  from  Philadelphia :  precisely  the  same  question 
which  is  now  before  me. 

The  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  in  this  case,  decided 
that  an  ordinance  making  an  appropriation  for  such  purposes, 
of  the  funds  of  the  city  derived  from  taxation,  was  wholly  be- 
yond the  i)urview  of  the  municipal  government  and  a  wrongful 
appropriation  of  the  funds  held  in  trust  for  the  tax  payers,  jind 
people  of  New  Orleans,  to  pay  the  alimony  and  legitimate  ex- 
penses of  the  city. 

The  numerous  cases  there  quoted  seem  to  fully  justify 
such  a  conclusion. 

My  opinion,  therefore,  upon  a  consideration  of  the  whole 
subject  is,  that  the  Act  of  1856,  standing  alone,  does  not  pro- 
hibit the  expenditure  of  funds  for  the  purpose  named  in  the 
ordinance,  but  that  the  ordinance  for  want  of  power  on  the 
part  of  the  corporation  to  make  it,  is  invalid  and  void,  and  you 
will  not  be  justified  in  countersigning  warrants  drawn  to  meet 
the  expenses  named  therein.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  the  twenty-first  in- 
stant, was  received  yesterday.  I  understand  from  your  letter 
you  had  been  requested  to  join  the  Schuylkill  River  East 
Side,  Railroad  Company,  in  a  petition  to  the  Board  of  Wardens 
of  this  Port,  for  a  license  to  extend  the  wharves  on  Arch, 
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Cherry,  Race,  and  Vine  streets,  etc.,  further  into  the  river 
Schuylkill,  and  you  request  my  opinion  to-day  whether  such 
an  application  will  make  the  city  liable  in  damages  to  the 
lessees  of  said  wharves,  and  whether  under  the  circumstances 
it  will  be  advisable  for  you  to  join  in  said  petition. 

I  reply,  that  so  far  as  the  question  of  damages  is  concerned, 
I  find  from  the  papers  enclosed  with  your  communication,  that 
the  railroad  company  proposes  to  indemnify,  by  proper  bonds 
and  security,  the  city  from  all  damages  resulting  from  an  in- 
terference with  tenants,  etc.,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  a  satis- 
factory arrangement  as  to  such  damages  cannot  be  easily 
eifected. 

I  have  not,  however,  been  able  in  the  limited  time  afforded 
me,  to  find  any  authority  to  justify  you  in  making  such  an 
application  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

An  Ordinance  of  March  1,  1855,  Section  1,  relating  to 
your  control  over  the  wharves,  among  other  things,  provides 
as  follows : 

"  The  superintendent  shall  have  charge  of,  and  superintend 
the  cleansing  of  such  docks  pertaining  to  any  of  said  wharves 
or  landings,  as  Councils  may  direct  to  be  cleansed.  He  shall 
under  the  supervision  of  the  said  committee  superintend  all 
repairs  which  may  be  necessary  to  be  made  to  such  Avharves 
or  landings,  and  have  charge  of  the  construction  of  ncAv  or 
alteration  of  existing  wharves  and  landings,  whenever  Councils 
shall  authorize  such  construction  or  alteration.  He  shall  not 
execute  any  lease  or  make  am^  contract  until  he  shall  have  re- 
ported and  exhibited  same  to  said  committee,  and  he  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  and  services  pertaining  to  his  office, 
as  Councils  may  from  time  to  time  require." 

I  advise  you,  that  in  my  opinion  you  have  no  legal  right  to 
petition  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Board  of 
Wardens  of  this  Port,  for  a  license  to  construct  new  Avharves 
or  alter  old  ones  without  the  consent  and  authorization  of 
Councils. 

You  have  no  right  to  do  this  work  yourself,  and  I  do  not 
see  that  you  have  any  right  to  use  the  name  of  the  city  in 
procuring  a  license,  and  then  permit  the  railroad  company  to 
do  the  work. 
9 
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In  signing  such  a  petition  without  authority  from  Councils, 
you  will  be  acting  in  my  judgment  beyond  the  scope  of  your 
authority.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  received  to-day,  I  beg 
leave  to  reply  as  follows  : 

I  am  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  any  Act  of  Assembly, 
or  Ordinance,  which  prohibits  bathing  in  the  Delaware  river. 
Should,  however,  the  bathers  be  naked  and  exposed  to  public 
view,  they  might  be  indicted  either  at  Common  Law  or  under 
the  provisions  of  the  59th  Section  of  the  Criminal  Code. 
They  could  be  arrested  by  any  officer  of  your  force  and  taken 
before  the  committing  magistrate  for  a  hearing.  The  fore- 
going, I  think,  should  not  be  enforced,  nor  apply  to  very 
young  children.  If,  however,  bathers  have  clothes  covering 
their  bodies  and  limbs,  or  have  a  covering  for  their  loins,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  they  do  not  commit  acts  of  open  lewdness 
or  notorious,  public  indecency,  "  tending  to  debauch  the  morals 
or  manners  of  the  people,"  and,  therefore,  are  not  liable  to 
either  arrest  or  prosecution.

You  request  my  opinion  whether 
the  Board  of  Surveyors  should  proceed  at  once  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  or  what  course  should  be  pursued  in  the  matter,  in 
view  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885. 

I  reply  thereto,  that  the  Board  of  Surveyors  and  Regulators 
is  not  abolished  and  Avill  continue  as  established  until  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  1887.  The  vacancy  should  be  filled  by  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  until  the  next  municipal  election,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Act  of  April  21,  18.55,  Pamphlet  Laws, 
264,  the  same  as  if  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  had  not  been 
passed.  You  are  not  compelled  to  make  this  appointment  in 
accordance  with  civil  service  rules,  formulated  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  but  I  know  of  nothing  to 
prevent  the  Board  from  voluntarily  applying  these  rules  in 
making  the  appointment,  providing  it  also  conforms  with  the 
re((uirements  of  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  fifth  inst.,  in- 
closing a  copy  of  the  civil  service  rules  adopted  by  the  munic- 
ipal board,  and  requesting  my  opinion  "as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Board  is  legally  bound  to  act  under  and  in  accordance  with 
said  rules."     I  reply  as  follows: 

By  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Art.  10,  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  the  House  of  Correction  will  be  confided,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  1887,  to  the  Department  of  Charities  and 
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Correction.  That  Department  will  be  under  the  charge  of  a 
president  and  four  directors,  all  of  whom,  with  the  consent  of 
Select  Council,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  in  office  at 
that  time.  The  p  resident  so  appointed  will  appoint  the  sub- 
ordinate officers,  in  accordance  with  Sections  2  and  8  of  Ar- 
ticle XII  of  said  Act  of  June  1,  1885.  The  Act  speaks  only 
of  appointments  made  through  the  executive  power,  which  will 
vest  in  the  Mayor  and  heads  of  the  nine  departments  on  and 
after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  and  the  rules  apjjly  only 
to  such  appointments. 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  Board  is  not 
"  legally  bound  to  act  under  and  in  accordance  with  said  rules." 

Before  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  the  acceptance  and 
adoption  of  the  civil  service  rules  recently  promulgated  is  a 
matter  of  discretion  and  not  of  legal  compulsion.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  17th  instant  came  duly  to 
hand.  In  answer  to  your  inquiry  whether  you  will  be  justified 
in  having;  wires  removed  from  along  or  across  the  streets  with- 
out  notice  to  the  parties  who  had  them  put  up,  or  whether  you 
should  first  notify  the  owners  to  remove  the  wires  erected  in 
violation  uf  the  laws,  and  upon  failing  to  comply  with  that 
notice,  whether  you  would  be  justified  in  having  the  wires  cut 
down,  I  reply,  that  the  Ordinance  of  Councils,  approved  April  8, 
1883,  which  is  cited  in  your  letter,  contains  the  following  pro- 
visions : 

'•Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  Ordinance,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  telegraph 
company,  person,  or  persons,  to  erect  any  pole  or  poles  in  any 
of  the  streets,  lanes,  or  alleys  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or 
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change  the  route  of  any  telegraph  Ihie  now  erected,  unless 
authorized  by  Councils ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegragh  to  report 
any  violation  of  this  ordinance  to  the  Mayor,  who  is  herebv 
authorized  to  notify  the  company,  person,  or  persons  violating 
this  ordinance  to  remove  the  said  obstructions  within  twenty 
days,  under  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  for  everv 
sixty  days  the  said  obstructions  are  allowed  to  remain  after 
the  expiration  of  said  notice."      *     *      *     * 

Under  this  ordinance  it  seems  to  me,  that  it  is  your  plain 
duty  to  report  all  breaches  of  this  ordinance  to  the  Mayor, 
that  he  may  give  the  notice  re({uire<l  by  the  ordinance,  and 
that  upon  the  failure  of  the  parties  who  are  in  fault  to  comply 
Avith  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance,  that  he  may  furnish  thia 
department  with  the  facts  upon  which  legal  proceedings  may 
be  taken. 

The  Ordinance  of  1884,  page  1,  which  you  also  cite,  pro- 
vides :  "  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
no  telegraph,  telephone,  or  electric  wire,  shall  be  erected  over 
or  across  any  of  the  streets,  alleys,  or  roads  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  without  permission  being  first  obtained  from 
Councils  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  and  no 
wire  shall  be  strung  until  a  permit  is  first  obtained  from  the 
Department  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph." 

"  Sect.  2.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  subject  the  offender  or  offenders  to  a  fine  of  ten  (10)  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  offence,  and  shall  be  collected  as  like 
penalties  are  now  by  law  collectible." 

Under  this  ordinance,  I  think  you  have  the  right  to  prevent 
the  hanging  of  wires  before  a  permit  has  been  granted,  but  I 
do  not  think  you  have  the  right  to  cut  the  wires  down.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  yours  of  the  12th  inst.,  asking 
whether  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  have  the  right 
to  award  a  contract  for  a  wagon  to  Mr.  Gardner,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  I  beg  to 
reply  as  follows  : 

The  Act  of  twenty-second  of  May,  1874,  Section  6,  pro- 
vides that  "no  member  or  officer  of  Councils,  or  any  depart- 
ment of  the  city  government  shall  be  in  any  way  interested  in 
any  cit}^  contract." 

In  the  case  of  Wheeler  vs.  Philadelphia,  27  Smith,  338, 
the  Supreme  (-ourt  decided  that  the  Gas  Works  were  the 
property  of  the  city  ;  and  the  Court  said,  "  Ave  do  not  think 
the  Gas  W^orks  have  any  separate  entity.  They  resemble  the 
Water  Department  and  Fairmount  Park." 

To  the  same  eifect  are  the  cases  of  Saving  Fund  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 7  Casey,  175  and  185,  and  Culp  vs.  Commonwealth, 
decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  this  year. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Gardners  case  falls  within  the 
spii-it  of  the  Act  of  1874,  and  that  the  contract  should  not 
be  awarded  to  him.

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RESOLUTION 

To  appoint  a  Joint  Special  Committee,  to  consider  the  matter 

of  the  future  management  or  disposition  of  the  Philadelphia 

Gas  Works. 

Whereas,  by  ordinances  of  the  City,  the  management  of 
the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  was  entrusted  to  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, elected  by  Councils. 

And,  whereas,  It  is  provided  by  said  ordinances,  that  at 
the  expiration  of  Loan  No.  12,  issued  December  22,  1864, 
(which  falls  due  twenty  years  after  its  issue),  the  Mayor  and 
Councils  of  the  City  shall  have  authority  to  take  charge  of  and 
assume  the  management  of  said  Works,  or  continue  the  same 
under  a  Board  of  Trustees,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  them. 

And,  whereas,  The  said  loan  will,  at  a  period  about  the 
beginning  of  or  sometime  early  during  the  year  1885,  terminate, 
it  is  necessary  that  Councils  should  take  steps  toward  deciding 
as  to  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  said  Works  ;  it  is  there- 
fore 

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  a  Joint  Special  Committee  of  seven 
members  from  each  Chamber  be  appointed,  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  follow'ing  questions,  viz. : 

First. — The  propriety  of  continuing  the  Gas  Trust  as  now 
constituted. 

Second. — The  passage  of  an  ordinance  placing  the  Gas 
Works  under  the  control  and  management  of  a  Superintendent,, 
to  be  elected  by  City  Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  from  you  a  draft  of  a  "  Reso- 
lution providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee to  consider  the  matter  of  the  future  management  of  the 
10 
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Philadelphia  Gas  Works,"  and  with  it  a  letter  requesting  my 
"  views  as  to  the  powers,  duties,  responsibilities,  and  rights  of 
the  City  under  the  laws,  and,  more  especially,  in  view  that,  in 
July  next,  Loan  No.  12  of  Gas  Trust  Loans  will  mature." 
The  letter  and  the  resolution  both  speak  of  Loan  No.  12. 
This  loan  matured  July  1,  1884,  and  the  loan  to  which  Coun- 
cils and  your  Committee  intend  to  refer  is  undoubtedly  Loan 
No.  9,  authorized  by  ordinance  of  July  12,  1855,  and  which 
will  mature  July  1,  1885. 

The  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  were  originally  constructed 
under  the  ordinance  of  March  21,  1835,  which  provided,  inter 
alia,  "  that,  for  the  construction  and  carrying  on  the  Works, 
the  sum  of  $100,000  will  be  divided  into  one  thousand  shares  of 
$100  each,  and  the  City  Treasurer  is  directed  to  receive 
subscriptions  from  all  persons  of  lawful  age  for  any  number  of 
shares  of  said  stock. 

The  Works  were  completed  in  1836,  and  belonged  entirely 
to  the  stockholders,  although  the  exclusive  management  thereof 
was  given  to  twelve  trustees,  six  to  be  elected  by  each  branch 
of  Councils. 

The  City  was  liable  for  the  proper  application  of  all  money 
paid  into  her  treasury  by  the  stockholders,  but  not  otherwise. 

The  City  reserved  the  right  "  to  take  possession  of  said 
Works  at  any  time  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  may  deem 
it  expedient,  and  convert  the  said  stock  into  a  loan. 

An  ordinance  of  December  22,  1836,  repealed  that  portion 
of  the  ordinance  of  March  21,  1835,  that  required  the  pay- 
ment of  all  moneys,  arising  from  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
gas,  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  authorized  the  City  Treasurer 
to  transfer  to  the  said  Trustees  all  the  books  and  papers  in  his 
custody  relating  to  'said  works,  and  directed  the  receipt  and 
payment  of  all  moneys  on  account  of  said  Gas  Works  to  be 
confided  thereafter  to  the  Trustees  and  their  authorized  agents. 

The  increasing  demands  for  gas  made  it  necessary  to  extend 
and  enlarge  the  Works  from  time  to  time ;  and  to  do  this,  the 
city  borrowed  money  and  gave  certificates  pledgmg  her  faith, 
the  property  of  the  Gas  Works,  and  the  property  in  the  sink- 
ing funds  created  for  the  security  of  loanholders. 

On  the  first  of  March,  1841,  the  city,  in  accordance  with 
provisions  of  an  ordinance  of  January  14,  1841,  took  possession 
of  the  Gas  Works.     The  stock  was  declared  converted  into  a 
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loan,  and  certificates  of  loan  were  issued  to  said  stockholders, 
by  virtue  of  an  ordinance  passed  June  3,  1841. 

The  city  thus  became  the  owner  of  the  Gas  Works  abso- 
lutely, the  Trustees  remained,  not,  however,  as  trustees  for  the 
stockholders,  but  trustees  for  loanholders  and  for  the  city. 

A  short  time  thereafter,  June  17,  1841,  an  ordinance  was 
passed,  authorizing  a  further  loan  of  $125,000  to  extend  the 
Works. 

The  city  agreed  to  borrow  the  money  in  such  sums  as  the 
Trustees  might  require.  The  rate  of  interest  was  to  be  fixed 
by  the  trustees ;  the  interest  was  payable  and  the  certificates 
of  loan  were  transferrable  at  the  office  of  the  Gas  Works. 

The  ordinance  further  provided  that  the  faith  of  the  city, 
the  said  sinking  fund,  and  the  buildings,  apparatus,  fixtures, 
and  the  income  and  profits  of  the  said  Gas  Works  shall  be, 
and  they  are,  hereby  pledged  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the 
interest,  and  for  the  ultimate  reimbursement  of  the  principal 
of  all  the  loans  made  for  or  on  account  of  said  Gas  Works,  as 
the  same  shall  become  due  ;  and  in  order  that  provision  may 
be  made  for  the  same,  the  said  Trustees  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  set  apart  all  the  net  profits  that  may  remain 
after  paying  the  interest  on  the  said  several  loans,  to  constitute 
a  sinking  fund,  which  said  sinking  funds,  with  the  interest 
thereon,  shall  be  invested  from  time  to  time  in  the  loans  of  the 
said  Gas  Works,  or  in  the  loans  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia ; 
and  the  said  sinking  fund  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct 
from  the  other  fund  of  the  said  Works ;  and  the  said  Trustees 
shall  furnish  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  to  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils,  a  statement  of  the  amount  thereof,  and 
of  the  stock  in  which  the  same  shall  be  invested." 

The  ordinance  also  provided  "  that  for  the  further  security 
of  the  loanholders  of  said  Works,  the  faith  of  the  city  is  hereby 
pledged  that  the  price  of  gas,  as  now  fixed,  shall  not  be  reduced 
until  the  distribution  of  gas  pipes  shall  be  completed  through- 
out the  city  limits,  nor  at  any  time  so  as  to  reduce  the  clear 
profits  below  eight  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  whole  amount 
of  the  costs  of  said  Works,  until  all  the  loans  contracted  for, 
or  that  may  hereafter  be  contracted  for,  shall  be  paid." 

"  That  for  the  further  security  of  said  loanholders,  it  is 
hereby  stipulated  that  the  said  AVorks  shall  be  controlled  and 
managed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees,  elected  and  constituted  as

heretofore,  who  shall  have  the  whole  control  and  management, 
of  said  Works,  and  of  the  said  sinking  fund,  and  of  all  other 
funds  belonging  to  said  Works  ;  and  the  said  Trustees  shall  pay- 
no  part  of  said  funds,  nor  any  part  of  the  profit  of  said  Works, 
into  the  City  Treasury,  but  shall  apply  and  appropriate  the- 
same,  as  directed  by  this  ordinance,  until  the  interest  and  prin- 
cipal of  said  loans  shall  be  fully  paid  as  they  become  due  to 
said  loanholders." 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  thus  entered  practically  into  a 
contract  with  the  loanholders,  that  the  Gas  Works  and  the 
income  thereof  should  remain  in  the  hands  and  under  the 
management  of  trustees,  chosen  in  a  particular  manner,  as  a^ 
better  security  for  the  loans.  By  an  ordinance  approved 
March  20,  1855,  the  Trustees  were  authorized  to  assume  charge 
and  control  of  all  the  Gas  Works  and  property  thereto  belong- 
ing, which  then  belonged  to,  or  in  the  future  might  be  acquired 
by  the  city.  On  May  10,  1858,  an  ordinance  was  approved 
whereby  the  Trustees  were  authorized  to  agree  to  a  conveyance 
to  the  city  of  all  the  property  of  the  several  gas  companies 
therein  named,  all  of  which  companies,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Northern  Liberties  Gas  Company,  executed  conveyances- 
of  their  property  to  the  city. 

The  same  ordinance,  also,  permitted  the  Trustees  to  regu- 
late the  price  of  gas  and  make  the  same  uniform  throughout 
the  city. 

After  the  consolidation  of  the  city,  the  Common  Council, 
through  an  ordinance,  August  29,  1854,  attempted  to  make  a 
radical  change  in  the  management  of  the  Gas  Works  ;  the  said 
ordinance  provided  for  the  election  of  a  Chief  Engineer,  who 
should  take  charge  of  the  Works,  and  nominate,  and  by  and. 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Select  Council,  appoint  sub- 
ordinate officers,  etc, ;  and  that  all  moneys  received  for  gas, 
etc.,  should  be  paid  to  such  officers  as  the  said  Chief  Engineer 
should  designate,  and  providing  for  the  repeal  of  all  incon- 
sistent ordinances  for  the  management  of  the  said  Gas  Works. 

A  bill  in  equity  was  filed  by  the  Western  Saving  Fund 
Society  of  Philadelphia  and  others,  holders  of  certificates  of 
loan,  commonly  called  "City  Gas  Loans,"  against  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  etc.,  praying  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
defendants,  their  officers,  etc.,  from  interfering  with  the  said 
Trustees  or  their  successors,  and  from  any  attempt  to  invalidate 
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the  said  trust  or  the  security  of  the  loanholders,  or  to  take 
possession  of  the  Gas  Works,  etc. 

The  Court  granted  the  injunction.  Subsequently  an  Act  of 
Assembly  was  passed  April  20,  1858,  P.  L.,  347,  Avhich  like- 
wise attempted  to  make  a  change  in  the  management  of  the 
Gas  Works  by  authorizing  Councils  to  elect  six  additional 
Trustees.  A  bill  in  equity  between  the  same  parties  as  in  the 
■case  above  was  filed,  praying  the  Court  to  restrain  by  injunc- 
tion, the  defendants  from  interfering  with  the  management  of 
the  Gas  Works. 

This  intermeddling  in  the  manao-ement  of  the  Works,  the 
Court  held,  could  not  be  done  so  long  as  the  holders  of  said 
loans  were  unpaid,  inasmuch  as  a  change  would  be  in  violation 
of  an  obligation  which  the  city  had  assumed. 

Western  Saving  Fund  vs.  City,  7  Casey,  115,  191. 
See  also,  Wheeler  vs.  The  City,  27  S.,  338. 

All  of  the  ordinances  passed  after  June  17,  1841,  and  prior 
to  September  26,  1868,  embody  a  contract  of  the  same  char- 
acter on  the  part  of  the  city  as  that  passed  upon  by  the  Su- 
preme Court. 

The  loan  ordinance  of  September  26,  1868,  and  those 
passed  since  that  time,  contain  the  following  provision  :  "  That 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordi- 
nance for  the  further  extension  and  management  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Gas  Works,'  approved  June  17,  1841,  shall  not  apply 
in  any  way  or  manner  to  this  loan,  and  that  nothing  contained 
in  this  ordinance  shall  interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  in  taking  possession  of  said  Gas  Works  whenever 
the  Councils  of  said  city  by  ordinance  determine  to  do  so." 
The  holders  of  loans  issued  under  the  last  class  of  ordinances 
are  not  within  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  have 
no  right  to  complain  of  a  change  in  the  possession  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Gas  Works.  Loan  No.  0  belongs  to  that  class 
•considered  by  the  Supreme  Court,  and,  although  not  the  last  in 
•date  of  issue,  is  the  last  of  the  class  to  mature. 

After  the  maturity  of  this  loan  in  July  next,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  this  and  others  of  the  same  character,  there  will  be 
nothing  to  prevent  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  taking  actual 
and  absolute  possession  and  control  of  tlie  Gas  Works  and  all 
property  thereto  belonging.  How  the  Gas  Works  shall  there- 
after be  managed,  whether  under  the  control  of  a  superintendent 
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or  of  trustees  or  of  some  other  agency,  are  questions  purely  of 
financial  policy  and  wisdom,  appealing  to  the  judgment  of 
Councils.  The  city  will  be  liable  for  all  outstanding  loans  and 
other  indebtedness. 

She  will  be  entitled  to  receive,  ^nd  it  will  be  her  duty  to 
obtain  from  the  Trustees,  a  full  and  accurate  account  and  settle- 
ment of  all  Trust  matters.  Her  right  of  possession  and  of 
absolute  ownership  and  control  over  this  property  will  be  as 
complete  as  her  right  and  power  over  any  other  corporate 
property. 

Whether  the  interests  of  the  city  will  be  best  conserved  by  a. 
continuation  of  the  present  system  of  management,  or  by  a 
different  one,  is  an  important  subject,  but  one  wholly  for  the 
bodies  you  represent  to  determine. 

Upon  the  right  of  the  city  to  sell  or  lease  the  Gas  Works,  I 
express  no  opinion,  the  words  relating  thereto  having  been 
stricken  from  the  resolution  sent  me.  I  have  not  regarded 
this  question  as  within  the  scope  of  your  inquiry.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  letter  under  date  of  July 
28,  referring  to  an  application  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  on  Mount 
Pleasant  avenue  "for  the  omission  of  charge  for  frontage,"  I 
beg  leave  to  answer  that  churches,  when  used  as  such,  are 
exempt  from  taxation. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  granting  this  immunity,  is  in  the  fol- 
lowing language : 

"That  all  churches,  meeting  houses,  or  other  regular  places 
of  stated  worship,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed  necessary 
for  the  occupancy  and  enjoyment  of  the  same  be,  and  the  same 
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are,  hereby  exempted  from  all  and  every  county,  city,  borough, 
bounty,  road,  school  and  poor  tax. 

That  the  charge  for  water-pipe  frontage  is  such  a  tax,  I  have 
no  doubt.  The  Supreme  Court  has  given  a  judicial  interpre- 
tation of  the  act  which  I  have  quoted,  and  its  interpretation, 
in  my  opinion,  fairly  includes  an  assessment  or  "charge  for 
frontage"  for  laying  water-pipe.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  fifteenth  instant,  enclosing  a 
communication  from  C.  D.  Ritchie,  Esq.,  President  of  Real 
Estate  Title  Company,  relative  to  water-pipe  in  front  of  an 
undescribed  lot  in  West  Philadelphia,  was  duly  received. 

Mr.  Ritchie  states  that  the  property  is  rural,  and  the  water- 
pipe  claim  therefore  will  be  invalid.  You  desire  to  know, 
whether  you  can  legally  receive  the  amount  of  the  claim,  less 
costs. 

I  advise  you  that  so  long  as  the  question  of  the  validity  of 
a  claim  remains  undetermined,  this  office  has  exclusive  charge 
of  the  receipt  and  collection  of  the  same  :  Ordinance  April  27, 
1867,  Section  1. 

If  the  claim  is  decided  by  the  Court  and  Jury  to  be  one  that 
this  department  cannot  collect,  then  you  will  have,  under  the 
Ordinance  of  January  29,  1855,  the  right  to  collect  the  cost  of

laying  the  water-pipe,  before  the  permit  is  granted  for  the  use 
of  the  water.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  7th  instant  with  the  accom- 
panying resolution  of  Select  and  Common  Councils  is  before 
me,  and  I  reply  as  follows  : 

You  ask  me  to  inform  you  if  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side 
Railroad  Company  will  not  be  required  to  file  a  bond  to  in- 
demnify the  city  against  any  damages  resulting  from  the  ex- 
tension of  wharves  at  Filbert,  Market,  Chestnut,  Sansom, 
Locust,  Spruce,  Pine,  Lombard,  and  South  streets. 

The  damages  of  which  you  speak  are  those  which  may  result 
to  the  city  from  a  partial  or  total  destruction  of  the  rights  of 
the  lessees  of  these  wharves.  The  joint  resolution  is  absolutely 
silent  upon  the  question  in  your  letter,  and  the  Avords  in  which 
the  resolution  is  couched  preclude  the  idea  that  any  other  obli- 
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gations  than  those  therein  named  were  intended  to  be  imposed 
by  Councils.  It  specifically  provides  that  all  charges  attending 
the  application  to  the  Port  Wardens  as  to  the  licenses  and  the 
cost  of  constructing  the  bulkheads  at  the  wharves  shall  be  de- 
frayed by  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company, 
but  is  silent  upon  the  question  of  damages. 

It  may  be  that  the  railroad  company  will  be  responsible  to 
the  city  for  all  damages  resulting  to  the  city  as  well  as  for  the 
cost  of  the  construction  of  the  new  wharves,  but  I  do  not  think 
you  have  the  right  to  demand  from  the  railroad  company  a  bond 
to  indemnify  the  city  against  these  damages. 

I  offered,  in  Councils   at  the  time  the  ordinances  were  dis- 
cussed, a  clause  to  protect  the  city  against  any  damages  to  the 
wharves  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad  on 
or  near  the  same,  but  Councils  rejected  it.

consent  of  the  property  owners  without  authority  of  Councils  ?"

I  reply,  first :  a  street  extends  from  house  line  to  house-line, 

and  Councils  have  the  right  to  grant  permission  to  lay  the  wires 

anywhere  within    that    space.     The    consent  of  the  property 

owners  to  the  laying  of  the  wires  between  the  house-line  and

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the  curb  is  not  sufficient  authorization  to  justify  the  company 
in  laying  its  wires  within  that  space.  The  consent  of  Councils- 
must  be  had,  even  though  the  consent  of  the  property  owners- 
be  obtained.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  26th  instant,  enclosing  am 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  make  certain  transfers  in 
the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Police  for  the 
year  1885,"  and  from  ordinances  approved  July  5,  187T,  and 
March  24,  1883,  was  duly  received. 

You  request  my  opinion  "Whether  the  transfer  to  be  taken 
from  Loan  62,  approved  December  4,  1875,  for  the  purposes- 
mentioned  in  the  enclosed  bill,  is  legal." 

I  reply  as  follows :  On  the  5th  of  July,  1877,  an  ordinance 
was  approved  appropriating  the  sum  of  $17,253.65  "to  the  De- 
partment of  Police  for  the  erection  of  a  police  station-house 
north  of  the  Town  Hall,  on  the  Town  Hall  lot,  Germantown, 
in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  to  be  taken  out  of  a  loan  author- 
ized by  an  ordinance  '  to  authorize  a  loan  for  police  purposes, 
extinguishment  of  ground-rents,  and  improvement  of  the  fire 
telegraph,'"  approved  December  4,  1875. 

The  ordinance  of  December  4,  1875,  authorizes  a  loan  of 
$380,000,  $200,000  thereof  for  a  new  system  of  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  $15,000  for  the  extinguishment  of  certain  ground- 
rents,  and  the  remainder  of  the  $880,000  was  to  be  applied  for 
the  purchase  of  ground  and  the  erection  and  extension  of 
buildings  for  police  station-houses. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  11,  relating  to  the 
creation  of  debts,  etc.  of  cities  of  the  first-class,  among  other 
things  provides  as  follows  : 

"  That  the  specific  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the  said 
loan  is  authorized  shall  be  distinctly  set  out  in  the  said  ordi- 
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nance,  and  that  the  moneys  received  for  the  said  loan  shall  not 
be  used  for  any  purposes  other  than  those  so  stated." 

The  ordinance  submitted  to  me,  if  carried  into  eflFect,  will 
divert  a  portion  of  Loan  62  from  the  specific  purposes  named 
in  the  ordinance  of  December  4,  1875,  to  an  entirely  different 
purpose ;  and  this,  in  my  judgment,  will  be  contrary  to  the 
Act  of  1874,  and  the  ordinance  will  be  illegal.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  September  28, 
asking  my  opinion  as  to  what  constitutes  a  frame  building  under 
the  law,  the  erection  of  which  without  the  consent  of  Councils 
cannot  be  made,  and  as  to  whether  in  my  judgment  and  the 
facts  submitted,  the  frame  building  recently  erected  on  Broad 
street  and  Washington  avenue  by  G.  B.  Newton  &  Co.,  is  such 
a  structure  as  is  prohibited  by  law,  I  reply  as  follows  : 

The  character  of  a  structure  that  is  prohibited  by  law  is 
clearly  defined  in  the  Ordinance  of  April  11,  1863,  which 
reads  as  follows : 

"  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  or  construct  any  wooden,  frame 
brick-paned,  or  other  building  whatsoever,  the  walls  whereof 
are  not  composed  wholly  of  incombustible  material." 

The  question  then,  whether  or  not,  the  building  erected  by 
G.  B.  Newton  &  Co.,  on  Broad  street  and  Washington  avenue, 
is  a  frame  building,  is  clearly  a  question  of  fact  for  the  deter- 
mination of  Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
sixth  inst.,  and  also  your  communication  of  the  fourteenth 
inst.  After  stating  certain  facts  relating  to  the  bill  of  Henry 
A.  Stallman,  Surveyor  and  Regulator,  for  work  done  on  plan 
^0.  198,  you  ask  the  following  questions : 

First,  "Whether  the  District  Surveyors  as  constituted  under 
the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  and  subsequent  acts  and  ordi- 
nances, continue  to  be  the  oflScers  who  shall  make  the  surveys 
at  the  prices  fixed  by  ordinance,  or  whether  the  work  should 
now  be  given  out  by  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder, 
according  to  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874." 

Second^  "Whether  the  Surveyor  has  a  right  to  employ  any 
■competent  person  whom  he  chooses,  and  for  whose  work  he 
must  be  held  responsible." 

Third,  "Whether  the  final  clause  of  Section  6  of  said  Act 
of  May  23,  1874,  or  any  other  act  or  ordinance  prevents  the 
District  Surveyor  from  employing  salaried  officers  or  employees 
of  the  Department  to  make  calculations,  plans,  or  surveys,  for 
work  as  above  specified,  after  they  have  fully  completed  the 
days  services,  for  which  they  are  employed  officially  in  the  De- 
partment." 

Fourth,  "Whether  it  is  illegal  for  such  officer  or  employee 
to  perform  work  for  the  District  Surveyor  such  as  above 
specified. 

Fifth,  "  Should  bills  and  warrants  be  drawn  in  the  name  of 
the  District  Surveyor  for  work  done  by  him  in  his  official 
capacity  for  the  city,  or  should  they  be  made  out  in  the  names 
of  those  whom  he  employs  to  assist  him  ?  " 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  I  reply  as  follows  : 

District  Surveyors  and  Regulators  are  officers  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  elected  by  the  people,  and  with  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  constitute  one  of  the  departments  of 
our  City  Government.  Their  duties  are  defined  by  various 
Acts  of  Assembly,  and  by  City  ordinances.     Each  District 
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Surveyor  is  required  by  the  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  to  have  had 
at  the  time  of  his  election,  three  years  experience  in  the  busi- 
ness of  regulating  and  surveying  after  having  completed  his 
apprenticeship  and  become  of  lawful  age ;  and  he  is  required 
before  entering  upon  his  duties,  by  the  Ordinance  of  June  20, 
18(53,  to  give  a  bond  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which 
may  be  sustained  or  incurred  for  or  in  consequence  of  any 
mistake  or  error  made  by  him  in  giving  lines  or  grades  of  any 
lot  or  lots  which  he  may  have  surveyed  by  virtue  of  his  office. 

Each  District  Surveyor  has  a  certain  district  specified  by 
Act  of  Legislature,  Avithin  which  he  must  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office.  The  determination  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets^ 
the  surveying  and  plotting  of  the  city,  is  work  required  by 
Acts  of  Assembly  and  by  ordinances,  to  be  done  by  the  District 
Surveyors  and  Regulators,  and  cannot  lawfully  be  done  by  any 
other  persons. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  to  wdiich  you  allude,  provides  as 
follows  : 

"All  stationery,  printing,  paper,  and  fuel  used  in  the  Coun- 
cils, and  in  any  other  department  of  the  City  Government,  and 
all  work  and  materials  required  by  the  city  shall  be  furnished, 
and  the  printing  and  all  other  kinds  of  work  to  be  done  for  the 
city  shall  be  performed  under  contract,  to  be  given  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  ordinances  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Councils 
forthwith  to  enact  such  ordinances." 

If  that  character  of  Avork  which  is  so  done  by  the  District 
Surveyors  and  Regulators,  and  which  the  Acts  of  Assembly 
require  must  be  done  by  them,  is  to  be  given  under  contract 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  then  the  whole  Department 
of  Surveys  in  this  city  is  practically  abolished. 

In  my  judgment,  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  just  quoted, 
has  no  reference  or  application  whatever  to  such  a  case  as  you 
present.  The  Act  requiring  materials  furnished  to  and  work 
done  for  the  city  to  be  given  under  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
does  not  apply  to  work  or  services  rendered  the  city  by  her 
own  officials. 

The  District  Surveyors  perform  specified  duties  under  oath 
and  under  bonds,  and  there  is  no  more  reason  to  hold  that  the 
Act  of  1874  repeals  the  legislation  relating  to  the  duties  of 
Surveyors,  and  compels  such  w^ork  to  be  done  under  contract, 
than  there  is  to  hold  that  the  services  to  be  rendered  by  the 
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Oity  Controller  or  the  Mayor  of  the  city  shall  be  rendered  only 
under  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder. 

The  Act  of  1874,  in  my  opinion,  cannot  be  construed  so  as 
to  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  duties  of  the  officers  in  the 
various  departments  of  the  city  government.  It  only  applies 
to  persons  not  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  who  do  work  for,  or 
supply  materials  to  the  city, 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  District  Surveyors,  as  con- 
stituted under  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  and  subsequent 
acts  and  ordinances,  continue  to  be  the  officers  who  shall  make 
the  surveys  at  the  prices  fixed  by  the  ordinances,  and  the  work 
should  not  be  given  under  contract,  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  of  May  23,  1874. 

To  your  second  inquiry  I  reply :  That  the  District  Surveyor 
is  not  compelled  by  law  to  perform  all  the  details  and  clerical 
work  connected  with  his  office.  In  fact  there  is  much  work  in 
practical  surveying  one  man  cannot  do.  There  is  certain  work 
which  he  must  do,  and  is  responsible  for  everything  performed 
in  his  office,  whether  done  in  person  or  by  assistants.  He  has 
the  right  to  employ  competent  persons  to  assist  him,  but  such 
assistants  or  employees  have  no  legal  claim  against  the  city  for 
services. 

To  your  third  question,  I  reply :  That  salaried  officers  and 
employees  of  the  Survey  Department  may  be  employed  by  a 
District  Surveyor  to  assist  him  in  making  calculations,  plans, 
and  surveys  for  work  which  the  law  requires  the  District 
Surveyor  to  perform,  providing  said  salaried  officers  "  have 
fully  completed  the  day's  services  for  which  they  are  employed 
■officially  in  the  Department." 

The  final  clause  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  is  as  follows: 
"No  member  or  officer  of  Councils,  or  any  department  of 
the  city  government,  shall  be  in  any  way  interested  in  such 
contracts  directly  or  indirectly,  either  at  its  inception  or  during 
the  progress  of  its  fulfilment,  or  furnish  any  materials  or  sup- 
plies or  labor  for  such  contracts." 

The  contracts  which  this  clause  prohibits  city  officials  from 
being  interested  in,  are  contracts  given  to  the  lowest  bidder. 
The  work  which  a  District  Surveyor  officially  renders  the  city 
is  not  work  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  the 
employee  of  the  Survey  Department  who  assists  a  District 
Surveyor  in  making  his  calculations  or  his  plans,  is  not,  while 
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so  engaged,  furnishing  any  labor  or  supply  under  any  contract 
to  the  lowest  bidder,  but  is  simply  doing  work  for  the  District 
Surveyor,  a  thing  not  prohibited  by  the  Act. 

The  Act  of  1874  has  not  the  slightest  application  to  such 
a  case  as  you  present. 

I  reply  to  your  fourth  inquiry :  That  it  is  not  illegal  for  an 
oflficer  in  the  Survey  Department,  having  performed  all  the 
duties  of  his  office,  to  assist  for  compensation  a  District  Sur- 
veyor after  the  completion  of  the  days'  services,  for  which  he 
is  employed  by  the  city. 

In  answer  to  your  fifth  inquiry,  I  reply  that  all  bills  and 
-warrants  must  be  drawn  in  the  name  of  the  District  Surveyor 
for  all  work  done  by  him  in  his  official  capacity  for  the  city, 
and  they  should  not  be  made  out  in  the  names  of  those  whom 
he  employs  to  assist  him.  Such  employees  must  be  paid  by 
the  District  Surveyors,  for  they  are  not  employees  of  the  city.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  commu- 
nication of  the  2d  inst.,  wherein  you  state  that  on  September 
26,  1885,  your  attention  was  called  to  an  erection  in  front  of 
the  Temple  Theatre,  on  Chestnut  street,  in  the  form  of  a  per- 
manent shed  across  the  sidewalk  ;  that  you  had  requested  the 
owner  to  have  the  same  removed,  and  that  you  had  received  in 
reply  a  letter  from  the  attorney  of  the  lessee  of  the  theatre, 
-claiming  that  the  shed  is  a  structure  in  accordance  Avith  the 
provisions  of  Section  1  of  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  relating 
to  fire  escapes. 

You  ask  my  opinion  whether  the  said  structure  is  an  unlaw- 
ful one,  and,  if  so,  what  should  be  your  course  of  procedure. 
I  reply  as  follows  : 

The  structure  is  not  an  awning  within  the  meaning  of  that 
term  as  understood  in  Philadelphia,  and  as  used  in  the  ordi- 
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nances  permitting  the  erection  of  the  same.  Nor  is  it  a  porch ; 
but  if  either  an  awning  or  a  porch,  it  is  constructed  in  a  way 
prohibited  by  ordinances.  Nor  have  I  been  able  to  discover 
any  ordinance  or  any  statute  which  will  justify  or  permit  to  be 
erected  such  a  structure  under  any  name  whatsoever.  On  the 
contrary,  it  is  clearly  within  the  spirit,  if  not  the  letter,  of  all 
the  laws  and  ordinances  prohibiting  encroachments  upon  the 
public  highway,  and  is  just  such  a  structure,  it  seems  to  me, 
as  Councils,  by  the  ordinance  of  December  81,  1855,  intended 
to  prohibit.  Said  ordinance,  among  other  things,  provides  as 
follows : 

"  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  or  renew  on  any  footway  or 
pavement  any  post  other  than  iron  for  the  support  or  suspen- 
sion of  awnings,  or  to  attach  any  rails  and  awning  posts  that 
shall  be  less  than  7  feet  6  inches  clear  from  the  pavement : 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  authorize  the  erection  or  maintenance  of  any  permanent 
shed  across  the  sidewalk  :  And  provided  further,  That  it  shall 
not  prevent  the  repair  of  any  awning  posts  with  the  same  ma- 
terial as  those  now  in  use.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  for  each  offence  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  $5.00,  to  be  recovered  in  the  manner 
that  penalties  for  breach  of  ordinances  are  by  law  recoverable." 

The  erection  in  front  of  the  Temple  Theatre  is  clearly  a 
"permanent  shed  across  the  sidewalk."  If  the  right  exists 
to  construct  a  permanent  shed  in  front  of  the  Temple  Theatre, 
the  same  right  exists  to  build  a  shed  along  the  entire  line  of 
every  street  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  And  if  the  extension 
can  be  made  from  the  top  of  the  first  story  across  the  pave- 
ment, it  can  be  made  to  extend  from  the  top  of  every  story 
across  the  pavement,  and  thus  the  building  line  will  be  practi- 
cally transferred  from  the  present  house  line  to  the  curb  ;  and 
instead  of  an  open  footwalk,  the  passage  way  for  pedestrians 
will  be  under  the  buildings  which  line  the  cartway. 

Nor  can  the  structure  be  justified,  in  my  opinion,  under  the 
act  referred  to  by  you  relating  to  fire  escapes.  There  is  noth- 
ing in  the  act  which  requires  or  authorizes  such  a  structure  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  means  of  escape  from  fire.  In  fact, 
the  act  referred  to  does  not  require  the  owner  of  a  theatre  or 
place  of  amusement  to  construct  any  fire  escape  whatsoever. 

The  act  says  that  every  building  used  as  a  seminary,  college, 
academy,  hospital,  asylum,  or  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of 
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the  public,  for  store-houses,  factory,  manufactory,  or  workshop 
of  any  kind  in  which  employees  or  operatives  are  there  em- 
ployed at  work  in  the  third  or  in  the  highest  story,  for  tene- 
ment houses  or  buildings  in  which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually 
let  to  lodgers  with  families,  and  for  public  school  buildings, 
when  any  such  buildings  are  three  or  more  stories  in  height, 
shall  be  provided  with  a  permanent  safe  external  means  of  es- 
cape therefrom  in  case  of  Are. 

A  theatre  or  place  of  amusement  is  not  in  this  category. 
As  this  law  does  not  compel  the  owner  or  lessee  of  the  Temple 
Theatre  to  provide  afire  escape,  it^  cannot  be  justified  as  a 
structure  made  to  conform  with  said  act. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  erection  in  front  of  the 
Temple  Theatre  is  illegal,  and  should  be  removed. 

As  to  the  mode  of  procedure  to  secure  the  removal  of  the 
structure,  I  advise  you  that  the  fairest  and  safest  way  is  by  a 
proceeding  in  a  Court  of  Equity. 

No  complaint  has  been  lodged  at  this  office  against  the  struc- 
ture, and  I  do  not  feel  authorized  to  institute  any  proceedings^ 

If,  however,  as  Mayor  of  the  city,  you  deem  the  structure 
such  a  nuisance  as  should  be  removed,  I  will,  on  receipt  of  in- 
structions from  you,  take  legal  steps  to  have  the  shed  removed.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  two  letters  of  September  30,  relating  to 
frontage  charges  against  church  property  were  received.  I 
advised  you  in  my  letter  of  September  18,  that  church  property, 
when  used  as  such,  were  exempt  from  the  payment  of  water- 
pipe  claim. 

You  now  inquire  whether,  when  churches  desire  the  use  of 
water,  you  should  issue  a  permit  for  the  same  without  first  col- 
12 
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lecting  the  expense  of  the  water-pipe,  as  provided  by  the  Or- 
dinance of  January  29,  1855. 

I  advise  you  as  follows  :  A  lien  for  water-pipe  against  a 
church  property  cannot  be  enforced,  because  the  charge  is  in 
the  nature  of  a  tax.  The  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  14,  1874, 
exempts  church  property  from  the  payment  of  taxes.  The 
charge  foV  use  of  pipe,  which  under  the  above  ordinance  it  is 
your  duty  to  collect,  is  not  a  tax.  The  furnishing  of  water  to 
the  houses  of  the  city  is  not  strictly  a  municipal  function ;  it  is 
a  privilege  or  license  to  the  tenant,  to  be  granted  or  withheld 
by  the  city  upon  such  terms  or  under  such  regulations  as  it 
chooses. 

Girard  Insurance   Company  vs.   City,  4.  W.  N.  C,  557. 

The  introduction  of  water  by  the  city  into  private  houses  is 
not  on  the  footing  of  a  contract,  but  of  a  license  which  is  paid 
for. 

Smith  vs.  City,  31  P.  F.  S.,  38. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  has  laid  the  pipe  in  front  of  the 
church,  and  cannot  compel,  through  the  municipal  lien  laws, 
the  church  to  pay  for  this  pipe ;  but  as  a  corporation  engaged 
in  the  supply  of  water,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  a  perfect 
right  to  say  that  her  pipes  shall  not  be  used  for  conducting 
water,  unless  the  same  be  paid  for  in  advance.  It  is  simply  a 
business  transaction. 

In  the  case  of  Cooke  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  6  Casey, 
56,  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that  although  a  municipal 
claim  was  discharged  by  a  Sheriff's  sale  and  could  not  be  enfor- 
ced, yet  the  debt  remained. 

The  ordinance  referred  to  by  you,  requires  that  you  shall 
have  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of 
laying  the  pipe  before  a  permit  is  granted  for  the  use  of  water. 

If  a  church,  like  any  private  individual,  desires  to  use  the 
water,  it  must  pay  for  the  pipe  through  which  the  water  is 
supplied,  simply  because  it  is  one  of  the  terms  under  which  the 
corporation  agrees  to  supply  the  water. 

The  collection  of  a  water-pipe  lien,  under  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly, is  an  exercise  of  the  taxing  power  of  the  State.  The 
collection  of  the  cost  of  laying  the  water-pipe  under  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Councils  is  not  a  delegation,  directly  or  indirectly,  of 
the  taxing  power  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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It  is  your  duty  to  collect  the  cost  of  pipe  before  granting 
the  permit  for  use  of  water. 

In  answer  to  your  second  question,  I  reply:  that  when 
church  properties  are  not  used  as  such,  they  are  liable  to  the 
frontage  charge. 

Your  suggestion  as  to  the  retaining  of  church  properties 
on  your  books  and  transmitting  to  this  department  frontage 
bills,  and  the  question  in  regard  to  the  Jewish  Cemetery,  at 
Fifty-sixth  and  Market  streets,  I  will  make  the  subject  of  a 
separate  answer.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  relating  to  the  water-rent  in  arrear 
and  owing  by  the  Eastern  Penitentiary,  was  duly  received. 
You  state  that  the  amount  due  from  January  1,  1884,  to 
October  8,  1885,  as  determined  by  meter,  the  water  being 
charged  for  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  thousand  gallons,  is 
$2,017.10;  that  bills  have  been  presented  to  the  Penitentiary 
and  payment  refused,  that  institution  claiming  that  only  $500 
per  year  should  be  charged. 

The  Ordinance  of  March  17,  1884,  authorizing  a  reduction 
of  water-rent  applied  only  to  the  years  then  in  arrear. 

The  only  measure  which  you  now  as  Head  of  the  Department, 
can  adopt  to  collect  the  amount  due,  is  to  deprive  the  institu- 
tion of  water.  This  may  be  a  harsh  measure  when  applied  to 
an  institution  like  the  Eastern  Penitentiary,  but  the  ordinance 
applies  to  all  tenants  alike.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  27th  ult.,  informing  me  that 
Councils'  Committee  on  Highways  reject  the  measurement  of 
grading  on  Gorgas  street,  between  Main  and  Chew  streets,  as 
certified  to  by  the  surveyor  of  that  district,  and  also  informing 
me  that  the  same  Committee  have  declined  to  approve  any 
Highway  bills  of  subsequent  date  that  have  the  certificate  of 
that  surveyor,  came  duly  to  hand. 

I  have  also  received  a  communication  from  Mr.  M.  M.  Cop- 
puck  of  even  date  with  your  letter,  enclosing  a  report  of  the 
Sub-committee  on  Bills  to  the  Committee  on  HighAvays,  and 
the  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  Highways  thereupon,  upon 
a  bill  of  Frank  Toner  for  675  yards  of  grading  on  Gorgas 
lane. 

I  have  written  a  letter  to  Mr.  Coppuck,  as  clerk  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Highways,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  these  papers, 
advising  him  that  this  bill  should  not  be  paid,  and  that  if  suit 
should  be  brought  upon  Mr.  Erank  Toner's  bill  it  will  be  re- 
sisted by  this  Department,  and  the  City  defended  in  the  suit. 

I  advise  you  not  to  draw  a  warrant  for  the  bill,  nor  for  any 
Highway  bills  of  subsequent  date  that  bear  the  certificate  of 
that  surveyor,  which  the  Committee  have  declined  to  approve. 
You  also  say  in  the  same  letter  of  October  27,  1885 :  "  Con- 
siderable highway  work,  under  contract,  is  now  in  progress  in 
that  district ;  more  has  been  advertised,  and  is  ready  for  award ; 
and  still  more  is  ready  for  advertisement.  All  require  lines, 
grades,  and  measurements  by  the  surveyor.  It  appears  to  me 
that  too  much  is  involved  to  admit  of  the  award  of  any  more 
contracts  till  reliable  measurements  can  be  legally  provided ; 
and  I  am  not  sure  but  all  work  now  under  contract,  that  re- 
quires surveyor's  certificate  from  that  district,  should  cease, 
because  each  day's  work  obliterates  some  of  the  marks  and 
measurements  necessary  for  accurately  obtaining  the  total 
amount  done." 

Please  advise  me  on  this  subject  at  an  early  date.  You  do 
not,  however,  tell  me  whether  Mr.  Stallman,  the  surveyor,  has 
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failed  to  give  reliable  measurements  through  incompetence  and 
want  of  skill,  or  through  fraud  and  collusion  with  the  contract- 
ors ;  nor  do  you  state  upon  Avhat  facts  or  circumstances  you 
found  your  belief  that  reliable  measurements  cannot  be  pro- 
vided by  Mr.  Stallman  for  the  work  remaining  to  be  done. 

The  inaccuracy  in  the  bill  submitted  to  the  Highway  Com- 
mittee, as  proved  by  the  evidence  taken,  certainly  justified  it 
in  its  refusal  to  approve  it  or  any  other  bill  bearing  that  par- 
ticular surveyor's  certificate,  until  the  bills  were  properly  in- 
vestigated, and  it  had  been  discovered  whether  the  work 
charged  for  had  really  been  done  or  not. 

I  am  of  opinion,  also,  that  the  measurements  of  the  work  in 
progress  should  be  verified,  in  order  that  any  fraudulent  or 
improper  bill  may  be  resisted ;  but  I  do  not  see  how  I  can 
advise  you  to  order  work  to  be  stopped  which  has  already  been 
begun,  or  to  even  cease  advertising  for  work  upon  the  general 
statements  contained  in  your  letter. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  have  the  matter  more  particularly  set 
forth,  that  I  may  advise  you  more  fully  in  detail.

First,  The  Board  of  Guardians  are  not  bound  to  use  any 
special  form  of  indenture  in  binding  out  children. 

Second,  The  law  limits  the  period  of  apprenticeship,  so  that 
it  will  expire  on  or  before  the  time  when  the  boy  reaches  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  but  there  is  nothing  in  the  law  to 
prevent  the  Board  from  making  the  term  of  apprenticeship  for 
a  shorter  period,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  it  will  be 
best  so  to  do. 
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If  you  decide  to  change  the  form  of  indenture,  please  sub- 
mit the  draft  to  me  before  having  it  printed.

be  determined.  The  claim  of  the  contractor  should  not  be 
entertained  in  any  event,  until  his  remedy  against  the  company 
has  been  exhausted.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  carefully  examined  the  question  sub- 
mitted in  your  letter  of  October  6,  in  relation  to  the  manner 
in  which  bills  for  water-pipe  should  be  made  out  against  corner 
lots,  and  I  reply  as  follows : 
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In  all  cases  the  deduction  of  one-third  should  be  made  only 
on  the  lot  at  the  corner  at  the  time  the  pipe  is  laid,  without 
regard  to  the  size  of  the  lot  as  it  originally  existed. 

If  a  party  purchases  a  corner  lot  of  20  feet  front  on  one 
street,  and  99  feet  deep  along  another  street,  and  pipe  is  laid 
and  paid  for  on  the  20  feet  front,  and  subsequently  pipe  is  laid 
on  the  99  feet  front,  a  deduction  of  33  feet  should  be  allowed. 

If,  however,  the  owner  of  the  lot  builds  another  house  upon 
20  feet  at  the  rear  end  of  said  lot  before  the  pipe  is  laid,  he  is 
entitled  under  ordinance  ojily  to  a  deduction  of  one-third 
on  79  feet.  In  the  case  submitted  by  you,  James  Moffat,  is 
entitled  only  to  an  allowance  on  79  feet.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  communication  relative  to 
the  change  of  grade  on  certain  streets  on  the  line  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill River  East  Side  Railroad  Company,  I  reply  as  follows : 

Section  4  of  the  Ordinance  relating  to  the  Schuylkill  River 
East  Side  Railroad  Company,  provides :  "That  in  order  to 
permit  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad  along  and  under 
Twenty-fifth  street,  as  aforesaid,  the  Board  of  Surveyors  be,  and 
it  is,  hereby  authorized  to  change  the  grade  of  Callowhill  street, 
at  Twenty-fifth  street,  by  raising  the  same  eleven  feet ;  of 
Hamilton  street,  at  Twent3'-fifth  street,  by  raising  the  same 
I'iio  feet ;  of  Biddle  street,  at  Twenty-fifth  street,  by  raising 
the  same  Ixh  feet ;  of  said  Twenty-fifth  street,  from  Callow- 
hill  street  to  Biddle  street,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  changes  of 
grade  in  the  aforesaid  streets  crossing  the  same ;  Provided, 
That  the  rate  of  grade  upon  said  Callowhill  and  Hamilton 
streets,  shall  be  5  feet  per  100  feet,  and  the  said  railroad  com- 
pany shall  indemnify  the  city  from  any  and  all  loss  or  liability 
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in  consequence  of  the  claims  of  property  owners  upon  Callowh  il 
street,  Hamilton  street,  Twenty-fifth  street,  and  Biddle  street, 
between  the  respective  points  where  the  grade  of  each  of  said 
streets  is  thus  changed,  from  any  damages  which  they  may 
suffer  in  consequence  of  such  change  of  grade." 

The  above  ordinance  directs  that  the  rate  of  grade  shall  be 
5  feet  per  100  feet.  You  propose  to  make  the  grade  2J  feet 
per  100  feet.     This,  in  my  opinion,  you  have  no  right  to  do. 

Under  the  Acts  of  April  21,  1855,  and  the  Act  of  June  6, 
1871,  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  are  very  extended. 

The  Act  of  1871  in  its  first  section  provides:  "That  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  elected  and 
constituted  under  Acts  of  Assembly,  be,  and  the  same  are, 
hereby  invested  with  full  authority  to  examine  and  finally  con- 
firm or  reject  all  plans  of  surveys  or  revisions  of  plans  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  when  the  same  have  been  made  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  said  city." 

Under  this  Act  you  have  the  authority  either  to  confirm  or 
reject  the  plans  fixing  the  lines  and  grades  as  directed  in  the 
aforesaid  ordinance.  Your  power  to  act,  however,  can  never 
be  exercised  until  after  a  direction  by  Councils. 

When  Councils  have,  in  general  words,  directed  the  Board  of 
Surveyors  to  take  action  relating  to  a  certain  plan,  the  Board 
has  full  power  to  exercise  its  discretion  ;  but  in  the  present  in- 
stance, by  the  fourth  section  of  the  ordinance  above  referred  to, 
you  are  authorized  and  directed  to  change  the  grade  of  certain 
streets  a  certain  number  of  feet,  and  you  are  directed  to  reach 
that  changed  grade  by  approaches  which  shall  be  5  feet  per 
100  feet. 

There  is  no  discretionary  power  given  your  Board  in  this 
matter. 

If,  in  your  judgment  as  surveyors  and  engineers,  the  grade 
of  5  feet  to  the  100  feet  will  be  injurious  to  the  interests  of  the 
city  and  inconvenient  to  the  public,  you  have  a  i^ight  under  the 
Act  of  1871  to  reject  it,  but  without  further  authority  from 
Councils  you  cannot  adopt  a  different  grade.

Gentlemen  : — I  am  in  the  receipt  of  a  resolution  in  the  fol- 
lowing words : 

"Resolution  of  request  to  the  City  Solicitor  to  furnish  an 
opinion  as  to  the  rights  of  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger 
Railway  Company  or  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company, 
under  the  Ordinances  of  May  31,  1885." 

Whereas,  By  Ordinance  of  May  31,  1885,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  authorize  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  to  dispense  with  animal  power  on  any  portion 
of  their  road,  and  to  substitute  a  cable  motor  therefor,"  the  said 
company  was  authorized  to  construct  a  cable  road,  which  is  now 
being  operated  by  them  or  their  successors,  the  lessees  of  the 
franchises  of  the  said  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway 
Company,  upon  condition  that  they  shall  reduce  their  fare  to 
five  cents  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  length  of 
said  railway : 

And  whereas,  The  Philadelphia  Traction  Company,  the 
lessees  of  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company 
are  now  operating  cable  cars  on  Market  street  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  ordinance,  and  are  charging  six  cents  for  a  sin- 
gle continuous  ride  in  violation  thereof:   Therefore, 

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be,  and  he  is,  hereby 
requested  and  directed  to  furnish  these  Councils  with  his  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  the  said  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company,  or  the  lessees  thereof,  the  Philadelphia  Traction 
Company,  in  charging  six  cents  for  a  single  continuous  ride 
over  their  cable  road,  are  not  violating  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance  quoted  in  the  preamble  attached  to  this  resolution, 
and  to  further  state  what  action  Councils  should  take  in  the 
matter ;  Provided,  the  said  corporation  or  corporations  are  so 
violating  the  requirements  of  said  ordinance." 

I  reply  as  follows:  The  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  is  incorporated  under  the  Act  of  May  14,  1857. 
Among  the  provisions  in  the  charter  of  said  company  is  the 
following,  "The  said  company  shall  be  authorized  to  lay  a 
13 
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double   or  single  track  of  railway  to  be  used  exclusively  with 
horse  power  and  passenger  travel." 

On  the  eighth  of  May,  1876,  (P.  L.  147)  there  was  passed 
an  Act  of  Assembly  providing,  '"That  passenger  railways  in 
any  and  all  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth,  may 
use  other  than  animal  power  in  the  carriage  ^f  passengers  in 
their  cars  whenever  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  Councils  of  said 
city ;  and  the  limitations  contained  in  any  of  the  charters  of 
passenger  railway  companies  restricting  them  to  the  use  of 
horse  power,  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed  :  Provided 
further,  That  the  Councils  of  such  city  shall  not  exercise  any  of 
the  powers  conferred  by  this  Act,  except  such  railway  com- 
pany shall  reduce  their  fares  to  five  cents  for  a  single  ride  on 
said  Railway." 

On  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  1883,  Councils  passed  an 
ordinance  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Philadel- 
phia Passenger  Railway  Company,  to  dispense  with  animal 
power  on  any  portion  of  their  road,  and  to  substitute  a  cable 
motor  therefor."  This  ordinance  provided,  "That  in  pursuance 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  8,  1876,  (and  above 
quoted),  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  dispense  with  animal  power  an  any 
portion  of  their  road,  and  to  substitute  therefor  a  cable  motor  : 
Provided,  That  the  plan  of  construction  of  said  cable,  shall  be 
first  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  Chief  Engineer  for  sup- 
plying the  city  with  water." 

Section  2.  Provided,  "That  the  said  authority  conferred 
by  the  first  section  hereof,  is  granted  on  the  condition  that  the 
said  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  shall  re- 
duce their  fares  to  five  cents  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over 
the  entire  length  of  said  railway." 

You  will  observe  that  Councils  exercising  the  authority 
given  by  the  Legislature,  granted  to  the  West  Philadelphia 
Passenger  Railway  Company  permission  and  authority  to  dis- 
pense with  animal  power,  and  in  consideration  or  return  for  this 
additional  franchise,  the  company  was  to  reduce  the  fare  to 
five  cents. 

On  the  thirteenth  day  of  June,  1883,  (P.  L.  122),  an  act 
was  passed  by  the  Legislature  known  as  the  Corporation 
Amendment  Act.    This  Act,  in  Section  6,  provides :  "That  in 
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addition  to  the  corporations  for  profit  of  the  second  class  au- 
thorized to  be  created  by  Second  Section  of  the  Act  entitled 
''An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  and  regulation  of 
certain  corporations,"  approved  April  29,  1874,  corporations 
may  be  created  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  motors  and 
cables,  and  the  necessary  apparatus  and  mechanical  fixtures  for 
applying  and  operating  the  same,  and  said  corporations  may  in  the 
manner  provided  in  said  Act,  increase  their  capital  stock  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  authorized  therein,  for  min- 
ing and  manufacturing  companies,  and  such  corporations  shall 
have  the  power  to  enter  upon  any  street  in  which  a  passenger 
railway  now  is  or  hereafter  may  be  constructed,  with  the  con- 
sent of  said  passenger  railway,  and  may  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  thereon  such  motors,  cables  and  necessary  or  conve- 
nient apparatus  and  mechanical  fixtures,  as  will  provide  for 
the  traction  of  the  cars  of  said  railway  company :  Provided, 
That  in  such  construction  it  shall  be  subject  to  such  reasonable 
regulations  for  the  protection  and  convenience  of  public  travel 
on  said  streets,  as  shall  be  ordained  b}''  the  councils  of  the  bor- 
ough, town  or  city  in  which  the  same  may  be  located ;  said 
corporation  shall  also  have  power  to  receive  and  hold  such  real 
estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  purposes,  and  such  personal 
estate  as  may  be  acquired  by  it  in  the  prosecution  of  its  busi- 
ness, and  to  enter  into  contracts  with  passenger  railway  com- 
panies to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  motors,  cables  and 
other  appliances  necessary  for  the  traction  of  their  cars,  and  to 
demand  and  receive  as  security  therefor,  mortgages  by  said 
companies  of  their  railways  and  franchises,  Avhich  mortgages 
the  latter  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver." 

In  pursuance  of  the  authority  here  given,  the  Philadelphia. 
Traction  Company  obtained  from  the  Governor  a  charter  for 
"the  purpose  of  constructing  cables,  motors,  and  necessary 
appliances  for  the  traction  of  passenger  railway  cars,  and  of 
contracting  with  railway  companies  in  constructing  such 
cables,  motors,  and  appliances,  and  for  the  traction  of  their 
cars  by  means  thereof,  together  with  such  other  conveniences 
of  the  like  nature,  as  may  be  lawfully  contracted  under  said 
Act  and  its  supplements." 

In  order  that  I  might  be  better  informed  as  to  the  claims  of 
the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  in  the 
premises,  I  sent  the  President  of  that  company  a  copy  of  your 
resolution  and  asked   for  the  facts  upon  which  that  company 
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claimed  that  it  was  not  violating  the  Ordinance  of  May  31, 
1883,  and  in  reply  thereto,  I  received  from  the  President  of 
said  company  a  statement,  the  substance  of  which  is  as  follows : 

First.  That  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany under  the  advice  of  counsel  as  to  the  law,  and  for  certain 
financial  reasons  abandoned  the  idea  of  accepting  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Ordinance  of  May  31, 1883,  and  in  point  of  fact, 
never  did  anything  in  pursuance  of  said  ordinance. 

Second.  That  after  the  traction  company  was  incorporated, 
*'a  contract  was  made  in  1884,  to  do  the  work  now  done  on 
Market  street,  all  of  which  cabling  was  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  Traction  Company,  and  the  road  is  now  operated  exclu- 
sively by  it  " 

It  has  been  contended  that  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger 
Railway  Company  has  the  right  independently  of  the  Ordi- 
nance of  May  31,  1883,  and  the  Act  of  May  8,  1876,  to  use 
other  than  animal  power.  That  in  point  of  fact,  said  company 
is  now  acting  without  regard  to  said  ordinance  and  Act  of  As- 
sembly, and  consequently  is  not  bound  by  the  provisions 
thereof  which  require  a  reduction  of  fare  to  five  cents. 

It  is  claimed  that  this  authority  of  the  West  Philadelphia 
Passenger  Railway  Company,  as  well  as  all  other  railway 
companies,  to  use  other  than  animal  power,  is  derived  from  the 
Act  of  June  13,  1883.  If  this  be  true,  it  is  conclusive  of  the 
whole  matter,  and  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway 
Company  is  not  restricted  either  as  to  fare  or  motive  power. 
I  am  not  convinced,  however,  that  the  Act  of  June  13,  1883, 
gives  any  authority  to  the  railroad  companies  in  this  Common- 
wealth. 

The  title  of  the  Act  shows  that  it  is  an  Act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  of  Traction  Companies.  There  is  not  a 
word  in  the  Act  repealing  or  revoking  the  provisions  found  in 
the  charters  of  railway  companies  restricting  motive  power 
exclusively  to  animal  power. 

There  is  no  grant  in  express  words  to  the  railway  companies 
of  the  State  to  use  a  motive  poAver  other  than  animal  power. 

It  is  a  settled  rule  in  the  interpretation  of  charters  that  they 
must  be  construed  against  the  grantees,  and  in  favor  of  the 
public. 

Judge  Black,  in  Commonwealth  vs.  Erie  &  North  East 
Railroad  Company,  3  Casey,  351,  says,  "  If  you  assert  that  a 
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corporation  has  certain  privileges,  show  us  the  words  of  the 
Legislature  conferring  them.  Failing  in  this,  you  must  give 
up  your  claim,  for  nothing  else  can  possibly  avail  you.  A 
doubtful  charter  does  not  exist,  because  whatever  is  doubtful  is 
decidedly  certain  against  the  corporation." 

There  may  be  a  doubt  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  Corporation 
Amendment  Act  of  1883,  but  this  doubt  cannot  be  resolved  so 
strongly  in  favor  of  the  railway  company  as  to  repeal  the  pro- 
visions in  its  old  charter,  and  substitute  more  liberal  ones. 

If  railway  companies  have  charter  rights  to  use  other  than 
animal  power  (and  there  are  such  companies),  they  can  avail 
themselves  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  adopt  cable  power. 
If  a  company  is  prohibited '  by  its  charter  from  using  cable 
power,  it  must  comply  with  the  Act  of  1876,  obtain  the  con- 
sent of  Councils,  and  reduce  the  fare  to  five  cents,  then  such 
company  may  make  a  legal  contract  with  the  cabling  company, 
and  enjoy  all  the  benefits  thereof. 

The  railway  company,  however,  asserts  it  has  not  violated 
the  ordinance  of  Councils,  because  it  has  not  accepted  nor 
acted  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 

That  six  cent  fares  are  now  charged  on  the  motor  cars  used 
on  the  line  of  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, is  a  fact  not  disputed.  Has  the  West  Philadelphia 
Passenger  Railway  Company,  in  point  of  fact,  dispensed  in 
whole  or  in  part  with  animal  power  ? 

The  answer  of  tlie  President  of  the  Company  is  that  the 
Traction  Company  operates  the  road  under  contract. 

The  Traction  Company,  however,  is  not  a  passenger  railway 
company ;  it  does  not  possess  the  franchises  of  a  passenger 
railway  company  ;  it  was  not  chartered  as  a  railway  company  ; 
it  has  the  right  only  as  a  corporation  to  supply  motor  power  to 
draw  the  cars  of  other  companies. 

The  revenues  of  a  traction  company  are  derived  from  moving 
cars  of  other  companies.  It  cannot  build  and  operate  its  own 
cars  and  collect  fares  thereon,  nor  can  it  lease  or  hire  the  cars 
of  other  companies,  run  them  and  collect  fares  thereon. 

I  do  not  know  what  the  contract  between  the  two  com- 
panies is,  but  I  am  very  clear  that  the  Traction  Company  can- 
not under  its  charter,  lawfully  make  any  contract  by  which  it 
can  exercise  the  franchises  of  a  passenger  railway  company. 
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The  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  upon 
compliance  with  the  Act  of  1876,  has  the  right  to  permit  the 
Traction  Company  to  occupy  its  road  bed  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  motor  power  to  move  the  cars  of  the  said  railroad 
company,  but  for  no  other  purpose. 

If  the  Traction  Company  is  there  for  that  purpose,  I  advise 
you  that  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company 
should  reduce  the  fare  to  five  cents. 

If  the  Traction  Company,  under  some  form  of  contract,  is 
there  for  some  other  purpose,  it  is  illegally  there,  and  has  no  right 
to  demand  six  cents  or  any  other  rate  of  fare  whatsoever. 

The  fact  that  six  cent  fares  are  charged  upon  cars  propelled 
on  Market  street  by  a  power  other  than  animal  power,  justifies 
me  under  the  law,  as  I  view  it,  in  advising  you  that  the  West 
Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  is  violating  the  Act 
of  May  8,  1876,  and  the  ordinance  of  May  31,  1883. 

You  further  request  me  to  advise  you  "  Avhat  action  Councils 
should  take  in  the  matter?" 

A  bill  in  equity  filed  by  the  City  against  the  companies 
operating  on  said  road,  with  a  prayer  for  an  injunction  to  re- 
strain the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  from 
using  or  permitting  the  use  of  other  than  animal  power  on  the 
road  without  reducing  the  fare  to  five  cents,  would  probably 
raise  the  question  fairly  for  a  judicial  decision. 

If  it  is  your  desire  that  I  take  action  in  the  matter,  I  would 
request  a  resolution  to  that  efiect.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  dated  November  14, 
1885,  I  reply  as  follows : 

First.  That  packages  containing  oil  manufactured  for  export 
shall  be  branded  with  a  stencil  by  the  manufacturer  with  the 
words  "for  export." 
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No  refined  petroleum,  kerosene,  naphtha,  benzole,  gasoline, 
or  any  burning  fluid,  be  they  designated  by  whatsoever  name, 
the  fire  test  of  which  shall  be  less  than  110  degrees  Fahren- 
heit, shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  as  an  illuminator  for 
consumption,  within  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  said  fire  test  shall  be  determined  by  an  Inspector. 
Packages  containins;  oil  shall  be  branded  to  read  thus : 

"State  of  Pennsylvania,  fire  test  110  degrees  with  name  of 
inspector:  provided,  when  oil  so  inspected  shall  stand  a  higher 
test,  the  inspector  shall  designate  such  actual  test  by  his 
brand." 

Second.  As  before  stated,  packages  containing  oil  manufac- 
tured for  export  shall  be  branded  with  a  stencil  by  the 
manufacturer  with  the  words  "  for  export,"  but  the  Act 
especially  provides  that  nothing  contained  in  the  Act  shall  be 
construed  or  held  to  apply  in  any  manner  to  any  kind  of  oil 
or  fluid  manufiictured  for  export  from  this  State,  or  in  transit 
from  one  State  to  the  other,  within  the  limits  of  this  Common- 
wealth ;  and  I  do  not  think  therefore  that  a  manufacturer  is 
required  to  have  inspected  by  an  ofiicial  inspector  any  article 
for  export  sold  by  him  in  this  State,  and  shipped  to  a  point 
outside  of  this  State. 

Third.  Your  third  question  is  answered  by  my  reply  to 
your  first  question. 

Fourth.  In  ;  nswer  to  your  fourth  question  I  reply: 

The  Act  was  passed  to  provide  for  the  better  security  of  life 
and  property  from  the  dangers  of  coal  and  petroleum  oils,  and 
I  think  that  the  packages  in  which  the  oil  is  contained  when 
the  oil  is  sold  for  consumption  to  the  public,  should  be  in- 
spected and  branded  as  provided  for  in  the  Act,  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  consumer. 

Fifth.  In  answer  to  your  fifth  question,  I  reply  :  It  is  lawful 
to  sell  refined  petroleum  at  retail  from  tank  wagons,  but  the 
packages  so  containing  the  oil  should  be  inspected  and  branded 
to  read  the  same  as  other  packages.  Tin  cans  containing  re- 
fined petroleum,  are  liable  to  seizure  when  they  contain  oil 
below  110  degrees  test,  and  the  Inspectors  have  the  privilege 
to  reinspect  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  oil  is  under  fire 
test,  although  no  charge  can  be  made  for  such  re-inspection. 

The  law  provides  further  that  all  benzine,  naphtha,  or  any 
hydro-carbons  created  in  the  manufacture  of  refined  oil  from 
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crude  petroleum  or  otherwise  manufactured,  shall  be  inspected 
and  branded  benzine.  It  is  further  provided  that  it  shall  not 
be  kept  for  sale  or  use  in  any  Avay  for  giving  lights  to  be  burned 
in  lamps,  and  the  penalties  for  violating  this  section  of  the  Act 
are  the  same  as  those  applied  to  the  use  of  refined  oil  below 
legal  test. 

The  use  of  naphtha  for  manufacturing  such  goods  as  paints, 
oil-cloth,  etc.,  is  not  unlawful.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  yours  of  the  seventeenth  ult., 
enclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  A.  Feldpauche,  Engineer 
Junction  Railroad,  calling  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
immediately  repairing  the  bridge  on  Girard  avenue,  spanning 
the  tracks  of  the  Junction  Railroad,  and  stating  that  when  the 
Railroad  was  constructed  Girard  avenue  was  but  80  feet  wide, 
but  in  1876  was  widened  to  100  feet,  and  the  City  constructed 
a  new  bridge,  and  that  the  Railroad  Company  is  not  liable  to 
keep  the  bridge  in  repair.  Upon  receipt  of  your  note,  I  wrote 
Mr.  Feldpauche,  asking  him  to  refer  me  to  the  decision  relieving 
the  company  from  the  obligation  to  repair,  of  which  he  made 
mention  in  his  letter  to  you.  In  reply,  he  states  that  for  the 
position  taken  by  him,  he  relies  on  the  Junction  Railroad 
Company  vs.  the  City  to  use,  7  N.  424,  and  the  City  vs.  the 
P.  W.  &  B.  R.  R.  Company,  9  C.  41.  I  have  examined  these 
authorities,  and  in  my  opinion  they  do  not  sustain  Mr.  Feld- 
pauche's  view. 

The  Junction  Railroad  Company  was  incorporated  by  Act 
of  May  3,  1860,  (P.  L.  780.) 

Mr.  Dye,  the  Registrar  of  the  Survey  Department,  informs 
me,  that  Girard  avenue  was  laid  out  before  the  road  was  con- 
structed. 
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I  have  given  the  matter  careful  consideration,  and  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  Raih'oad  Company  is  liable  to  keep  the  bridge  in 
repair,  certainly  to  the  extent  of  the  width  of  the  avenue  at  the 
time  of  the  construction  of  the  railroad.  As  to  their  liability 
to  keep  in  repair  the  twenty  feet  added  in  1876,  I  am  not  clear. 

I  advise  you  to  notify  Mr.  Feldpauche  and  the  President 
of  the  Junction  Railroad  Company  to  immediately  repair  the 
bridge.  If  the  Company  declines  to  do  so,  inquire  then  whether 
the  Company  will  repair  80  feet  of  the  bridge.  If  the  Com- 
pany again  declines,  go  ahead  and  make  the  repairs,  and  send 
the  bills  to  me  and  I  will  institute  suit  to  collect  the  amount 
thereof.
